The 1 9/4 JvM 187 2.— The . Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor thinks it necessary to direct the attention of 
all officers of his Government to the extreme 
importance of rendering as accurately and as 
completely as they can be rendered by enquiry 
the statistics which arc at different'* times called 
for by Government on matters vitally affecting 
the people. His Honor lias sometimes feared 
that local officers, w'ho are not accustomed to 
these things, treat even the orders of Govern- 
ment on such subjects in an off-hand and sum- 
mary manner. This cannot be tolerated; and 
any officer who fails to evince a proper interest 
in such important matters will incur the severe 
displeasure of Government. Recently a great 
discrepancy between the prices of salt in * * *

1 HAVE the honor to ackowledge the receipt of your docket No. 2873 of 
the 10th instant, giving cover to a presentment made by a Coroner’s Jury on 
the 29th ultimo, at an inquiry into the cause of the death of one Hobert 
Campbell, and to report for the information of the Ilon’ble the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal that if the recommendation of the Jury, that in all cases 
of insensibility from apparent drunkenness taken up by the police, the person 
should be conveyed to hospital instead of the lock-up, were adopted, it would 
be necessary to have two sets of police to look after prisoners, — one at the 
College Hospital for Europeans, and another at the Chandney Hospii^ for 
Natives, as all persons so arrested should be placed before the Magistrates after 
discharge from hospital. 

2. As the Police Surgeon, Dr. Woodford, visits the lock-up daily, and 
there is besides a native doctor always in attendance, I do not consider it 
necessary that every case should be taken to hospital direct. They should, as 
heretofore, be taken to the lock-up, and only removed to hospital when the 
emergency arises.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 571, 
dated the 22nd ultimo, reporting on the presentment made by a Coroner’s Jury 
in an inquiry into the cause of the death of one Robert Campbell, to the effect 
that in all cases of insensibility from apparent drunkenness taken up by the 
police, the person so apprehended should bo carried to the hospital instead of 
to the look-up. 

2. In reply I am to say that the Lieutenant-Governor thinks that when 
Europeans are picked up in the street insensible, they should certainly in the 
first instance be taken to the hospital for treatment. 

3. In the present case a man apparently perfectly decent and respectable, 
the 2nd engineer of a largo sea-going steamer, unaccustomed to the climate of 
India, is struck down by heat apoplexy, is carried to the lock-up on the supposi- 
tion that he is insensibly drunk, and dies ndthout receiving any proper medical 
attendance till it was too late to save his life. The native doctor of the lock-up 
does not appear to have gone near him from 5 p.m. to 8-30 p.m., nor to have 
realized in any way the seriousness of the case. Sucli an occurrence should not 
be possible in Calcutta. 

4. I am accordingly to request that you will issue instructions to the 
police that in every such case in future, where a European is picked up in a 
state of insensibility, if the visit of the Police Surgeon to the lock-up is not 
imminent, the insensible man shall be taken at once to the hospital. If he 
is insensible and suspected of nothing more than drunkenness, it will be 
unnecessary to station a guard at the hospital. A policeman can go to the 
hospital later and ascertain the result, bringing the patient away to the lock-up 
if necessary after his recovery.

I HAVE the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 3309 of 
the 30th May, relative to the case of the European named Charles Phelps 
which appeared in the Englishman of the Zlst idem, directing me to make 
certain inquiries of the chief medical officers of the hospitals and Secretary to 
the District Charitable Society. 

2. In reply 1 bog to submit copies of letters from those officials, from 
which it seems that Charles Phelps could, if ho had tried, have procured 
immediate admission to the General and Medical College Hospitals, or to the 
House of Industry. 

3. It is therefore clear that the statement which Phelps is said to have 
made as to his inability to procure admission to an hospital is untrue. 

4. His statement that he had been lying on the maidaun for days 
unheeded is also untrue. He said nothing of the kind to the inspector of police 
who sent him to hospital, and as many Europeans and Natives must have 
passed in the morning and fofenoon close to the place where he w^as found, 
I believe he could have been in the maidaun only a few hours before infor- 
mation was sent to tlie police. 

5. When I heard of Phelps’ death I made strict inquiries regarding him. 
He was a tramp of the lowest description, who would have uothiiig to do with 
the House of Industry or any place where he would he compclhjd to work. I 
am told that ho lived on the charity of the shop-ke(?pers in the Kidderpore 
Bazar, lie was twice arrested and s(3ntenced to rigorous imprisonment. Ho 
was also twice brought up before the Magistrate as a vagrant, but on both 
occasions I hear he escaped being sent to the Government Work-house by 
bringing up persons who said they supported him. Ho died of dysentery on 
the 21st April. 

6. I may add that having now more leisure, I am endeavoring to work 
effectually the Vagrancy Act and clear out of Calcutta as many “ loafers” as 
possible, for they are an intolerable nuisance. 

7. Among the vagrants who have been brought up, I have found several 
very sad cases, — men who have fallen from a respectable position of life owing to 
no fault of their own, but the majority con.sists of unmitigated scoundrels who 
prefer begging to w'ork, and who employ every description of dodge to avoid 
being sent to the Government Work-house. I have, however, no doubt that 
with the co-operation of the Calcutta iVIagistratcs, which has been most heartily 
given me, wc shall succeed in mitigating considerably, if not in putting an 
end to, the loafer” nuisance in Calcutta.

Though we are not as yet, I regret to think, permitted to receire and treat natives, 
although the Hospital is situated in the heart of a large native population, I- have thought 
it right to direct on mj own responsibility the temporaiy reception of nati/es suffering from 
serious illness uuiil they can be safely conveyed to the College or Ghanduey Hospital.

With reference to your letter No. 606 of yesterday’s date, I have the honor to reply, for 
the inibrmation of His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, that a sick man has no difficulty in 
obtaining admission into this hospital. 

*. We however can only accommodate a certain nnmber of patients, and when the 
wards are so full that two or three extra beds have been placed in each, it becomes impossible 
with safety permanently to receive any new cases. 

8. Under these circumstances the standing order (which is continually being impressed 
on all officers on duty) is as follows : — If there is a want of beds in the regular wards of the 
hospital, any person applying for relief must be carefully accommodated on the ground floor 
of the building. HeAuust further be nursed, fed, and prescribed for, until better arrangements 
can be made for him. 

4. Europeans thus received arc, as a rule, (if there is no likelihood of beds being avail- 
able np-6tairs,i sent after the heat of the day in a palki to the General Hospital at our own 
(i.e., the college,) expense. 

5. Tlie physicians and surgeons of the hospital are very dcsirons that every case brought 
here should be received and treated with the utmost care and humanity, and the orders under 
this head arc constantly boiiig forced on the attention of the sub-assistant surgeons and 
students on duty. 

6. I beg to enclose for His Honor’s information a notice on this subject which was 
placed conspicuoasly in different parts of the college and hospital only a few days ago. 

7. The poor man named “ Phelps,” referred to in your letter, was under my immediate 
observation and care. He was admitted in a half-starved, dying state, and was kept alive for 
three or four days by continuous and most careful nursing. Students and nurses were told 
off to attend on him night and day, but be never rallied. 

Noticb. 

As the Principal of the College has reason to believe that considerable public dissatisfac- 
tion has in certain cases lately arisen from the non-admission of persons seeking relief at the 
Medical College Hospital, all native medical officers and pupils on duty are directed to take 
notice that no patient (whether European, East Indian, or Native,) who seeks admission to the 
hospital is on any account to be sent away without the approval of the Resident House Surgeon 
or Physician. Every one who comes must if possible be admitted, and when this is found 
impossible (as it may be in a comparatively small number of cases), the patient must be 
])rc8cribed for, treated, fed, and kept under observation in the basement floor of the hospital 
till evening, when stejis must he taken for his careful removal to one of* the other hospitals.

The calls of this description on the funds of the Society would not be so heavy if 
Government would work the Vagrant Act a little more, regarding which 1 hope to address the 
Government before long. . * 


Buies for admission into the House of Industry. 

Destitute persons arc to be admitted into the House of Industry in any OLe of the follow- 
ing modes, and in no other, viz 

I. By an order in writing of the President or Honorary Secretary of the Central 
Committe.^, or the Secretary of any District Committee, or of any subscriber to the District 
Charitable Society of not less than Rs. 36 annually, and by the master of the House of 
Industry, without any such order, in case of any sudden or urgent necessity. 

II. No person shall be admitted under any written order as above mentioned if the 
same bear date more than six days before the applicant presents it and claims to be admitted. 
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III. If an applicant be admitted by the master of the House of Indnstry in a case of 
sadden and urgent necessity, the admission of such person shall be immediately reported to 
the Honorary Secretary, in order that the usual inquiry may be made into the case. 

IV. If the medical officer of the institution upon examination ’pronounces the person 
admitted to be laboring under any disease of body or mind, the said person shall be sent to one 
of the public hospitals or to the police authorities, according to tlic circMimstances of the case. 

V. If the medical officer pronounces tl: ! applicant to be free from ilisease, he shall be 
placed in that part of the iustitution assigned to the class to which he may belong, and shall 
thereafter be treated according to the regulations heridnaftcr contained. 

VI. Before any one is finally located in the House, he shall be thoroughly cleansed.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 629, dated 
the 3rd instant, with enclosures, reporting on the case of Charles Phelps, noticed 
in the Englishman newspaper of the 21st May last. 

2. In reply I am to state that the Lieutemant-Governor is relieved by 
your assurance that Phelps was a man who by choice rather than from 
necessity l,od the life he did. At the same time the case of this European is a 
very sad one. 

3. The late case of Robert Campbell shows that a respectal)le man, a 
stranger to the country, when struck down by the sun, may be mistaken for an 
insensible drunken loafer. And even among loafers there are doubtless, as 
you say in your 7th paragraph, men who are suffering from real misfortune, 
as well as the large class vvlio are vagrants by habit and character. 

4. The position of Europeans left destitute or without employment in 
this country is a very difficult one. Still in Calcutta there are the Jails for 
tho criminal class, the Hospitals for the sick, the Uousc of Industry for the 
unemployed, and the Vagrant Act for habitual vagrants; and if all these are 
carefully and judiciously worked, and a man is not unduly driven about from 
one department or institution to another, or sent to the wrong place and loft 
uncared for altogijther, the difficulty may, the Lieutenant-Governor hopes, be 
got over, lie thinks that the police should have instructions to bring up 
every European who passes the night out of doors without a home or place of 
sojourn, or who wand(TS about the streets Ix'gging, Tho Lieutenant-Governor 
trusts that you will go into the matter veiy carefully, and work judiciously 
the means at your disposal.

I BAVE the honor to ackowlcdge the receipt of your docket No. 2873 of 
the 10th instant, giving cover to a presentment made by a Ooronor's Jury on 
the 29th ultimo, at an inquiry into the cause of the death of one Bobert 
Campbell, and to report for the information of the Hou’ble the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal that if the recommendation of the Jury, that in all cases 
of insensibility from apparent drunkenness taken up by the police, the person 
should be conveyed to hospital.instcad of the lock-up, were adopted, it would 
be necessary to have two sets of police to look after prisoners,— <me at the 
College Hospital for Europeans, and another at the Chandney Hospital for 
Natives, as all persons so arrested should be placed before the Magistrates after 
discharge from hospital. 

2. As the Police Surgeon, Dr. Woodford, visits the lock-up daily, and 
there is besides a native doctor always in attendance, 1 do not consider it 
necessary that every case should be taken to hospital direct. They should, as 
heretofore, be taken to the lock-up, and only removed to hospital when the 
emergency arises.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 671, 
dated the 22nd ultimo, reporting on the presentment made by a Coroner’s Jury 
in an inquiry into the cause of the death of one Bobert Campbell, to the effect 
that in all cases of insensibility from apparent drunkenness taken up by the 
police, the person so apprehended should he carried to the hospital instead of 
to the lock-up. 

2. In reply I am to say. that the Lieutenant-Governor thinks that when 
Europeans are picked up in the street insensible, they sliould certainly in 
first instance be taken to the hospital for treatment. 

3. In the present case a man apparently perfectly decent and respectable, 
the 2nd engineer of a large sea-going steamer, unaccustomed to the climate of 
India, is struck down by heat apoplexy, is carried to the lock-up on the supposi- 
tion that he is insensibly drunk, and dies without receiving any proper medical 
attendance till it was too late to save his life. The native doctor of the lock-up 
does not appear to have gone near him from 6 p.m. to 8-30 p.m., nor to have 
realized in any way the seriousness of the case. Such an occurrence should not 
he possible in Calcutta. 

4. I am accordingly to request that you will issue instructions to the 
police that in every such case in future, where a European is picked up in a 
state of insensibility, if the visit of the Police Surgeon to the lock-up is not 
imminent, the insensible man shall be taken at once to the hospital. If ho 
is insensible and suspected of nothing more than drunkenness, it will be 
unnecessary to station a guard at the hospital. A policeman can go to the 
hospital later and ascertain the result, bringing the patient away to the lock-up 
if necessary after his recovery.

I HAVE the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 3309 of 
the 30th May, relative to the case of the European named Charles Phelps 
which appeared in the Englishmm of the Zlst idem, directing mo to make 
certain inquiries of the chief medical officers of the hospitals and Secretary to 
the District Charitable Society. 

2. In reply I beg to submit copies of letters from those officials, from 
which it seems that Charles Phelps could, if he had tried, have procured 
immediate admission to the General and Medical College Hospitals, or to the 
House of Industry. 

3. It is therefore clear that the statement which Phelps is said to have 
made as to his inability to procure admission to an hospital is untrue. 

4. His statement that he had been lying on the maidaun for days 
unheeded is also untrue. He said nothing of the kind to the inspijctor of police 
who sent him to hospital, and as many Europeans and Natives must have 
passed in the morning and forenoon close to the place where he was found, 
. I believe he could have been in the maidaun only a few hours before infor- 
mation was sent to the police. 

5. When I heard of Phelps’ death I made strict inquiries regarding him. 
He W’^as a tramp of the lowest description, who w'ould have nothing to do with 
the House of Industry or any place where he would be compelled to work. I 
am told that he lived on the charity of the shop-keepers in the Kidderpore 
Bazar. He was twice arrested and sentenced to rigorous imprisonment. He 
was also twdee brought up before the Magistrate as a vagrant, but on both 
occasions I hear he escaped being sent to the Government Work-house by 
bringing up persons who said they supported him. Ho died of dysentery on 
the 21st April. 

6. I may add that having now more leisure, I am endeavoring to work 
effectually the Vagrancy Act and clear out of Calcutta as many “ loafers” as 
possible, for they are an intolerable nuisance. 

7. Among the vagrants who have been brought up, I have found several 
very sad cases, — men who have fallen from a respectable position of life OAving to 
no fault of their own, but the majority consists of unmitigated scoundrels who 
prefer begging to work, and who employ every description of dodge to avoid 
being sent to the Government Work-house. I have, however, no doubt that 
with the co-operation of the Calcutta Magistrates, Avhich has been most heartily 
given me, we shall succeed in mitigating considerably, if not in putting an 
end to, the ” loafer” nuisance in Calcutta.

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Though ve are not as yet, I regret to think, permitted to receive nnd treat natives, 
although the Hospital is situated in' the heart of a large native population, 1 have thought 
it right to direct on' my own responsibility the temporary reception of natives suffering from 
serious illness until they can be safely conveyed to the College or Ghanduey Hospital.

With reference to your letter No. 606 of yesterday’s date, I have the honor to reply, for 
the information of His Honor the Lieutenant>Governor, that a siek man has no difficulty in 
obtaining admission into this hospital. 

2. We however can only accommodate a certain number of patients, and when the 
ward;; are so full that two or three extra beds have been placed in each, it beoomes impossible 
with safety permanently to receive any new cases. 

8. tinder these circumstances the. standing order (which is continually being impressed 
on all officers on duty) is as follows ; — If there is a want of bods in the regular wards of the 
hospital, any person applying for relief must ho curel'iilly accommodated on the ground floor 
of the building. He must further be nursed, fed, and prescribed for, until better arrangements 
can be made for him. 

4. Europeans thus received arc, as a rule, (if there is no likelihood of beds being avail- 
able np-stairs,l sent after>tho heat of tho day in a palki to the General Hospital at our own 
(i.c., the college,) expense. 

5. The physicians and surgeons of the hospit.al are very desirous that every case brought 
here should be received and treated with the utmost care and humanity, and the orders under 
this head are constantly being forced on the attention of the sub^assistant surgeons and 
students on dnty. 

6. T beg to enclose for His Honor’s information a notice on this subject which was 
placed conspicuously in different parts of the college and hospital only a few days ago. 

7. The poor man named " Phelps,” referred to in your letter, was under my immediate 
observation and care. He was admitted in a hall-starved, dying state, and was kept alive for 
three or tour days by continuous and most earefnl nursing. Students and nurses were told 
off to atteud on him night and day, but be never rallied. 


Notice. 

As the Principal of the College has reason to believe that considerable public dissatisfac- 
tion has in certain cases lately arisen from the non-admission of persons seeking relief at the 
Medical College Hospital, all native medical officers and pupils on duty arc directed to take 
notice that no patient (whether European, East Indian, or Native,) who seeks admibion to the 
hospital is on an// account lo be sent away without the approval of the Resident House Surgeon 
or Physician. Every one who comes must if possible he admitted, and when this is found 
impossible (as it may he in a comparatively small number of cases), the patient must be 
prescribed for, treated, fed, and kept under ob-servation in the basement floor of the hospital 
till evening, when steps must be taken for liis careful removal to one of the other hospitals.

With reference to your letter No. G(I8 of the 81st ultimo, inquiring whether the House 
of Industry is freely open to European p-iujicrs who choose to apjdy for admission into it, I 
have the honor to forward a copy of rules 1 to G (>f the institution for your information. 

Practically no one is refused admission or rc-adniission unless he has lately misconducted 
himself very badly, and in such cases he is generally rc-adiuittud alter a day or two, and then 
not allowed leave for a long time. 

The calls of this description on the funds of the Society would not bo so heavy if 
Government would work the Vagrant Act a little more, regarding which 1 hope to address the 
Government before long. 

Rules for admission into the Uonse of Industry. 

Destitute persons are to be admitted into the House of Industry in any one of the follow- 
ing modes, and in no other, viz : — 

I. By an order in writing of the Piesidcnt or Honorary Sccrelary of the Central 
Committee, or the Secretary of any District Committee, or of any subscriber to the District 
Charitable Society of not less than Rs. 25 annually, and by the master of the House of 
Industry, without any such order, in case of any sudden or urgent necessity. 

II. No person shall be admitted under any written order as above mentioned if the 
same bear date more than six days before the applicant presents it and claims to be admitted. 
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III. If an'applioa&t be admitted by the master of the House of Industry in a case of 
sudden and urgent necessity, the admission of such person shall he immediately reported to 
the Honorary Secretary, in order that the usual inquiry may be made into the case. 

IV. If the medical officer of the institution upon examination pronounces the person 
admitted to be laboring under any disease of body or mind, the said person shall be sent to one 
of the public hospitals or to the police authorities, according to the circumstances of the case. 

V. If the medical .officer pronounces the applicant to be free from disease, he shall be 
placed in that part of the institution assigned to the class to which he may belong, and shall 
thereafter be treated according to the rcgnlations hereinafter contained. 

VI. Before any one is finally located in the House, he shall be thoroughly cleansed.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 629, dated 
the 3rd instant, with enclosures, reporting on the case of Charles Phelps, noticed 
in the Englishman newspaper of the 21st May last. 

2. In reply I am to state that the laeutenant-Governor is relieved by 
your assurance that Phelps was a man who by choice rather than from 
necessity led the life he did. At the same time the case of this European is a 
very sad one. 

3. The late case of Hohert Campbell shows that a respectable man, a 
stranger to the country, when struck down by the sun, may be mistaken for on 
insensible drunken loafer. And even among loafers there are doubtless, las 
you say in your 7th paragraph, men who are suffering from real misfortune, 
as well as the largo class who are vagrants by habit and character. 

4. The position of Europeatjs left destitute or without employment in 
this country is a very difficult one. Still in Calcutta there are the Jails for 
the criminal class, the Hospitals for the sick, the House of Industry for the 
unemployed, and the Vagrant Act for habitual vagrants ; and if all these are 
carefully and judiciously worked, and a man is not unduly driven about from 
one department or institution to another, or sent to the wrong place and left 
uncared for altogether, the difficulty may, the Lieutenant-Governor hopes, be 
got over. Ho thinks that tlie police should have instructions to bring up 
every Euroi)can who passes the night out of doors without a home or place of 
sojourn, or who wanders about the streets bogging. The Lieutenant-Governor 
trusts that you will go into the matter very canrfully, and work judiciously 
the means at your disposal.

RESOLUTION. 

The 2nd July 1872. — With reference to the 
notification regarding the examination for civil 
appointments to be held in February next, aud 
to the promise therein contained that clasaea for 
teaching the prescribed subjects will be immedi- 
ately opened in the Hooghly College, the 
Lieutenant-Governor, after conaioering the report 
of a committee on the subject, is pleased to 
sanction the following arrangements, and to 
direct that the classes shall be opened on Ist 
August next, or sooner if possible. 

2. Eventually it is proposed to establish a two 
yeara' course for the purpose of teaching the pre- 
seribed aubjects, but in the meantime a short 
course will be at once undertaken, in order to 
secure an early supply of candidates fitted for the 
public service, by adding to a good general ednoa-^ 
tion already received by capable and vigorous’ 
young men so much of the special subjects now 
required as may be attainable by earnest students 
in the time intervening before the examination. 

8. U nder instructions cornmnnioated to him, the 
Director of PnbKo Instruction will at once obtain 
for the Hooghly College the best man be oan find 
to teach drawing, Burveyinsr, and engineering. 
Probably an assistant on Rs. 50 or 1^. 76 per 
mensem would suffice, instead of an independent 
teacher, to enable him to earry on the ordinary 
school classes on these subjects as well as the 
college classes. 

4. The Lientenant-Govemor is pleased to 
sanction the entertainment of a qualified man from 
the Medical College on a salary of Rs. 200 per 
mensem to teach the elemeute of Botany and 
Chemistry ; and of-n competent Batchelor of Law 
on Rs. 100 per mensem to teach the Giiminal, 
Revenue, and General Law, required for the 
examination.

of 1871 (Sanitation of Pooree, &e.,) have been 
approved by His Honor the Lieuteiiant-Gover- 
nor : — 

Part I. 

On Ihe appmutmeiU and coustitulion of a 
committee to aid in cirrying out Act 

jr {B.C.) of 1871. 

1 . For the purposes of this Act the “ town 
of Pooree” shall be considered all the land within 
a circle with a radius of five miles from the great 
temple. 

2. A committee, consisting of three olficial 
and three uon«official members, shall be appointed 
to assist the Magistrate and Health Ofiicer in 
carrying out the provisions of the Act. 

3. On the Ist of December in each year the 
Magistrate shall nominate the members to serve 
on the committee during the ensuing calendar 
year, and shall report the nomination for tlie 
sanction of the local (loverument. 

4. In the event of the death, removal, or 
resignation of any member of the committee 
during bis year of ofiTice, an official member shull 
be succeeded by the successor to his appointment 
or any other olficial ; «nd in the case of a non- 
official member, his successor shall be appointed 
by the remainder of the committee. 

Part II. 

Buies for the conduct of business. 

d. That a meeting of the local committee 
apfiointed hy the local Government to assist the 
Magistrate and the Health Oilicer to carry out 
the provisions of the Act, shall be held for the 
transaction of business and inspection of accounts 
at the office of the Magistrate on the fifteenth of 
every mouth, not being a Sunday or holiday, in 
which case the meeting shall he held on the next 
open office day, provided that it shall be lawful 
fur the Magistrate to call a meeting at any other 
lime during the mouth, recording his reasons for 
doing BO. 

6. That notice of every meeting shall be given 
to each member at least four clear days before 
the day appointed for the meeting. 

7. No question shall be finally decided on 
the first occasion it is brought before the com- 
mittee, unless the nature of the question has 
been fully described in the notice prescribed by 
the last bye-law. 

8. That the subject or subjects brought before 
the committee shall be decided by a majority of 
votes. In the event of divisions, the Magistrate 
or, in his absence, the Health Officer shall have 
a casting vote. 

9. The Health Officer shall be ex-officio 
Secretary to the committee, and the Magistrate 
President; the proceedings of every meeting 
shall be recorded by the Secretary in a book kept 
fur the purpose. 

Part III. 

On the receijpl and disbursement of monies under 
the Act. 

10. On the 15th of March in each year a 
budget of prqbhble receipts and of proposed 
expenditure during the ensuing year shall be sub- 
mitted for the sanction of the Government. 

11. It shall be competent for the committee, 
subject to the brders of Government, to transfer 
suqas from one iti m of the budget to another, 


provided that the total expenditure be not 
exceeded, and provided that an annual review of 
the same be submitted to the Commissioner. 

12. In forming every annual estimate an 
amount not exceeding 2.5 per cent, shall be re- 
served for emergent contingencies, such as a 
sudden outbreak of cholera and sickness, and 
necessity for employment of extra and special 
establishment. 

13. At the close of every year the Magistrate 
shall submit a report on the working of the Act 
during the year, showing the works of improve- 
meut and conservancy carried out, and a detailed 
account of the receipts and expenditures during 
the year, and the balance in hand at its close. 
This report shall be forwarded through the Com- 
missioner to Government. 

Part IV. 

H. If any person shall carry night-soil or 
other offensive matter through the town otherwise 
than in a closely covered receptacle, he shall be 
liable to a fine nut exceeding Its. 5. 

15. The committee shall open a register of 
the sweepers engaging for the various quarters of 
the town, specifying the name or names of the 
sweepers engaging for each of the limits of the 
quarter, for whose cleanliness they are responsible; 
the spots fixed under section 24 of the Act, iu 
which they arc hound to deposit dirt ; and any 
other detail may seem necessary. Any sweeper 
neglecting to remove night-soil from any part of 
the quarter for which he is responsible once iu 
twenty-four hours shall be liable for each omis- 
sion to a fine not exceeding Re. 1. 

16. The Magistrate may issue notice to any 
occupier of house or land within the town order- 
ing him to remove any tati privy or urinal that 
he may have kept within ten feet of any public 
road or street, such notice shall give a specific 
terra for removal of the privy, &c., or for appli- 
cation to have the notice withdrawn, and except 
the notice be withdrawn by the Magistrate on 
due cause shown, the keeper of the privy, &c., 
shall be liable to a daily fine not exceeding Bs. 3 
from the date of expiry of the notice, or of final 
order until the privy, &c., be removed. 

17. If any person shall bury or allow to be 
buried within limits, &c., leave night-soil or other 
offensive matter within the premises occupied by 
him, he shall be liable to a fine which may extend 
to Ks. 20. Provided that this penalty shall not 
extend to manure heaps until notice to remove 
them have been issued by the Health Officer. 
The Magistrate may issue notice ordering any 
person to remove auy ofi'eusive matter that may 
be buried on the premises occupied by him within 
limits, &c., within a specific term. Any person 
neglecting to comply with such notice shall be 
liable to a daily line not exceeding Rs. 2 from tho 
date of the expiry of notice. 

18. If any person shall dispose or cause to bo 
disposed of within the limit >> of Fooreo any 
corpse or part of a corpse otherwise than by burn- 
ing or burying it at or in some burning or burial 
ground specially set apart for that purpose, fixed 
by the Magistrate, with the assent of the Health 
Officer for that purpose, he shall be liable to a 
fine not exceeding Rs. 10. 

19. Whoever shall keep carts and bullocks or

9. It will bo observed tliat in most cases 
authority to bear complaints and exercise certain 
powers may be delegated by the Magistrate of 
the district to bis subordinates ; but there arc 
some powers which can only be given by tlie 
Government : and when it is desired to give these 
powers to any officer, special application must 
be made, 'ftiat will principally bo necessary in 
the case of Magistrates not in charge of sub- 
divisions, the latter having by tlie law very large 
])uwer8, subject to reservation by the Magistrate 
of the district. 

10. A new provision of very great im- 
portance is that for giving power of summary 
trial (sections 22:2-230), This power must 
only be entrusted to iirst class Magistrates of 
approved efficiency and discretion. At the same 
lime it will be a very great advantage that 
competent officers should exercise the power.

There are some special jirovisions regarding 
evidence, sections to 3Ji(); but the new 
section, which will give very great relief to all 
the Magistrates of the fii’at and sceoiiJ class, is 
section Under this provision these Magis- 

trates will be relieved Irom taking fall evidence, 
reading it over to the witnesses, &e., &c., in all 
cases of petty theft, house trespass, rioting, 
mischief, &c., — ill fact iu all the common classes 
of cases, and will only be required to kc *p in all 
these, as well as iu all suiumous cases, a mere 
memorandinu or note of the substance of the 
evidence as it proceeds — a jiroccss winch ought 
not to be very long or tedious. 

13. It is also to be observed that under the 
provisions of sections 3i)l and 3G2, the Magis- 
trate has now a discretion in regard to the sum- 
moning of unnecessary witnesses, and will thus 
be able to keep cases within reasonable bounds. 

14. The full and formal record of evidence 
will 1)0 confined then to exceptionally heinous and 
important cases. That being so, the Lieutenant- 
Governor thinks that the work will be quite 
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manageable, and he does not propose to alter the 
present rule requiring Magistrates to take down 
vith their own bands any evidence that must be 
recorded. 

15. It is, however, different in regard to 
Sessions Judges. Except in ko far as tlie enlarged 
powers of the Magistrates may relieve them of 
some cases, their procedure is not abbn^viated 
The Lieutenant-novernor has doubts whether 
all men are capable of taking down the evidence 
and conducting the cases efficiently at tlie same 
time, when a lung trial and succession of trials 
is carried on from day to day and fi'om week to 
week in the Sessions Court.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 41A, dated 
the 26th January, furnishing an account of all estate s at present under the 
Court of Wards and their management, togcthiir with particulars as to the 
salary, &c., of managers, and amount of work entailed on district officers in 
connection Avith the management. 

2. In reply I am to convey to the Member in charge the thanks of the 
Lieutenant-Governor for tlic report which he has submitted, and specially I am 
to request that Ilis Ilonor’s acknowledgments may be communicated to Colonel 
Dalton for his excellent history of the management of the wards’ estates in 
his division. Mr. Campbell entirely approves of the principles of management 
whii li are set fi.rlh, and trusts that the officers subordinate to Colonel Dalton 
will carry them out to the fullest jiossihlc extent.

I HAVE the honor to siibiuit a report on the estates under the f'onrt of Wards in each 
district of this division, as directed in your letUr No. 177A of the 2t'tli June last. 

2. JIa:arcvli(nq/li Itislriri. — Tlircc estates arc uiulcr the t ourt of Wards in this district,— 
the Jlanighur, Ihiunwar, aiul Gawati. 

8 luniuihur. — When the late Arahar.niah Ram N.ath Sing died without issue, there was 
cousiderahle doubt regarding a successor, the nc.\t of kin in the male line htiiiL: very rwnotc, 
and preei-’dcnts appeared to show that the sueeesvion ot the M.iliaranee would be contrary to 
custom. But soon after the a\ra]iariijali’s demise that lady was declared to he pregnant, the 
estate was attadied, and suhsctp.iently, on the birtli of a son liaving heeii aimouueed, it was 
taken mider the Coiirl of Wbirtls, hut the hoy died. The cst.Tte was then elaimed by the widow 
and by Baboo Bnthmo Ntiraiii SSinoli, a distant eousin, and under instructions wc retained 
charge kill the courts of law e.irae to a decisitm ns to whom it was to be made over. 

4. The district court gave a decree in i'avor of the Baboo ; the Raucc appealed to the 
High Court, and the case has hern before that court fof the last two years. 

5. The estate was conferred on an ancestor of llio late Maliarajah by the British 
Goverumont in 1770. The old suumtds conferred it as a service jagliir. In an old decision of 
the Mtdder Court it is referred to as a principality, the chief of wiiieh could be called on to 
take the field at tltc head of his feudatorie.s and vassals, aAl these feudatories are still iu 
existence in numerous ghatwali and servitv fiefs. Tiie estate w'as iueludcd in the decennial 
settlement, and therefore comes within the purview' of llegulatiou 1 of 175)8^ Under that 
settlement the Rajah agreed to pay as revenue lis. 2S,1(H); he was further boutid to keep up 
roads and embankments, and to be responsible for the security of life and property in his 
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zemindary. In 1792 a remission was made on account of excise and land taken into canton- 
ment, which left the Government revenue at sicca Us. 26,667. 

6. The estate was under the Court of Wards for a short time in A.D. 1796, and the 
collections were then, on account of the ward, Bs. 1,33,485. 

7. When we took charge of it in 1867, Baboo Kalidas Palit, Extra Assistant Commis- 
sioner, was first placed in charge as manager under the Court of Wards, but his services bein^ 
required for other duty. Lieutenant Colonel Edward Money was appointed manager towards 
the close of last year, on a salary of Us. 700 ])cr mensem with establishment. 

K. The rental of the estate is now Bs. ],87«86l per annum, the Government revenue 
only Bs. 23,134. The area of this estate, including the sub-tenures, is not less than 4,000 
square miles. The whole surface is undulating, comprising the plateau on which is the station 
of Hasareebaugh, averaging about 2,000 feet almvo the sea, and other hills and ranges, includ- 
ing the Lugu mountain, which is said to attain an elevation of 8,470 feet. As the estate has 
only been surveyed topographically, I have no means of stating what proportion of it is under 
cultivation, but probably nut more than 1,200 square miles, for the entire district of Hazaree- 
baugh is estimated to contain but 2, OHO square miles of cultivatiiui, to a total area of 7,020 
square miles. Of the entire waste of the district not more than 365 square miles are reported 
unculturable, of which probably 200 arc in the Bamghur estate. The estate is rich in coal, 
iron, and lime, and traces of other minerals have been found. 

9. The late Maharajah Kamnath Sing took a personal interest in the management of 
his property, and under him the mofn.ssii agency consisted of nineteen officers, over as many 
perguuiiahs, called peegunaits. The Khulsa estate was let in farms of five to six years. The 
pergnnaits were continued under the (’ourt of Wards, hut thirteen tehsildars were appointed 
over thirteen tehsil divisions of the property. The system of leasing or farming villages 
in maintained as before, only no lease is now given for more than five years. 

10. The old practice was to lease to the highest bidders ; now, as leases fall in, an 
estimate of the assets is nisido and the lease is offered to some resident. It would appear 
that in the Bamghur estate there are no recognised village headmen, except perhaps in 
Sonthal villages ; no doubt they formerly existed, but under a farming system, which has 
continued for generations, they have disappeared, and the population of most of the villages- 
is found very mixed. In former times there was a considerable population of Sonthals, and 
it is said that there wore six Sonthal pergnnaits ; there is only one now, and I do not think he 
would have remained if the estate had not come under the Court of Wards. The manager 
was specially directed to see to the interests of the remnant of the Sonfhals, and to protect 
what was left of the last perguuait’s tenure, and an arrangement was proposed and approved, 
by which I hope this has been cfft ctually secured. 

11. When we assumed charge of the estate, it was found that o measures had been 
takeo to protect the forests, and an attcinjjt was made to arrest their destruction, but it was 
almost too late. A small forest eonservaiicy establisbnmnl has now entertained, and 
whilst the practice of cutting down sdl saplings is prohibited, no largj. „iiubcr can be removed 
without permission and payment of a royalty. 

12. The Deputy CommiasiDUcr finds that the small sub-proprietors, jaghirdars, and 
mokararidars, claim right over extensive jungle tracts, and this greatly adds tu the difficulty 
of systematising protective and reproductive forest arrangements. 

13. On the pica that the Court of Wards had no prosimct of long holding the estate 
very little has been done towards the collection of statistical informaliun ; this is to be deplored, 
and should at once be rectified, as we may never have such another cbaiice. The condition of 
the majority of the ryots is represented as poor, and indebtedness to moliajuns for advances 
the rule. The Deputy Commissioner’s attention will be drawn to this; there can be no 
improvement in the condition of the people so long as they continue in lliis 'lliraldom. The 
first remedial step is the multiplication of country markets; the Parnghur estate in not so 
well provided in this respect as the zemindarce ef t'liota Nagpore. 

14. Dhunwar . — Tlie zemindars of Dhnnwar are tlie rcprescrtativc-R of the old Rajahs 
of Khurnkdiha. They had been ousted from their ])o.sses.sions by Mahomndan governors, 
but the glmtwals or tekaits of Khurnkdiha, who were their vassals or feudatories, were left 
in possession of their estates. The British tiovernmont wislmil to re.store the old family to 
its former position, hut as the tekait ghatwals eouM not be jmevailed on to submit to their 
hereditary chief, and as they were (ie(!rned tronblesoine people to with, separaic settle- 
ments were made with them, and to the Itajali was given all the Khulsa villages and a rent- 
free tenure. The estate is consequently scattered throughout Khurnkdiha; the family are 
of the Balimou caste, to which the Maharajahs of hliettia and Beiiajos, &e., belong. 

15 The Surveyor, Major G. 11.. Thompson, in his jirintcd report, makes out that the 
whole estate consists of only 172 square miles; but as he adds that the reut-free grant 
comprises 189 villages and the Khalsa lauds 152, T think there must some error 
in this estimate. But it is worthy of notice that these old chiefs, in reserving hinds as 
Khalsa, showed but little foresight. Whilst retaining for themselves portions of the estate 
which were in highest cultivation, without room for extension, they .allowed the sub. 
proprietors to appropriate (or at least took no measures to prevent their .ajipropriating) the 
wastes; and thus, whilst the Khalsa lands came to be circumscribed, the holders of the 
•ubordiuate tenures have secured vast areas to extend on.

16. The present Rajah of Dhunvar has been in a state of imbecility* for a number of 

years, but under an impression that two old ladies, his mother 
and step>motber, were intelligent and quite capable of managing 
the property, it was left to them. Symptoms of gross mis- 
management on their part were brought to notice, and then measures were taken for legally 
establishing the incapacity of the Rajah ; and this haying been accomplished in December 
1864, the estate was taken under the Court of Wards. 

17. The system pursued was to lease out villages to farmers, who, were seldom changed, 
and no attempt was ever made to ascertain what amount they realized from the ryots. They 
paid fines for renewal of lease, and made offers which were accepted without inquiry, but 
sometimes the fact that the lease had expired was passed unnoticed, and they held on unques- 

» u tinned. When this state of affairs was understood, orders were 

r 0 . 0 7th ay j 60. hy mg tj^^t no leases were to be renewed until a settlement 

with the ryots of every yillage included in them had been made, and the rent to be paid by 
every ryot determined ; but to the carrying out of these orders there was, in the first instance, 
the strongest opposition both on the part of the farmer and the ryots. The farmer protested 
against dealings with ryots as an infringement of his prescriptive rights, and the ryots, many 
of them being substantial holders,' would not point out their lands. The manager first 
appointed was, I believe, unable to contend against such opposition, but the present manager. 
Baboo Raj Gopal Roy, has set vigorously to work with fair success. 

18. As leases fall in, or arc found to have lapsed, the villages are taken by the manager 
into his own hands, and he deals direct with the ryots whilst these lands are being measured 
and rents determined. All cesses are merged into rent, and pottahs are given to the ryot showing 
him the precise sum he has to pay, and he is given to understand that nothing beyond what 
was entered in the pottah could be demanded from him. The farmer then may have settlement 
again if he agrees to pay the demand less 10 ))cr cent allowed to him as commission. 
About 142 villages have been treated in this manner, and the result is shown below—

The gross rental of the estate w|...u taken charge of by the Court of Wards was Rs. 29,378; 
it is now Rs. 37, .350. 

19. A large number of leases fall in fc^year; re-settlemcnt is sure to give another 
large increase to the rental, as it will bring i6 'account all that is collected, one-half of which 
at present goes into the pockets of the farmers. 

20. 1 am informed by ('oloncl Boddam that the opposition to the settlement with ryots 
has now subsided, and that villagers are now coming forward and praying that villages may be 
taken under khas management. It docs not appear that the farmers are hereditary heads of 
villages ; the farms consist of two or three or more villages, and though many of the farmers 
arc residents, 1 find that the servants and friends of the late dewau of the Ranees, mooktears 
and pleaders of the district, were last year amongst the lease-holders, so that a good deal of 
weeding may be found desirable. 

21. There arc no forests in this property, but there arc small "p" reserves of jungle, 
which are now carefully watched, and no trees can be cut without ]>crmissiou. 

22. As each village comes under settlement, a register of all statistics likely to be useful 
is made. 

23. Oawan, — Tlic Gawan estate has but recently come under the Court of Wards ; it 
is one of the old ghatwali tenures referred to in paragraph 14. The ward has been sent to 
Benares, and a manager, Mr. Tosco I’cppe, appointed, but as yet we have not much information 
about the estate. In regard to previous management, it is just in the same position as Dhun- 
war, and I have directed that it shall be similarly ti’eatcd. As the estate is compact and not 
very large, Mr. Pepp6, who resides on it, will be well able to deal directly with the ryots, "and 
that course, whenever practicable, will probably be followed. 

24. Lohardugga District, Chota Nagpore MsMe. — The Chota, properly Chutia,N.agpore 
estate has an area of not less than 8,OOU square miles and a population of nearly a million of 
souls, of whom two-thirds arc Oraon Munda (Kols) or other aboriginal trii.cs. It was known 
to the Mahomedau Emperors as Kokra, and in the days of .Tehangir it is said that it paid 
tribute in diamonds, but no permanent hold of the country was maintained. It became 
British territory, as part of Behar, in 1730, but regarded as '“dismembered," did not cuter 
into the earliest revenue returns. It is on record that the Maharajah of Chulia Nagi’ore 
submitted to Captain ('arnac, then with a force in Palamnw, in A D. 1772, and gave a nuzzer 
of Rs. 3,000; and the oldest pottah I have seen is dated 1 179 Fuslee, when a scttloraeut was 
made with the Rajah for three years at an annual demand thus specified —

At the time of the decennial settlement the revenue was fixed at Rs 14,100-16-3. 

2.'). The estate ‘contains 7,000 villages, and the income ot the chief wa*? estimated by 
Colonel Ousley in 1836 at three lakhs of rupees, but this innst have included the rental 
of the large estates in the possession of the cadets and collateral branches of the family. 
The late Rajah, Juggeruath Sahi Deo, who died on the llth July ISC.t), had enjoyed a long 
reign, but he was from the commencement of his career noted as quite unfit to manage the 
ailairs of such an estate. For many years his brother Kunvvar Harnaih hhahi was his 
manager, but on the death of that gentleman he quarrelled with the family and could never 
brook any other person in the same position. 

26. Up to 18(1(1 the late Rajah had no legitim-atc male issue, and his nephew, Lai 
Opender Nath Sahi, was regarded as the heir presumptive to the estate, but between the 
uncle and nephew no love was lost. 

27. On the 2(lth March 18(16 urzecs were received from the Rajah by the different 
authorities, reporting the birth of a “ dubraj^^ to his third Ranee, and on tiic 25th April 1866 
it was anuounecd tliat the fourth Ranee liad been delivered of a second son to the Rajah, 
styled the Knnwur. Some time after the birth of tliese children, Lai Opender Nath Sahi 
instituted a suit, which was eventually tried in the (Jya court, under Act XXXV of 1868, 
to have his uncle declared a lunatic, hut it was thrown out on the Hist July 18(18. 

28. “When the Rajah was dying, he intimated his wish that Ids property should be taken 
charge of in behalf of his declared heir, and also in behalf of the Kiinwar, and this was done. 
It was announced that the estate hud been taken over by the Court of Wards from the 1 3th 

Julv 18G9. 

% 

29. The affairs of the estate were found m inextricable concision : the usual zemindary 
books were not fortheoniing ; nothing to show what should bo collected or what was in arrears. 
Mr. A. Hume Smith, who had been managiT of the Ilitam)K)re estate, and had the credit of 
having in a short time hrouglit the ad’airs of that estate, which wore in great disorder, itito a 
most satisfactory condition, was appointed manager of the Chota Nagpore zemindarce on a 
salary of Rs. 790 a mouth, with house or house rent and travelling ullowanee when moving 
about, and took charge on the 2()th Oi^tober IHGl); hut on the llth November 18(>9 Lai 
Opender Nath Sahi, the eldt’st neplu‘vv of the late Maharajah, instituted a suit in the court of 
the Judicial Commissioner, claiming the raj, on the ground that both the children put forward 
as sons of the Maharajah were stipposilitious. 

30. The Olliciatirig Judicial Commis.sioner, Colonel Rowlatt, on the 23rd of Septerpb«T 

187(h gave a decree in favor of the Lai and allow^cd execution to be iminciliatcly take»n out. 
The dccrce^holder on this took possession of the family idols, reffalia, and other niovahies, and 
though no one came forward to relieve the Court of Wards of their charge of the estate, the 
Otliciating Judicial (\jmmissioner issued an injunction prohibiting |»ayment to, or collection by, 
the Court of Wards ; and until an order from the llij^h (yourt could be obtained to reverse this 
summary proeeoding nothing could l)e done. Ou the Idlh instant, Colonel Itowlatt’s decree 
in favor of the Lai was reversed by a Full rJoneli of the High Court, and the ('ourt of Wards 
are now free to aet j l)ut during llie interval of uncertainty aiising from tlin litigation, our 
hands were tied. So far a.s 1 have heard at pre.scnt, tlie decree in favor of the minors is likely 
to be received wdth favor hv the majority of tlic people,— a matter of no small importance in 
this part uf India, — and it is to lie hoped that tluMiicidcnt wdll prove the salvation of the 
estate. The old Ilajali, ignorant, indolent, very nearly, if not quite, imbcoile, and cordially 
hating his heir [U’c!sii!ni)tive, had for a inirnber of y(uirs ;)C(!u gradually reducing his perma- 
nent income by inok irari grants to many worthless fol lowers, and, so far as has been yet made 
out, the gross income wiiich the manager has to collect is tmly Rs 99,ui0. The Governraeut 
rcve.nne amounts to Rs. 1 1, iueo?uo tax and district dak tolls ‘l.,S)S5, leaving a net 

income of Rs. 71,19 L wdth a debt against the c-statc set down at three and a half lakhs of 
rupees. 

31. This debt no doubt is chiefly composed of vast acciim illations of interest on pro- 
portionately small sums originally advanced, or goods suppliodofveryirieommeP8ur.ate value ; 
and it is probable that, if we copid obtain the means of satisfying the creditors at once, it 
would be susceptible of considerable reduction. Jf, for instance, we could obtain a loan from 
Government of two laklis of rupec^s, it would probably sullice to ])ay off the debts, and it 
could be re[)ai(i with interest in about six years, perhaps less; for I have /reat hopes that 
when the manager has time to look thoroughly into the affairs of the estate, tlie assets will 
be found higher tlian they arc at present represented to be. 

32. With regard to our relations with the ryots of this estate, I took an early oppor- 
tunity of drawing the Deputy Commissioner’s and manager’s attention to the expediency of 
restoring and preserving tlni relations which had in former years subsisted with such good 
effect between the Rajah and the people. Under the old sjstem this was as direct as possible, 
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as the affairs of every village were managed through its own headmen ; but for many years 
the greed for fines on renewal of lease led to the introduction of farmers, by whom the 
authority of the old village headmen were set aside. I have recently issued strict injunctions 
that when leases fall in they are not to be renewed unless for very special reasons rendering 
the continuation of a farming system for the particular village necessary, but that the system 
of khas management througli the mundas or raahtos and pahans of villages is to be the rule. 
If proper attention be paid to it, it must be the most productive arrangement to the estate 
that we could adopt. The headmen arc in the enjoyment of their freeholds, which can be 
pledged as their security, and no additional remuneration for their services need be given. 
Thus the whole of the profits that a farmer could make should go to the estate. I was 
happy to find from your letter No. 1 3 IB of 14th August 1871, that my views on this 
subject were fully approved by the Board. 

33. Chukla Deoffur, Estate- in Valamow ; Bahoo Kishen Ihix Rae, Proprietor. — This is 
one of the largest of the sub^enures in pergunnah Palamow, and it belongs to the class called 
Babooau, that is, estates acquired from the head of the family by the collateral branches of 
the old Chero Rajahs of Palamow as maintenance grants ; it contains 400 villages. The 
father of tlic minor, Baboo IJurbux Rae, died on the iioth March 1804, leaving a son. Baboo 
Kishen Bux Kae, now nine years of age. Kunwar Sewnaraiii Sing, a gentleman of high 
ciiaraeter and respectable position, noted for his good management of his own estates in Pala- 
mow, was appointed serberakar, and still carries on the duties, but he hag resigned the office, 
and Baboo Soshi Sikhur Banerjee, who has for the last two years discharged with ability the 
duties of assessor, has been selected to succeed him. 

84*. Kunwar Scwchuni Singes remuneration was 5 per cent on collections, the average 
amount of commission per annum was Rs 1,350, and establishment Rs. 525; total Rs. 1,875. 
The Government revenue is Rs. 2,071, allowfince for minor, religious ceremonies, charitable 
purposes. &c., Rs. 3,000. The rental of the estate has greatly improved since it came under 
the ('ourt of Wards ; it was then Rs. 12. .‘248, it is now lls 2().581, the increase having been 
obtained on renewal of leases and eommutatioii to rent of all abwabs and irregular cesses. 

85. There was a debt of Rs. 27,05 J* against the estate at the death of tlic ward^s 
fatli(‘r; this has all been paid off, and Hs. 14,760 has been invested, and at the close of the 
year there was a cash balance of Rs. 10,47 1. 

36. 1 do not know how the assets w^cre ascertained when the old leases expired, but 

my instructions were that regular settlement should be made similar to those effected of the 
Government villages in Palamow. The information called for for the purposes of this report 
has not yet been rendered by the olfiecr in charge of the Palamow sub-division, who supervises 
the allairs of the estate. It is probable that Kunwar Sewehurn Singh was not quite up to 
regular settlement >vork, but I am sure the new manager is fully competent to carry out my 
instructions on the subject. 

87. The minor attends the Palamow station school at present, but he is to go to 
Benares after the rains, 

88. StiH/hhoom. — The ’large estate of Dhulbhoom, which is comprised in this district, 
came under the Court of Wards on tlu; death, in lv867, of Jiiggernath DJml, leaving as his heir 
a son, Ramcliuiuler Uhul, who was then five years of age. The area of the estate is 1,2(11 
square miles, and it contains just about the same number of villages. Major Depree, who was 
in charge of the topogriiidiical survey, estimates the population at l‘)y,8SI, which I believe to 
be very high. lie gives 115 inhabitants to the square mile, so there is ample room for 
extension. 

3J). This is one of those estates the first settlement of which was, for the sake of peace, 
and to avoid the necessity of military operations in a diUicull and unhealthy country, made 
witli a considerable sacrifice of revenue. 

40. Ill 1770 tlie zeniiiular, Jugg 'rnatli Dhul, refusing to acknowledge tlic Government 
of tlic (.’orapaiiy, a rival was set up in his relative Bykunt- Dhul, but Juggeniath Dlinl 
successfully resisted him, and a compromise was rt last made. Juggeniath Dhul submitted op 
condition of being aeknowdedged, and he agreed to pay a quit-rent or tribute of Rs, 1,000, 
and this arrangement was made perpetonL 

41. A majority of the ])()pnlation of the estate are Binimiz, one of the Kol tribes, and 
it is admitted tliat they are the ol(h^^t inhabitants. The /a’mindar or Rajah, besides paying 
rent, was bound to make all necessary police arrangements, and to aid in this the feudal militia 
of the estate w/ rc ein])loyed as ghiitwals. In 185i» the zemindar was deprived of his police 
powers for gross miseonduet, and since then the gliutwals have been under the orders of the 
magistrate ; they are inwv organized as rural police. 

12. They are apparently the only class in Dhulbliooin holding lands on peculiar tenure ; 
the remaining villages have from vc»ry (»arly times been hchl by their headmen, called 
pnulhans, on short fanning leases. Under the la^e zemindar and his predecessor no attempt 
appears to have been made to nsei*rtain by mcasureiiK^nt or otlierwise wliat the cultivators 
actually paid to the jiradhans ; the iiradhans had to pay a smart fine on renewal of each lease, 
and it was with the view of obtaining as many of such payments as possible that tLe leases 
were made so short* 
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43. A fair assessment was, however, obtained under this system, for when we took 
charge of the estate the gross rental was set down at Rs. 32,624, and though settlements 
have since been made of a considerable portion of it, the present demand is only Rs. 35,597. 

44. But for unknown cause the late zemindar was always in difficulties, and died 
leaving a debt of Rs. 29,081. This has been paid off, and Ks. 87,496 have been invested in 
Government securities. When the estate first came under the Court of Wards, it- was 
deemed advisable to appoint as manager some one conversant with its affairs, and an old 
servant of the family was selected; but his management proved very inefficient, and on his 
death in 1870 the Deputy Commissioner, finding that heavy arrears had accumulated, with 
my approval took charge of it himself, and there is at present no manager. The Peputy 
Commissioner is assisted by a tchsildar on lls. 50 a month, who has his head-quarters at 
Ghatsila, where the minor resides. He and his brother attend an anglo- vernacular school 
that has been established there. 

45. This system of management throws considerable extra work on the Deputy 
Commissioner, but the result has been satisfactory ; the arrears have been reduced from 
Rs. 2.'),588 at the commencement of 1870-71 to a total balance of Rs. 5,004 at its closci 

46. Dr. Hays reports the condition of the agricultural classes on this estate to be very 
favorable and promising. 

47. JMannbhoom . — ]n this district we have only one small estate* under the Court of 

• Kliatra*. .Wards. It was taken up in July 1870 on the death of the zemindar. 

Baboo Drigbijoy Sing, leaving as heir his grandson, Gunganarain Sing, 
aged at the time six years. 

48. The late zemindar appears to have had the estate pretty well in hand ; his system 
was to give out annually farms of the collections except in two villages, in which he collected 
himself, partly in ca.sli and partly in paddy, ghee, and goods, and the farms were always given 
to the headmen of the village or of some neighbouring village, and no outsiders appear to 
have been employed. 

‘ 49. In these arrangements no changes have been made, except that the payments in 
kind have been commuted to payments in cash, and, with the view of ascertaining more 
accimately the assets of the different villages, the cultivation has all been measured. 

50. On taking charge it was found that the rental of the estate was Rs. 8,980; it is 

expected that the measurements just completed will raise it to about Rs. 1 2,000. The Govern- 
ment revenue is Rs. 1,321, debts were set down at Rs. 10,793, so it will soon be clear. The 
e8S?i9'M'in cl^'arge'of Baboo Nohun Mohun Putnaik, who previously ha<l charge of 

another minor’s estate in tlic'>!SiB^.. ^ls trict. 

51. Colonel Rowlatt reports fu7ther~i;nsir^lhs..general condition of the agricultural 
classes appears to be prosperous.” The majority are of fife Goala or Kurmi caste, good 
cultivators, who can pay their rents without taking advances. 

52. There is no doubt that when an estate comes under the Court of Wards the affairs 
of which arc in confusion, a considerable amount of extra work is for a time thrown upon 
the district officer and his assistant, and also on the Commissionei', — the chief cause of which 
is that there is usually a great amount of litigation, and the district officer or his assistant, 
and sometimes the (k>mmissioner, has to supervise the preparation of pleadings and advise 
the manager and pleadci's. Where there has been previously very bad management, as in 
the Chota Nagporc estate, frecpicnt references will be made to the Deputy Commissioner by 
the manager for advice on other points, and all this no doubt entails trouble and swells the 
correspondence, but no officer nho took an interest in his district would grudge the time he 
has to devote to this additional duty. In no other way could he in a short time effect so 
much good; and when the afl'airs of the estate arc settled, and all works smoothly, it is 
probable that under a good manager it will give the local authorities less trouble than was the 
case when it was under a zemindar. In a division wliere there arc few Government estates to 
look after, it is quite a pleasure to have some large zemiudarccs under the Court of Wards, 
especially if such zemindarccs have been previously badly managed. 

53. I must apologise for the length of this repurt , 1 would curtail it if I had time, but 
it is a subject in which I feel great interest, and at present in Chota Nagpore it is one of vast 
importance. 

54. The reports received from district officers in reply to Board’s No. 177 A of the 
20tb June last, are submitted in original.

I HAVE the honor to submit copy of a report from Dr. Stewart, Health 
Officer of Pooree, on the working of Act IV (B.O.) of 1871 for the portion of 
1871-72 during which it was in force. 

2. The proceeds from licenses and fines amounted to Its. 7,906-0-9, out of 
which an expenditure of Rs. 3,659-9-4 was incurred, leaving an available cash 
balance in hand at close of the year amounting to Rs. 6,406-7-5. Details of 
expenditure and estimate for the next year were submitted with my No. 50LF 
of 28th Ma.y. 

3. No opposition whatever was experienced to the introduction of the 
Act, and the proceedings of Dr. Stewart as Health Officer, and of the whole 
Committee, appear to Ijave been very judicious. Of Dr. Stewart himself X 
cannot speak too highly ; he has been indefatigable : and w'itli very little cost, 
and a good deal of judicious explanation and persuasion, he has succeeded in 
moderately improving the cleanliness and healthiness of Pooree town in general, 
and also in securing moderate and sanitary ventilation to many of the lodging- 
houses. 

4. I have recently visited Pooree and gone through every portion of the 
tow'n with the Health Officer. I was really astonished to observe such a vast 
imjirovemcnt in the general aspect of the tow’n. 

6. Sufficient provision has b'^en made in the budget, appropriations for 
next year for efficient increase in latrine accommodation. 

6. Much remains to be done, and the Committee have in view a eorapre- 
hensivo system of drainage. It is hoped that a p> aticablo scheme will be soon 
prepared. Meanwhile the surplus proceeds of the past and present year will be 
allowed to accumulate to meet the prospective cost of drainage. 

7. With regard to the necessity for cleansing many of the existing tanks, 
I would observe that many of them arc provided for by endowments and 
partake of a religious character in connection with certain ceremonies. The lanhs 
and funds provided for the support of these tanks should be looked up, and I 
think it probable that there may be found means for compelling the owners or 
custodians to carry out ncedfi'l cleansing and repairs without indenting on the 
limited funds d('rived from the Lodging-house Rill ; these remarks have been 
communicated to the Health Officer and Committee. 

8. Generally, the Pooree Lodging-house Rill has been judiciously initiated, 
in a manner creditable to Dr. Stewart and to the members of the Committee 
by whom he has been advised and supported. The Magistrate, in forw'arding 
the Health Officer’s report, notes that ho had been only tw'o months iu 
charge of the district, and is consequently unable to offer any useful remarks 
or suggestions ; he expresses regret at Dr. Stewart’s transfer to another district. 

9. I trust at some future time Dr. Stew\art’s services may be again made 
available for duty in Orissa, where he has gained the confidence of all under or 
with whom he has worked.

I HAVE the honor to submit report on the working of the Pooree Lodging-house Act from 
its introduction on 1st June 1871 tu the end of the oUioial year, Sist March 1872. 

2. Four hundred and ninety-seven houses were registered, and licenses for 14,463 
lodgers issued. Many lodgiug-housckecpers applied two or three times for increasing 
the number of their licenses, — 76 applied twice, 20 thrice, and 3 four times. 
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The sums raised from the working of the Act during the above period were —

3. A month before the Aet was introduced, all known lodgitig-lionscs were registered 
and the number and size of the rooms noted. Wlien applications were made for license, 
these were again visittid and inspected, and certificates issued under section (5 of the Act. 

4. There was little or no difficulty in introducing the Act. At first it was given out 
that no applications for license would be made. After the coinmeneoincnt however of 
a few, and when one or two fines for lodging without licen.se had been made, all 
remaiuiug lodging-housekeepers soon made apjilicatiou, and the Act was iii full working 
within a month. 

5. The conditions reejuired by section fi of the Act could not he wholly secured before 
licenses •were issued. Poorce lodging-houses have been described in former reports, and 
their condition as regards insanitation, closeness, liability to over crowding, &e., fully dwelt 
on. The smaller ones arc kutclia built rooms, closely packed, with only a small cutraiu:e 
door, and very rarely a small islet hole as window. The larger honstts or mnUii are of 
lateritc, with very close, dark rooms, arranged round a s<iuarc enclosure, and sometimes 
rising two or three stories high. Defectively constrncled, badly ventilated, with nuisances 
around that bad been eoiitinuin<r for years, it would have been iuiprndent, and even 
impossible, to have made an onslaught on all defects and demanded a high sanitary standard. 
If the evil was to he overcome at all, it was to be done only by degrees. 

6. At the heginniug care, however, was taken to j)oint out the more serious defects 
and orders issued for their removal, which iu nearly every instance were carried out, as was 
ascertained in subsequent visits and iiispcclioiis. Attention was then given to otlier promi- 
nent defects that existed and tlicir remedy .suggested, notiees being issued from time to time 
under several sections of the Aet. 


During the period under review the following number of notices were issued : — 
Ibider section i(>, thirteen ; 30, two ; 32, seventy ; and 34, tuo. 
Nearly all of these were attended to. Where neglect occurred, 
the iiotic(\s were repeated two or three times, and warnings 
given. In only two eases was it necessary to employ the provi- 
sions of section 34 after repeated notices issued under sections

20 and 32 had failed. 

3. Only one complaint was made against, the officers (*mploycd in working the Act. 
A charge of house trespass was brought against two chupra^seos who had detected fifteen 
lodgers in a house without license. The complainant abused ami obstructed the ehupr,assee8, 
ami merely got up a counter-«-haige to avoid ])unislitticut. The ease was carefully 
investigated by the Deputy Magistrate, Ihiboo Kcdar Nauth Dntt, who found complainant’s 
charge quite unfounded, and convicting him of abusing the ehnprassces and obstructing them 
in their duty, fined him Its, 1(1. 

9. In January and February 1372 all the largo and prineijial lodging-houses were 
visited with the view of improving their ventilation. Rooms entirely vvitboiit windi>W8, or 
with very small ones, were brought to the notice of the owners, and tlic advantage of 
necessary alterations pointed out. They acquie.s(red iu the desirability of the alterations ami 
imi>rovcments, and promised to carry them out. Nutiee.s were sent urgitig that these he 
completed before the Ist June ne.xt, and- they were told that the i.s.sne of new licences on the 
expiry pf present ones woubl greatly dcpcinl on these recommendations being carried out. 
I am glad to report that many of the improvements liavc been already common' ;;d; fair-sized 
windows have been introduced into .sleeping and other apartments, which will add greatly to 
the convenience and aceominodation of lodgers. 

10. 'Ihc first moiitli or two of the y(!ar under report was passed in iiitrodncing the 

Act and kce^iiug an eye on all attempts to evade the rules and escape payment. Thi‘ only 
agency cirployed was one nudiurir and two clinprasscs, superintended by inyself in morning 
and evening rounds in the town. < 

11. Attention was next paid to overgrorvu bush and jungle wliicli infested several parts 
dS. the town. Many of these obstructions to ventilation and coverts lor uecumidation of 
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rubbish and commiss'on of nuisance have been remoted, and the jungle cleared, to the great 
improvement of the locality and neighbourliooil. 

12. Hedges along public roads that encroached considerably, and were also obstructions 
to ventilation and tralBc, were removed. Notices were issued u^der section 3(1 of the Act 
for these purposes. 

13. Public latrines have hitherto been t&l enclosures, which required renewing 
year by year. It is now proposed to build them of permanent material. One enclosure has 
been nearly completed, a second has been begun, and in a short time the required number of 
these essentials for good conscrv.ancy will be supplied. Those for men will be long, narrow 
ranges, divided into sinule eompartinents ; for women, square open enclosures will bo built. 

11. Application has been made for information respecting the general level of the 
town with a view to commence the drainage of sirdi parts as stand in most need. A 
comprehensive scheme of dr;iinage for the whole town is quite beyond what present local 
funds can afford, hut it is proposctl year by year to carry out smaller works as funds become 
available, these being parts of a gcuicral plan of dr.ainagc to be kept in view. 

15. The cleansing of some of (he large stone tanks in the town has been considered, 
and funds arc set apart in the current year's budget for this* work. The magnificent 
Nurrendro tank is the largest and best, and is much resorted to for drinking and bathing. 
Jieing the chief drinking source, it should be kept as elcaii as possible. The remaining three 
tanks are less adxanlagconsly situated for ch ansini; and ^^tl^llillg. 1 fear very large sums of 
money will be required to cleanse tliem satisfactorily; they are surrounded by high bunds, 
and ai'C 80 to JOO feet below surr n ding level. Two of the three cannot at all be Hushed. 
It can scarcely be expected that all these should he kept clean at public expense. 

in. The I’eiiiiilla eoniieeted with flm terep!-' is a ]trrmaueiit imisaiice. It is a large 
cistern into which the rice water of the temj)le is allowed to How. The largo quantity of 
Malia/irosliad that is made, oecasions a great flow of this water from the temple cook-rooms. 
The fermentation and stench that occur arc a great mii-anec to people passing this large 
thoroughl'arc and living in the neighbourhood. The liajah, as far as 1 am aware, was 
})crniitte(l to build the cistern on the miderstaiiding he would keep it clean and free from 
nuisauec. (Ircat laxity however oeeurri'd in this duty during the past year, although several 
warnings were sent by the ^Magistrate and Health Ollieer. 

17. Anolher matter re((uiriti'j: regulation is the large number of bulls and cows that 
are allowed to wander round alxmt the ((unple and larger streets. The danger and obstruc- 
tion that they cause during ordiii.'iry times is had enough ; but in the Riif/i and other large 
festivals the furious uuuuicr in which tlmy force their w:iy through crowds is simply painful 
to witness ; people are knocked down, ami soinel lines gored, by the excited and frightened 
animals. Soiiu' system is requinid to eomeass this evil ; the town police are either unable 
or unwilling to elleet it. If a perwann.ih is sent on the sulijcct, their zeal lasts but a few 
days, for the uuisunee soon gains its former bulk.

welfare of the inhabitants, providing at the same time that the incidence of such taxes 
ehould be as equable on all classes as is possible, and that the gross amount realized should not 
press heavily in any place. It is not incousisteut with the principle of self-government to provide 
against possible errors arising from inexperience or want of prudence, and therefore the Bill makes 
provision for the control, when necessary, of l lie procccilings of Municipal Coromissioneis. 'Therulio 
operandi provided is tliat all j'eneral orders shall lie issued by the Commissioners at a meeting, and 
that the Chairman, or, if the power be delegated to him, or in the absence of 'he Chairman, the Vice- 
Clrairmaii, Bliall have the executive management of all inatters subject to those orders. The govern- 
ment of the municipality will be vested in the Commissioners, and they will have lull power of control 
in the administration of it. 


4. In section 3 we have introduced definitions of “offensive matter,” “rubbish,” “movable 
property,” “ holding,” “ navigable channel,” and “ boat.” The effect of these definitions will be to 
render the provisions of the Hill more clear and to avoid useless repetitions. We have omitted the 
proposed definition of “ land,” because it appears t^ us to contaiu nothing which is not understood to be 
cofvered by the word in its ordinary accejilation, and because no delinition of the word appears 
to lie required in any portion of the Bill. We have also omitted the definition of bazaar, heuause it is 
used only in schedule E, and the Coramiss-ioners are exiircssly empowered to define it from time to time. 
We have omitted the greater portion of the proposed defiiiitifin of “ road,” because it is not very clear or 
intelligible, and because the first four lines contaiu all that is requisite. And we have nubstitutod the 
definition of “owner,” which is given in Act VII, 18(i7. 

5. The section providing for the limits of the operation of the Act has been divided for the sake 
of clearness. We have also introduced a proviso limiting first class municipalities to places containing 
a certain population. And we have provided for the withdrawal of any place from the operation of the 

' Act, if circumstances should make such a course expedient. 

6. We have transferred to Part 1 the definition and limitation of third clas.i municipalities, and 
the other provisions specifically relating to them will be found in Part 12 and in some of the seetions 
of the lost part ; but no other portion of the Act will be extended to such municipalities without the 
express order of the Lieutenant-Governor, and the taxation therein will be confined ordinarily to the 
tax on persons. A section has beeu prefixed to each Part declaring the limits of its operation. 

7. The Municipal Acts now extant will cease to have eff et on the extension of this law to any 
place. We have not provided for the immediate repeal of those enactments, because some time will be 
required to make tho necessary arrangements, hut we have fixed a date after which they will cease and 
be wholly repealed. We have endeavoured to make this Bill complete in itself, and the entire removal 
of all Bueh laws from the statute book is therefore doeirable. 
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& We heve provided that in everjr Sret class maoicipnlitjr the number of CommisBionen, in 
udditioQ to official Commineionerp, shall w»t lie Jess than eight, and in the second ciass not Jess than 
foufi and we haveomitted the proposed maximum number. The official Commissioners naust be salaried 
officers of Oovernmenti receiving a salary of not less than Rs.* 100 a month. No Commissioner will be 
subject to removal except for corruption or continued neglect to discharge the duties of the office which 
he has undertaken. 

9. The Magistrate of the district will be ex-officio Chairman if the municipality be at the sadder 
station, and the Magistrate of the division of the district will be ex-officio iJhairman if the municipality 
be in the division ; but we have pnivided that the Magistrate of the district may delegate such duties 
to an officer subordinate to him at the sudder station, and may authorize a subordinate officer to take 
charge of the municipality in a division ol the district in case of a vacancy. 

10. We liave provided that the Commissioners may, with the sanction of Government, grant a 
salary to their Vice-Chairman, and that the Chairman may delegate to the Vice-Chairman any of his 
duties. 

11. We have provided that dispensaries and other public institutions shall be made over to the 
Commissioners only on such conditions as they accef)!. 

12. We have given to the (Commissioners power to take land on lease, as well as to purchase it. 
The 20th section of the original Bill has been struck out, because Act X of 1870 provides for the acquisi- 
tion of land by municipal bodies 

18. It has been deemed sufficient to require the Commissioners to meet once every month ; and 
we have made it imperative on the Chairman to call a meeting on the requisition of three of the 
Commissioners. A meeting of the ('nnimissioners will not be able to transact the husine'^s which must 
be done a meeting,'^ unlej^s sueh meeting has been called by the Chairman or Vice-Chairman, and 
unless four are present in a first class and three in a second class municipality. Minutes are to be 
recorded of the proceedings of all meetings, and the book will be open to the tux-payers. 

14. We have provided that the Chairman, or in his .absence the Vice-Chairman, shall exercise any 
of the powers of the ComniHsioiiers, as distinguished from the powers of the Commissioners at a 
meeting, at all times, and not merely in cases of emergency, as the original Bill provided, hut we have 
given to the Conimiasioners at a meeting the power of staying for the fut ure any of the proceedings of 
the (Chairman ol winch thi y disapprove, which will afford, us it appears to us, a sufficient control over 
the administration of their Imsiness. 

15. The apmUitn^nt and disniis^Mitthe suDo^^ and servants of the municipality 

must neciiSUTily rest wiHl^^thi^Cfe the power of regulatVdSS^J'^*^ number and the salaries of 

such /nploves is vested in *tfle Commissioners, and their sanction is requ.-^g}^® appointment or 

dlYnisal of any officer whose salary exceeds Ks. 50 a month. We have also p^T9X*6d^a possi- 

ble extravagance, by requiring the sanction of the Magistrate of the district to the creation of offiotf' 
with large emoluments, and we have declared that every servant of the municipality is a public servant 
witiinthe meaning of the Penal Code* 

/ 16, It appears to us expedient that the Commissioners at a meeting, instead of the Chairman^ 
should divide the municipality into wards,* and that members of the Ward Committees should 
elected, as Commissioners may he electe i, wherever such c1[)ursc is feasible. We consider it advisable to 
omit the attempted deliiiiiion nf the powers of the Ward ('ommittec, and to leave it open to the Com- 
missioners to delegate to the (Joinmiltee, subject to their own control, any of their own powers. 

17. A section has been added for the purpose of disallowing the vote- of a Commissioner on a 
question directly affecting his own interest 

18. Part III, Municipal Taxation. — We have provided a maximum of the taxation to be 
imposed on the inhabitants of any municipality, which it is hoped will allay the fears of those who have 
foreboded in the application of t his law ofipression and misery ; and we have excluded from the limited 
amount all profits^erivahle from the ferries and toll-burs now in existence, and from channels and 
mooring dues, which only partially affect the residents. The incidence of the aggregate taxation will 
therefore be light, and we have deemed it unnecessary to retain the proposed maximum average in 
respect of the tax on persons. We have provided that the tax on persons and the tax on holdings shall 
not be imposed in the same municipality, and that the tax on trades and callings shall not be imposed 
by any municipal body which has adopted the tax on persons. It will he left to the Commissioners 
to select, with reference to the circumstances of the municipality, eitlier the tax on persons or the tax 
on holdings, 6t the tax on holdings combined with the tax on trades and ^iriliugs. We deem it 
expedient to omit the proposed tax “ on public ceremonies, ,pot exclusively f^igious, and requiring 

• the attention of the police,^^ because it involves much difficulty in distinguishing religious from other 
ceremonies, and might become a vexatious impost on innocent amusements. Profits derivable from 
tolls imposed on navigable channels have been classed with th(*se derivable from ferries and roads, 
which are now absorbed in the public revenue; and we have added mooring dues, which are now 
commonly hut illegally realized by the riparian land-owners ; they may afford legitimate and in some 
sases large profits to the municipality, and would enable the Commissioners to provide wharves and 
acilities for landing goods which are now greatly wanted. 

19. Tae on persaas.— By the original Bill it was proposed that the assessment list prepared by 
ihe Commissioners should be forwarded for revision to the Magistrate, that the assessment should 
emain in force for three years, and that at the end of that period a fresh assessment should not be 
leofsstry if the Magistrate should think it sufficient to revise the old assessment; and several 
leotioiis were added providing for appeals from the assessment. The whole chapter was taken 
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from Aot VI of 1868. Under the roles wbioh we have adopted, the sobmission of the list to the 
Magistrate will not be required. Notice of his assessment will be served on each person assessed by 
the Commissioners, and he will be at liberty to appeal to the Commissioners at a meeting ; and when 
his assessment has been once sanctioned, he will be safe from further inquisition for three years, unless 
he asks for a revision on the ground of diminished means. No mere error in the assessment will he 
corrected ; but daring the three years the Commissioners may assess any person who was omitted from 
the list without authority, or whose liability to assessment has acciued since the foimation of the list. 
Considering the many changes which will probably occur within three years, it is however necessary 
that there should be a thorough revision of the assessmcfht at the end of that period. We have omitted 
the last section of the chapter, empowering the Commissioner of the division to direct the revision of 
the assessment, because by a section at the close of the hill it is provided that all the proceedings of the 
Commissioners should be under the general control of the .Magistrate of the district, liie Commissioner 
of the division, and the Lieutenant>Governor. 

20. Tax on KoUings. — We have substituted the term “ holdings” in lieu of "houses, buildings, 
and lands,” for the sake of convenience. The original Bill, adopting the provisions of Act III of 1864, 
required the Commissioners to make an annual valuation of all holdings, to fix a rate for the ensuing 
year, and to sit for the purpose of hearing objections to such valuation and assessment. It appears to 
us sufficient to provide that the Commissioners shall make a valuation list, which shall be in force for 
three years, and that any person whose property is included in such list may apply for a revision of it. 
As soon as the rate has been fixed fur the year, the assessment list will be prepared ; a notice of his 
assessment will be served on the owner of each holding; and ho will be at liberty to appeal to the 
Commissioners at a meeting. When the tax on a house is consolidated with the tax on the land on 
which it stands, and a dispute arises between the owner of the house and the owner of the land regard* 
ing the proportional amount for which either is liable, the Commissioners are empowered to settle 
the dispute. We have added two provisos to the section regarding the remission of tax during the 
vacancy of a house in order to prevent evasions ; and we have allowed the remission of only one half 
of the tax otherwise due. Buildings used for public worship or charitable iiurposes have been 
exempted. 

21. Tax on earriageg and anmah,—li was proposed in the original Bill to adopt the course pro- 

vided in Act 111 of 1864, and to require the Commissioners to scud to all persons supposed to be 
liable to the payment of the tax schedules to be filled up by them, from which schedules a list was to 
be prepared. It seems to us to be more convenient to require every person who owns a carriage, or a 
horse, or other animal liable to the tax, to applv h-’-t-vewiy for a license on a statement furnished by 
himself, and to provide a penalty neglect to take out a I'l-ense for an? carriage m nnimal. The 
Commissioners will fix and rates at the end <»f each year for the er-^-iing year, and the Ywt kept 

will comorise onlv the V'censes granted at those rates. We liave theretnre omitted the sectvins 
proy>>t-^ appeals irom these assessments. Power has been given to the Commissioners to inspect 
itiy stable or coach-house, and to summon and examine persons who have omitted to take out a license. 
The license is to be taken out during the first month of the half-year for all carriages and animals then 
in the possession of the licensee, and we have therefore omitted the sections, wliicli declared that the 
ownership for any number of days in a quarter involved liability to the tax for the whole quarter, and 
axempted carriages under repair; but we have required every pi-rsori to take out a license for the 
unexpired portion of the half-year in respect of any carriage or animal acquired by him during the 
half-year. We have provided that llihs jairt shall in>t .upjdy to hackney carriages in the suburbs of 
Calcutta, for which a license is paid under Act V of 1866. 

23. ^ liegkiralioii of vehicles wUhont springs.— T\Mi original Bill left it (>ption.al with the owner of a 
vehicle without, springs to take out a license or to reuister, hut we think it expedient to compel the 
registration of all vehicles without springs, and to require the owner to take a license for every 
carriage on springs. We have empowered the Commissioners to seize and detain at any time any 
vehicle which has not been registered. 

23. Tax on trades and callings. — W%* have exempted persons in the snl nrbs of Culcntta who 
have taken cut a license under Act II of 1860, and we have provided for the pav raent of a proportional 
fee by a person commencing a trade in the course of the year. 

24. Tax on processions. — We propose to alter materially the provisions for levying this tax. We 
omit all consideration of the numlier of persons joining in the procession 'or a'tracted bv the spectacle ; 
we require a license only when guns or fireworks itre tlisehargod, or an cleplmnt is used, or more than 
four musicians are employed; and we have materially redueerl llie amount of the fees. We have 
interposed a few words to .signify that marriage is not a religious ceremony within the meaning of this 
chapter; and we have added a section to avoid the application of this tax to tiavellers or other com-* 
panics engaged in their business. 

25. Duties on articles. — We have provided that the duty shall be levied, not on articles sold as 
was proposed, but on artiehis brought into a hath or market; that the duty on any article of food enter- 
ing the limits of the municipality shall not exceed one per cent, of the value, and that tlie duty on any 
article brought into a market shall not exceed one |)ice in the rupee, or half a seer in a maund. And 
we have added a penalty for illegal or extortionate levy of such duties. 

26. Tolls on ferries and roads.— 'Vie have re-cast this ch!ii)ter, as the provisions contained 
in it were much confused ; and wo have provided one set of rules for ferries and one for roads. 
Many of the sections are necessarily similar, but it has been found impossible to amalgamate them 
without sacrificing cleai nets to space. It is left to the (iovernment to assign to a municipality 
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tttrj for any period not exceeding three years.

111. All monies, rents, and profits received

Statement of Objects and Hearons. 

Thebe are at present four different laws, 
besides severpl amending Acts, under wliich 
municipalities in Bengal are administered. The 
present Bill has been framed with the view of 
consolidating these different enactments into a 
single law. Opportunity has been taken to 
enlarge the powers of Municipal Commissioners 
to lay leas municipal work and responsibility on 
the shoulders of Magistrates ; to make Muuieipal 
Commissioners elective; and in other ways to 
afford more scope for municipal selfc-govcrnincnt. 
The Bill provides for three classes of municipa- 
lities; in two classes the governing body will 
be Municipal Commissioners, while the rural 
townships in the third class will be adminis- I 
tered by puuchayets. Municipal Commissioners i 
will have power to adopt one or more of the | 
ordinary forms of Indian municipal taxation, but | 
' for punchaycts only one form of local taxation 
will be available. Municipal funds will be devoted 
to police and to ordinary municipal purposes; 
and it is proposed to permit of their expenditure 


on the maintenance of education and on then 
relief of exceptional distress. Village funds in 
third class Municipalities shall, it is proposed, 
he applicable to the payment of chowkeydars, to 
the maintenance of patsfialas'or rural schools, 
atid to the snpjily of drinking water. Power is 
taken for Ooveftiment or its officers to intervene 
in eases where Municipal ('ommissioners or a 
punchayct may fail to maintaiu sufficient police, 
or where elementary education may not be avail- 
able at reasonable cost. Provision is made for 
members of munieijial bodies sitting for the trial 
of petty offences committed within the limits of 
their townships 

In r(;spect of nuisances, of (lomervancy, of 
vaccination, of town markets, and such like mat- 
ters, the Bill adopts the provisions of existing 
Municipal Acts.

WiiEUKAS there are at present endowments 
granted in money or in land 
Preamble. for certain educational and 

charitable purposes, in res- 
pect of which cither no person has been originally 
nominated a trustee, or there is now no trustee 
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living or capable of being appointed under the 
instrument of endowment ; and whereas it is 
expedient to provide for their due appropriation 
and management ; It is enact(*d as follows : — 

1, All moneys or lands heretofore granted, or 

which may be hereafter 
Voting of endowment, granted by any person or per- 

sons for any charitable or 
educational purposes, within any district within the 
territories subject to the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal, for which no person or persons have been 
nominated trustees or trustee, or lor which there 
may not be any living trustee, or any power of 
appointing a trustee under the instrument of 
endowment, are hereby vested in such trustees as 
the said Lieutenant-Governor, shall, as soon as pos- 
sible alter the passing of this Act, nominate, as 
hereinafter provided.

, or superintendent by whom such endowment 
may be administered, or any trustee ap- 
pointed under this Act, for any misfeasance, 
breach of trust, or neglect of duty, committed 
by such trustee, manager, or superintendent, in 
respect of tlie tiusts vested in or confided to them 
respectively, and the civil court may direct the 
specific performance of any act by such trustee, 
manager, or superintendent, and may decree 
damages and costs against such trustee, manager, 
or superintendent, and may also direct the 
removal of such trustee, manager, or superinten- 
deut. The interest required in order to entitle a 


person to sue under this section need not be a 
pecuniary or a direct or immediate interest, or 
such an interest as would entitle the person 
suing to take any part in the management or 
superintendence of the trusts. Provided that any 
trustee, nominated under this Act, shall not be 
liable for damages on account of any act done * 
or omitted by him bond fide for the furtherance 
of the objects of the trust; and provided also that 
any costs which may be awarded against any 
trustee as aforesaid in a suit instituted under this 
section may. if the said trustee be found to have 
acted bona fide, bo defrayed from the endowment 
vested in such trustee under this Act. 

5. The Lieutenant-Governor may at any time 
nominate and appoint a new 
New trustees. trustee or trustees for any 

endowment which by virtue 
of tins Act has been vested as aforesaid, and also 
may at any lime remove any trustee so appointed 
as aforesaid. 

Statemknt of Objects and Reasons. 

JN some districts of Bengal there are certain 
ediKjational and charitable endowments for which 
there arc no properly constituted trustees. The 
present liill is introduced to enable the Govern- 
ment to appoint standing trustees, who shall be 
responsible for the care of such endowments.

SUPPLEMENT C. 

Chaplains. 

[The rules in this Supplement arc now in general operation, except 
that the present Senior Chaplain of the Scotch Church in Bombay, when 
he has served his time for pension, will have the option of continuing to 
draw allowance.^ on the old scale and abiding by the old scale of pension, 
or of drawing allowances on the new scale, or retiring, in which case his 
pension will be regulated by the rules in this Supplement. The present 
Senior Chaplain of the Scotch Church in Calcutta also is allowed an elec- 
tion (which he has not yet declared) between the old and the new scales 
of allowances aud pension.] 

Section 1. Pensions arc grafted to Chaplains under the following

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Retirin* penrioB. Section 3. A Chaplain who has Completed 17 years’ residence o»rf 

20 years’ service, or, if appointed before the 11th January 1854, 15 years’ 
residence and 18 years’ service, is entitled to a retiring pension of £365 
a year. 

1 . FenHionR are granted either by the (kvemment of India, Bombay, or Madras 
(as the case may be), or by the Secretary of State. A Chaplain proceeding to England 
often obtaining pension in India, should bo careful to take with him the usual last* 
pay certificate. 

Compulsory retirement Section 4. A Chaplain must retire after 25 years from the beginning 
of his service, unless specially exempted by the Secretary of State, on 
the recommendation of the Governor General in Council, or of the 
Governor in Council of his Presidency. 

Invalid penmen. Section 3. A Chaplain who is obliged, by bad health, to retire after 

completing seven years’ residence, hut before completing the periods of 
residence and service required by Section 3, is entitled to an invalid 
pension of £I25-15>0 a year, or if he have completed ten years’ residence, 
£173-7-6 a year.

This language clearly points 
to the Courts of first instance with narrow 
local limits, so that .on the one hand the labor of 
examination may be divided and may not accumu- 
late on the District Court, and, on the other, that 
the witness may attend the nearest Court. 

3. The Commission should therefore, in ordi- 
nary cases, and especially those issuing irom 
Moonsiffa’ Courts, be addressed to the Moon- 
siff within whoso jurisdiction the witness re- 
sides, by whom, for the above reasons, the evi- 
dence can usually be taken more conveniently 
than by the Subordinate Judge.

EMBANKMENTS AND WATER-COURSES. 

Mr. Bernard moved that the Bill to amend the law relating to embank- 
ments and water-courses be again referred to a select committee with instructions 
to report in one month. He reminded the Council that this Bill, whi(?h alFected 
very closely the welfare of the inhabitants of large tracts in Lower Bengal, 
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had been introduced into the .Cov^cil so far back as December 1870. When 
first introduced its object was id enable persons charged with the maintenance of 
om Wkments to act. opiore promptlyin cases of emei^noy, to provide for improv* 
ing drainage channels connected with embankments, and <alro to arran^ for a 
more just and fair apportionment of the cost of such undertakings. At &e first 
reading of the Bill (« the 7th of January 1871, the.h^n’We member then in 
charge (Mr. Schahh) explained its scope, and an hon’ble member opposite (Baboo 
Degumber .Mitter) expressed his approval of its principle and his conciuence 
in the ar|^ment8 of the hon’ble mover. The Bill was for several months under 
the consideration of a select committee, who obtained opinions thereon firom 
different parts of Bengal ; finally, the select committee si^mitted their report 
in August lairt, and that report had been presented to the, Council. One notable 
change which that committee introduced, was that the whole cost of existing 
works to be brought under the Bill should be paid for by the parties whose 
lands might be protected or benefited, though it was provided at the same tiihe 
that, if Grovernnient received any extra revenue or payments for keeping up ^y 
embankments, such revenue should be remitted. The committee made certain 
other changes to which Mr. Bernard did not refer in detail. The committee’s 
report* on the amended Bill was republished during the recess, and before the- 
opening of the present session of the Council more than one representation 
had been received regarding the Bill. Oilc specially valuable representation 
was. received from the British Indian Association to the effect that in some parts 
of the country Government had, according to ancient customs or under special 
agreements, maintained embankments at the public expense ; and that there would 
bo much hardship in now throwing these charges on the zemindars. With 
reference to this and to other representations, the Hon’ble President on the first 
day of this session, when reviewing the business to be laid before the Council, 
had explained to the Council the policy of Government in the matter, and the 
hon’ble member on the right (Mr. Schalch) in charge of the Bill had also stated 
what would be done to carry out that policy. The remarks to which he 
tMr. Bernard) alluded had been so recently made that ho would not trouble 
the Council by reading them on that occasion : they would be found in the Pro- 
ceedings of the Council for the 6th December last. Their purport was that 
Government in no way desired to throw upon persons protected the cost of any 
works which Government itself was bound to maintain, and an assurance was 
given that the Member in charge of the Bill would “ look into the subject and 
see what embankments Government was in justice bound to maintain, or 
whai embankments Government had been obliged to take up owing to 
those who were properly liable not fulfilling their liabilities.” The cliargo 
of the Bill had been made over to Mr. Bernard, w ho after making himself, 
as far as possible, acquainted -with . embankment affairs with the approval 
or rather at the instance of the hon’blo * member (Mr. Schalch) on his 
right, proposed that the Bill should again be referred to a select committee. 
He foun<IT;hat, besides the main point regarding the liability for the cost of 
embankment Tjorks, there were certain other references on points of detail which 
needed calm discussion and careful settlement. At the same time the Council 
might perhaps desire to know the result of enquiries made into the history 
.of different embankments, and the view taken of the liabilities of Government. 
So far as the official literature of the subject went, it seemed that the expendituni 
of Government on embankments for the protection of cultivated lands m Lowbr 
Bengal had increased enormously of late years. Government now went on 
embankments more than double what it spent twelve years ago, and it did not do 
any thing like all that the circumstances required. This gradual, but great in- 
crease was due mainly to the general rise in the price of labor and produce, and it 
partly due to the increased wants which arose everywhere ^ knowledge in- 
creased. For the current year 1871-72 Govermnent was s})ending on embankment 
works and repairs exclusive of embankments, costing Rs. 53,000 a year, and 
paid for by zemindars) nearly 4^ lacs of rupees. This expenditure was over and 
above the outlay on the great Orissa embankments. The present Bill did not 
concern them. The total length of the Government embankments was 
^.hout 1,800 'miles ; while the length of the embankments maintained by 
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Government, but paid for by zemindars, was 430 miles. All the embankments 
in Behar were paid for by the zemindars aecording to customs or according to 
special agreements which varied ih districts. It was now proposed to 

give the force of law to these cuOtoms and agreements, but at the same time 
to permit recourse to t^o <new law in case of new works. In Moorshedabad 
the engagements of the zemindars given at the Decennial jSettlement boimd 
them to maintain etobaAhUnts on their estates, but on soifie estates Government 
at present maiiitaiBed the embankments, while on others the zemiiidars did the 
work. There wag much loss to everybody from the want of system and organiza- 
tion in the management of the Moorshedabad embankments^ and it was 
proposed that the Bill, ^s it now stood, should apply to this di^ct. In , the 
24-rer^nnahs the chai'gjB of, and responsibility for, embankments was at the 
end of the .last century, fend at the beginning of this, handed abodtlfrom one 
Government officer to another ; from the zemindars to Government, and back 
again from Government to the zomindfirs. There was no agrcicment at the 
Decennial Settlement as to whether Government or the zemindars should under- 
take these particular (?mbankments. For some four or five years, earljr in the 
present century, nobody did the work at all; aiid the district suRered im- 
mensely' in consequence. Finally in 1838, the embankments were again 
underfaken^ by Governmcfeit on a report from the Revenue Board “that 
Govenimpnt ifre bound either to keep up the 24-Pergunnah8’ embankments in full 
repair, or failing tlmt, to pay over to the zemindars annually a sum of Rs. 16,786.” 
During the current year Government was spending on the embankments of the 
24-Pergunnah8’ Rs. 93,000, and it was thought that the provisions of this Bill 
might properly be opp’ied to the 24-Pergunnah8, and the sum of Rs. 16,800 
remitted under section 4 1 . 

In the Midnaporc! district the case was verj-^ different. In the interior of 
the district tlfc y('ar1y cost of embankments on the Cossye was paid by the 
zemindars according to special agreements made with Government. The 
embankments no ir the mouths of rivers in Hidgolh'e and Tundook and the 
great sea^^ke of Hidgcllee, were maintained by Government ; but all the cultivat- 
ed lands 01 these' traeds, much e)f which was temporai ily settled, paid according 
to agreements made last century, and subsequently repeated, an embankment 
cess of anna per beegah. The Goveniment in 1838 accepted its fiill 
liability for the maintefnance e)f the embankments and larger eli-ainage channels 
in Hidgcllee anel Tumlook, and it was now prf)po8ed that in the Midnapore 
district the existing arrangements should be ixpheld ; that the custon} of the 
Cossye enibankincnts be respected, and that the Bill should operate in Mid- 
napore only in respect q/ small drainage channels or otlier works which 
might hereafter be undertaken. On the estates which belong«'d to, or were off- 
shoots of the great Burdwan zemindaree, the Government now kept up all em- 
bankments ; and on these works it .jvas spending during the present year about 
Rs. 87,000. The Maharajah of Burdwan paid, directly or indirectly, Rm. 60,000 
a year for the work thus done. The arrangenient under which Govemn^nt 
began to repair these embankments, dated from 1809 or thereabouts, whep the 
then MaKaraiah failed to maintain his embankments properly. It now pro- 
posed that Goveniment should continue to maintain tliese embankments even 
though their maintenance might at times cost something more than the annual 
payment. But it was considerc'd that the p{irtie.s interested might very reasonably 
oe called upon under the Bill to pay for new masonry sluices, drainage channels, 
and other improvements of a kind n(*t conti'mphitcd when Government took 
over the Burdwan embankments in 1809 and 1826. Mr. Bernard was glad to 
be able to mention that the account which lie had given, and the proposals 
which he frad sketched, had been eonsidored, and in general tenns approved 
by the Hon’ble Member (Mr. Scliulch) before they were subniitted. to the 
Council, for he wfis sure that the Council would give more weight to the hon’ble 
member’s opinion than could bt* mn'ordi'd to his (j\Ir. Bernard’s) own. 

Before he lefr the subject of cinhankinents, he would only say ^me word on the 
general question which had betm warmly di.scus8ed, on and off, during the last fifty 
years in Bengal, whether river emhankincnts did any good or not. Skilful 
^Snginoers, experiwiced collectors, and others, had given very discordant opinions 
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on this point ; but Mr. Bernard beUeTed, he might saf , that there was so doubt

All or much of this (L^tenbiAnea^ was 
put’ Solni ^ the neglect of embankments. The immense goi^ ‘Which 
ha^*bopn done by the great sea-dyke at llidgellee was well knowd/ *^Tie 
on|y new mbankments which were recently proposed 'on any large soi| 4 ; lyere 
jthos^n Clhssa and those on the Gunduek in Chumpa!run. Regarding the OdW^ate 
neeOTor embankments in Orissa, there seemed never to have beenivm opinions, 
though there had been much discussion as to. tlie cheapest and bl|t Wttt of 
giving the ro(piired protection. Tliere was much to be said in favor #if‘i«^ng 
W broad and silt-ladcn river like the Ganges fertilize the country ; mbf^er 
4 would bo an enormous undertaking to embank this great river fdPthrough 
Bengal ; but the best opinions in Behar were in favor of embanking the (^undhck. 
Mr. Thomas Gibbon, the agent of the Bettiah estate, to whose opinidh#on nxttters 
of zemindaree management most natives and every European in Behar «(^ould 
defer, had stated his conviction that the Bettiah estates would gain much in 
value if the Gunduek wore properly embanked, and he hold that groat Mhbank- 
idents of this kind could be successfully managed by Government and by Govprn- 
meni only. If the present Bill should oecome law, it would, Mr. Bernard, bolieyed, 
contain ample safeguards against Government officers undertaking unnecessary 
works of embankment or diuinage. There was one other matter which would 
bo laid before the select committee, and that was a proposal to incorporate yidth 
this Bill provisions enabling the majority of persons interested to undertake at 
the expense of the lands affected (and, if necessary, carry out for thomselv^/) 
improvements in the local drainage. The Ilon’ble President in Ifts^apenrfjg 
address this session dwelt on the necessity of some such legislation ; ifle 
hOn’ble member opposite (Baboo Digumber Mitter) had on more than one occa- 
sion, and notably in the debate of the 7th January 1871, urged the need of 
such local drainage improvements. The Bill, as it now stood, provided for 
drainage improvements in connection with embankments ; but there Tifas, it 
was feared, oftjen veiy great need for, and very great difficulty in effecting these 
drainage improvements. The epidemic fever committee, of which flie hon’ble 
gentleman opposite was a member, the skilled engineers and medical officers 
who were now examining into the phenomena of the Burdwan fever epidemic, 
all were agreed that in many places the local drainage required muck im- 
provement, and that the want oi such drainage might bo, and probably was, 
OHO of the tJauses of the epidemic. With the permission of the Council, 
there would bo submitted to the select committee proposals fot enabBng the 
people to effect, or to have^ effected, improvements of this kind. Mr^ Bernard 
nad explainnd the manner in wliich it was proposed to redeem the pledge given 
by the President in regard to the Embankment Bill, but at the same time ho 
was quite aware that it was within the discretion of the Committee to adopt’theso 
vigwB or to modify them, and it would eventually be for the Council to consider 
hov^lfer they could Ite finally accepted. Ho would now move that th(^ Bill to 
amend the law relating to embanlraents and water-courses bo again referred to a 
select committee with instructions to report in one month. The old corainittae 
consisted dfiF Messrs Schalch, Thompson, and Robinson, Raja Joteendro Mohun 
Tagore and himself. Ho now proposed that the committee should fldnsist'of—

Ho .was glad to be able to add that Mr. Schalch, whose k^owle^ of such 
matters was so well known to the Council, had kindly agreed ^to take 'charge 
of the Bill again, and conduct it through tho select committee. • '* ®

Bai^l^V.lvould feel, ve^. greatly indebted to the hon’ble member in char^ of 
Bernard) , for the thorough sifting of the historidial questions 
he had nndertak.en so successfully, and the thorough i)Cay in which he had 
carried out that' .sifting. As they would see when the result of his investiga- 
tions wail laid before the Qouncil they would find that the facts had been 
stated as clearly as it was possible to state them. His Honob trusted 
th^ the exposition , of the principles upon which the Government was 
disposed to act, which had been so completely and clearly stated by the 
hpnhlo members, woula^ upon examination, he found acceptable to the Com- 
niittee"^ and the Council. The hon’hle member had stated that which 
was the roof of our present proposals, namely, that the Government proposed 
fully to accept the obligations which attached to it at the time of the 
permanent settlement ; and he had also said that we proposed that any duties 
which had been since undertaken by the Government should he examined 
in each particular case upon its own merits, that was to say where the 
Government had made a. deliberate and binding bargain, we did not propose 
to recede from that bargain, but adhere te it. On^he other hand, where 
the Government had under stress of circumstances undertaken certain duties, 
because no one else would peifonn them — where the Government had merely 
intervened as the Father of the country in order to protect it from disasters 
owing to the failure of the obligations of others, the Government was not 
irrevocably hound by its action for all time. We should deal with each case 
upon its own merits, and consider whether the Government was hound by real 
obligations, o* whether the case should be brought under the general provisions 
of the Bill. 

Anotlior feature of importance to which the 'hon’hlo member had alluded 
was this, namely, that the obligations which were undertaken by the Goveni- 
ment or by private parties wore of this nature that they should maintain bunds, 
emhaukiin'iits, and works of a certain character. Modern science had pro- 
gressed very much, sanitary science had progressed a little; works of a 
cliaructcr unknown in those' days, — works which were described as sluices, drain- 
age clianiiels, and irrigation channels, might be with advantage, added to the 
embankments. We thought that the Council would accept it as equitable 
that whci’c works of a totally new character wore added to the old 
works, the lunv works should he the subject of separate and distinct provisions. 
Hls Honor did not suppose* that the members of tliis Council or of the Committee 
would pleelge thcmseslves by their silence, to the propositions that were how 
put forward; hut lu' trusted they would think that so far as a one-sided 
statement of the general piiuciple?s* enunciated went, they were not inequitable, 
and that the Council would ho prepared to give them a favorable cousideratiem. 

The motion was ugreod to. 

CHAIUTABLE ENDOWMENTS. 

Mr. Behnard moved that the Bill to provide for the due appropriation of 
certain educational and charitable endowments he road in Council. In doing 
so, ho said that when ho had the honor to ask for leave to bring in this Bi^ he 
explained the object it was intended to meet, and he w('uld not ti’ouble the 
Council in that respt'ct again, lie would now only remark briefly upon 
the pi’ovisions of tht> Bill. Section 1 provided for investing endowments of the 
kind mentioned in the I*. ill in trustees appointed by the Governm^t, and the 
section provided most carefully that endowments for which trustees had 'been 
appointed, or for which trustees should exist, should not come under the provi- 
sions of the Act. * It did not jirovidc that tnistoes appointed thereunder would 
In any way intorforo witli existing endowments which were properly maintain^. 
Section 2 provided that for every district in which any endowments having no 
trustees existed, the Lientenunt-Governor should nominate trustees in twom 
luch endowments should vest, and that the chief executive office of the district

Mb. Bampibb said that tiso^oiidT ve^h that had been given for tiib suspen- 
fien of the rales vras that theJBi& had been for some tink.e before the ' Gonncil 
and ihe public : he did not tiimk that that was a sufficient reason for suspending 
the rales of the Council. There had been a good deal said of late about 
suspending the rules unnecessarily, both in this Council and elsewhore, and 
he thought it undesirable that such u course should be adopted without a foil 
explanation of the reasons which made such a course desirable, which perhaps 
his hon’ble fnend would give. 

Mb. Wyman said he thought that the suspension of the rules should only 
take place under s^me real necessity, and that it was a dangerous practice to 
discard the safegiSi^d provided by the rules of the Council; and as the 
hon’ble member who applied for tne suspension of the rules had not shown 
sufficient reason to do so, he was certainly opposed to that course being 
followed. 

His Honor the President said that as there did not seem to be 
unanimiiy of opinion as to the propriety of suspending the rules, he thought 
that the l3ill as settled by the Council should be published in the ordinary way, 
and might be considered and passed at the next meeting of the Council. 

The Council was edjoumed to Saturday, the 16th instant.

Tbbbs are at present four different laws, 
besidea Beversl amending Acts, under which 
municipalities in Bengal are administered. The 
present Bill has been framed with the view of 
consolidating these different enactments into a 
single law. Opportunity has been taken to 
enlarge the powers of Municipal Commissioners ; 
to lay less municipal work and responsibility on 
the shoulders of Magistrates ; to make Municipal 
Commissioners elective; and in other ways to 
affbrd more scope for municipal self-government, 
rhe Bill provides for three classes of municipa- 
lities; in two classes the governing body will 
be MuUicipal Commissioners, while the rural 
townships in the third class will be adminis- 
tered by. punchayets. Municipal Commissioners 
prill have power to adopt one or more of the 
ordinary forms of Indian municipal taxation, but 
ror.pnnotf^ets only one form of local taxation 
prill be avaBable. Municipal funds will be devoted 
<0 police and to ordinaiy municipal purposes; 
ind it is inroposed to permit of their expenditure 


on the maintenance of education and on then 
relief of exceptional distress., Village fonds in 
third cla^Municipalities shall, it is proposed, 
be applicame to the payment of chowkeydars, to 
the maintenance of patshalas or rural schools, 
and to th*; supply of drinking water. Power is 
taken for Government or its officers to intervene 
in cases where Municipal Commissioners or a 
punchayet may fail to maintain sufficient police, 
or where elementary education may not be avail- 
able at reasonable cost. Provision is made fo^ 
members of municipal bodies sitting for the trial 
of petty offences committed within the limits of 
their townships. 

In respect of nuisances, of conservancy, of 
vaccination, of town markets, and such like mat- 
ters, the Bill adopts the provisions of existing 
Municipal Acts.

EESOLUTION. 

The 18/A March 1h 72.— In making recent 
appointments to the Subordinate Executive Ser- 
vice of Officers who have passed the testa now 
prescribed, the Licutcuant-Govcfrnor has warned 
them that he will expect them to inaint.’iin active 
habits, and to keep up the habit of riding, so as 
to be capable of moving about rapidly in the 
cxecution«of their duty. 

2. Tlie Licutcnaut-Govchior now directs that 
after communication with the district Magistrates, 
each divisional Comraissionc" shall submit to 
Government a roll of the officers of the Uncove- 
nauted Subordinate Executive Service at present 
employed in his division, showing which of them 
* arc of active habits, can ride or walk long dis- 
tances about the country, and arc fit for active 
executive work ; and which can only travel by 

f alkce, or arc otherwise unfit for active work, 
t should be impressed upon all Officers of the 
Subordinate Executive Service, especially the 
younger Officers, that their promotion, and their 
employment in iuiportaut posts, will much depend 
on their qualifications for active duty. Officers 
now acting as Deputy Magistrates and Deputy Col- 
lectors, or us Extra Assistaut Cominissiouers, must 
be given tq understand that th< y will not be con- 
firmed in their appointments unless they are 
found to possess the qualiticatious prescribed I'or 
those now entering ^he service. These Officers, 
as well as all others of the Subordinate Executive 
Service who are capable of learning, should be 
encouraged to learn to ride and to survey, and 
to pass an examination in those subjects.

NOTIFICATION. 

The 19fA March 1872. — The laeutenaab’ 
Governor has been pleased to pass , idle 
following orders connected with the depart^ 
mental examinations o^ junior members of 
the Covenanted Civil Service, the Subo/v 
dinate Executive Service, the Non-Roglk* 
tion Commission, Police, &c. 

1. Natjvcs of Hindustan serving in Bdiar and 
Hazareebangh shall not be required to pass ia 
Bengali, but it will be optional with them to do so, 
and those who do pass will be eligible for service 
and promotion in Bengal as well as in Be&ar. 

2. Officers other than natives of Hindustan, 
will not be required to pass in Hindustani, but 
may do so, and will then be eligible for service 
and promotion in Behar and Hazareebangh, 
(except Palarpow,) as well as in Bei^al. 

8. These exemptions are not applicable to 
officers in the Police, who must pass in both' 
Bengali and Hindustani as niow> unless spedally 
exempted. 

4. As to Covenanted Civil Servants, the pre- 
sent rule remains in force, that is, that they mnat 
pass in both the languages, and unless they so- 
pass will have no claims to the full powers of 
a Magistrate, and to the full pay of Bs; 600, 
although the higher powers ma^ be conferred on 
them if the public service requires it. 

5. These relaxations of the existing rdea aM 
experimentally introduced, and it may be found 
necessary to revert to the present requiren^ts 
that all officers should qualify in both thn 
vernacular languages. 

6. It should be understood that officers of all 
departments who have hitherto been required to 
p.'iss the examinations are still required to pM| 
them as modified by these rules. 

7. The next examination will be held about 
the end of May, and the exact date will be notified 
hereafter. 

The following Rules which have been laid 
down for the next examination, are published for . 
general information 

Language Examination. 

( 1 .) For ('ovenanted and other officers alike 
one p.'iper shall be prepared in each vt the test 
languages, the first half of which shall be in an 
easier style than the rest. Of the total number 
of marks assigned to the whole paper, 5U shall 
be allotted to the first portion, and 60 to the 
second. To pass for the Lower Standard. 26imarke 
at least in the first part must be obtaine^ and 
to pass for the Higher Standard, 60 on the whole; 
of which 25 must be obtained in the second part. 

(2.' Covenanted Civil Servants will be required 
to pass by the Lower Standard in languages only. 
Examination in Law. 

(3.) All other officers will be required to pass 
for the lower standard— ^ 

I. — In a paper confined to Criminal Codes, 

which shall be prepared specially for 
this standard, and fur which the use 
of books will be allowed ; 

II. — In part of the generid paper of Local 

Laws, &c., as described below, which 
is to be answered without bo(^ 
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(4.) All examinees will be required to pass for 
the Higher Standard in two papers containing 
questions on Local Laws, Begulations, and Buies, 
(Bevenue and Criminal). 

One of these papers, which is to be answered 
without the use- of books, will be so arranged as 
to serve as a test for officers by both- standards ; 
it will contain a certain number of questions, to. 
the first half of which 100 marks will be assigned 
and to the last half ISO; 50 marks obtained 
-in the first half of the** questions will pass officers 
for the Lower Standard, and a total of 120 will 
paw for the Higher Standard, provided that at 
least 60 of those 1 iO bo obtained in the latter 
half of the questions. 

The other paper, for which the use of books 
will be allowed, will be confined to the examina* 
tion for the Higher Standard.

The \8tk Month 1872. 


No. 1886.— The following extract from a Besolution No. 4806, recorded in this Depart- 
ment on the Slat October 1871, is published for general information 

" The Governor General in Council is pleased to empower local Governments to 
lay down rules IPor the grant fo Uncovenanted Servants of leave of absence for 
the purpose of attending examinations, provided that the rules prescribed are 
not more liberal than those sanctioned for Covenanted Offiens.’’ 

2. In the above extract, the term " local Governments” ineludes local Administrations.

No. 2008. — In supersession of existing rules regarding leave of absence 
from duty to public servants in tbe Civil Department, the Governor General in 
Council is pfeased to direct the publication of the following Civil Leave Code. 

As rega^ Covenanted Civil Servants, no change is made, except that it is 
expressly laid down that no officer can have “ ordini^” furlough if he have 
rendered less than three years* service ; a restriction which, in the rules of 1868, 
was only implied. 

As regards Uncovenanted Servants, the Code includes the recent orders of 
the Secretary of State, published in the Qazette of India of the 17th i'ebroary 
last, but the following changes have been made in the original form of the 
rules: —

IV. — ^The qualification is three years’ service, and not three years* 
“ active” service.

One or two of the subsidiary rules are slightly altered, e. g., 24, 9 ; and 
a few rules regarding procedure, which were not in the ^t ^de, have been 
inserted ; and a proviso has been added in section 6 (6). 

The new rules for the Uncovenanted Service shall be^ deemed to have omne 
into effect on the^rd January 1871, being the day on which the despatch of bhfl . 
Secretary of State, No. 451, ^ted 6th December 1871, was received. 

Officers wlio have taken leave since the 3rd January 1871 may araly fw 
any additional allowances to which, by the rules now published unditf^ 
orOOT of the Secretary of State, they may be entitled. But no reduotiQiiB aie 
to be made in the allowances of officers now on leave, in oonseqtienoe of the 
leave allowances being calculated on ** average salary** instead of on pay.

which his furlough or special leave begins. 

(&.)— Furlough and special leave, out of India, end on, and 
include, the date of the arrival of the vessel in whjch the officer 
returns; and to an officer coming back from such leave, subsidiary 
leave, not ordinarily exceeding thirty days, may be granted, from 
the day after that on which the vessel arrives, to the day before 
that on which he assumes the office to which he may be appointed. 

1. Subsidiary leave may be granted to a Covenanted Civil Servant 
retiring from the service, to the same extent, and with the same allowances, as 
iihe were going on* furlough. To an Uncovenanted Civil Servant, such leave 
may be given on half pay for fourteen days, but only if it cause no additional 
expense to the State. 

2. Subsidiary leave for more than thirty days may be granted in cases 
of necessity ; but all such grants, and the reasons for them, must be reported 
to the Government of India. 

8. An officer may leave India, or return to India, by any port he likes; PortofembarkatiMt, 
bat the dates by which the beginning and end of furlough and special leave 
are determined, are the date of the vessel’s departure from the jiort where he 
first meets it, and arrival at the jwrt where he quits it. For instance, 

, an officer sailing from Calcutta in a vessel which touches at Madras, counts by 
the date of departure from Calcutta, and not from Madras,

CHAPTER VIII.

[The roles in this Chapter apply to all offioers in civil empliy.] •' 

1, Joining-time is the time allowed to an Officer to proceed from 0 x 19 ‘ 
station to another when his appointment is changed, or when, being unem- 
ployed, he is appointed to- any office. An officer is held to he on doty 
during j oining -time, if he is entitled to allowances. 

2. Joining-time is allowed as follows 

For that part of the route for which railway is available, —one day frr 
every hundred miles. 

For that part of the route for which steamer is availahle,->*€in 9 dey for 
every . hundred miles, or such longer time as -the steamer may aotoally 
occupy.

6. If an officer, during transit from one appointment to another, 
obtains (hrloagh on medical certificate (with or without subsidiary leave 
prefixed), he will be allowed only the joining-time calculated for the journey 
from his old station to the furthest place to which he has proceeded on his 
route to his new station.

the pay which he drew in his old appointment, or that which he 
draws in bis new, whichever is less.

(1) if transferred from an officiating appointment to an appoint- 
ment, offibiating or sahstantive, of not less salaryf— the acting 
allowance of his old appointment ;

Extaniion and

Extension and Comjcutation op Leave.

Section 22 . Except as provided in Section 15, no kind of leave 
• can be granted in continuation of any other kind; but any 
leave may bo retrospectively changed for any other kind or 
amount of leave which might at first have been granted : 

Provided that the grant, or extension of furlough, under this 
rule (otherwise than on medical certificate), is suiyeetto Proviso 3 
in Sectiflh 7 (a). 

1. Except by the Secretary of State, leave cannot be changed or 
extended without the permission of the Local Government which originally 

, granted it. 

2. Examination-leave may be granted in continuation of privilege leave, 

but no kind of leave, except furlough on medical certificate, can be granted in 
continuation of examination-leave. * 

3. When privilege leave is, on medical certificate, retrospectively changed 
for furlough out of India, so much of the leave passed before the departure 
of the vessel in which the officer sails, may be treated as subsidiary le^ve 
under clause [a) of Section 15, as might have been granted as subsidiary 
leave, if the officer had originally obtained furlough, and not privilege leave. 


CHAPTER X. 

Patment op Leave Allowances. 

[The rules in this Ch,aptpr apply to all officers in civil employ.] 

Aiiownice«h<i»i»yabie. Scction 23 («). Lcavc all 0 wou COS afG puyablc iu ludlu uftep 
the end of each month ; but an officer on furlough or special 
leave out of India may, at his option, take payment at the 
Homo treasury of the Government of India. 

1. An ijfficer c|uitting India on furlough or special leave must take 
with him a last-pay certificate, whether he intends to draw liie allowances in 
England or not. For rules, see next Chapter. 

Trewury forms. 2. A gazctlcd olficer may draw liis allowances at any treasury in India. 

If he signs tlic bill himself, ho must either apjiear in person at the place of 
payment, or must furnish a lifo-certificate by a Covenanted Civil Servant, 
a Magistrate, a Notary, a B.T.nkcr, or a Minister of Religion. If he draws the 
allowances through an authorised agent, the .agent must either furnish a life- 
certificat/O as above, or must execute a bond to refund over-pajonents. A Jife- 
ccrtificato may be given periodically, a bond being given to covgr intermediate 
payments not supported by tlie life-certific.a(o. 

(Forms of life-certificatc may be procured at tbc India Office, London)# 

3. A non-gazetted officer can draw bis leave allowances only at the 
treasury wdioncc his salary is disbursed, and under the signature of the head 
of the office’ to which he is attached ; ibis oflieer is responsible for any over- 
charges, and no other security is required. 

Excimngcwitii England, (5). If paymcut bc tukeu at the Home treasury, it is made 
quarterly, and rupees arc converted into sterling at the rate of 
exchange fixed, for the time being, for financial transactions 
between the Imperial and the Indian treasuries. 

1. If an officer's contract of service contains a stipulation to the 
effect that "a jiound sterling shall be considered equal to and calculated 
after the rate of ten rupees," his leave allowances shall bo converted into 
sterling at that rate.

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CHAPTER XI. 

Last-Pat CimnFioATE. 

(The mlea in this Chapter apply to all officers in oivil employ.) 

1. No officer (unless he has been newly appointed to the service ofLut-paroartiootu. 
Covemment), can begin to draw pay or allowances at any treasury in India or at 

Ihe Home treasury of the Government of India, without producing a last- * 
pay certificate from the treasury where .his pay or allowances were last dis- 
bursed, or from the Accountant General within whose jurisdiction that treasury 
is. 

2. An officer must, if possible, appear personally at the office where his 

last-pay certificate is completed. . 

3. The following are the rules and forms prescribed for the issue of 
last-pay certificates in India. 

The cases in which these certificates are given are thus classified 

Case I.— -To an officer proceeding on 1e.ave to Europe and embarking at 
a port in the presidency or province in which he is employed; 

Case II. — To an officer proceeding on leave to Europe and embarking at 
a port in another presidency or pijjvinee ; 

(a) If he be employed at, or have to pass through, the station of the 
Accountant General of bis presidency or province; 

(i) If he be not employed at, and have not to pass through, that station ; 

Case III.-— To an officer proceeding on leave from one place in India to 
another, whether the two places are or are not within the same presidency or 
province ; 

Case IV. — ^To an officer proceeding on duty from one presidency or pro- 
vince to another; ‘ 

Case V.— To an officer proceeding on duty from one place to another 
in the same presidency or province. 

The rules for each of these cases are as follows 

Casb I. 

The Accountant General should give the officer a certificate in Form A, omcor embarking in bu 
Appendix B, and, save in the cases below atcepted, forward a duplicate certi- 
ficate, in the same form, to the Local Qovernment for transmission to the 
Secretary of State. 

Exeq>Uons.—\. If the officer embark at a port in British Burmah, the 
Accountant General should forward the duplicate form direct to the Financial 
Department of ^be Government of India for transmission to the Secretary of 
State. 

8. If the officer embark at Calcutta, the Accountant General should, 
in like manner, forward the duplicate form to the Fiuandlal Department after 
filling up the blanks in the pilot’s certificate at its foot. 

Cask II (a). 

The Accountant General should pay the officer* his allowances up to the 
date of his departure from his (the Accountant General’s) station, and should 
give him a certificate in Form B, Appendix B, leaving the 5th, 7tb, and 8th 
spaces blank, arid send a duplicate, after signing the letter on the reverse, to the 
Accountant General, or (if there be no Accountant General) to the officer in 
(ihorge of the treasury at the port at which the absentee intends to embark 
for Europe. The Accountant General or Treasury Officer at the port of 
embarkation should follow the instructions in the letter addressed to him, and 
return the ori^nal form to the officer. If he be an Accountant General, he 
should forward the duplicate to the Local Government for transmission t > the 
Seoretary of State, and address a letter in the Form £, Appendix B, to the 
Accountant Generd of the officer’s presidency; but if he be a Treasury Officer, 
he should forward the duplicate to the Accountant General of his own presi- 
dent, who will forward it to the Local Government for transmission to the 
Secretary of State, and address a letter in the Form F, Appendix B, to the 
Aocouul^ Gener^ of the absentee’s presidency.

The Aoconotant General dionld send to the officer a oertidcate in Form G, 
Appendix B, leaving the 5th, 7th, and 8th spaces blank, and forward « 
duplicate to the Acconntant General or Treasury Officer at the port at whidi 
the officer intends to embark for Europe. Before the officer’s departure from 
his station, the officer in charge of the treasury from which he last drew pw 
should fill up and attest the certificate at the end of the original Form C. 
^e Accountant General or Trcasuiy Officer at the port at which the officer 
intends to embark should follow the instructions in the letter to his address on the 
back of Form C, and after copying the entries and signature from the 
certificate at the end of the original form into the duplicate, should return the 
original form to the officer. If he be an Accountant General, he should 
forwacd the duplicate certificate to the Local Government for transmission to 
the Sccretarj of State, and forward a copy of the certificate at the end of the 
form to the Accountant General of the absentee’s presidency, with a letter in 
the Form G, Appendix B ; but if he be a Treasury Officer, he should forward 
the duplicate Form E to the Accountant General of his own presidency, who 
will send it to the Local Government for transmission to the Secretary of 
State, and forward a copy of the certificate at the end of the form to the 
Accountant General of the absentee’s presidency, with a letter in the Form H, 
Appendix B. • 

But in the case o^ a Covenanted Civil Servant, or a Military Officer in 
civil empl(|y, or an Uncovenanted Civil Servant of the class as specified in 
Section 1 (d) of the Code, if the officer’s appointment have been changed 
within the period, on his average salary for which the leave allowance is to be 
Calculated, the rate of leave allowance will sometimes depend on the date on 
which he may make over charge of his office, and the Accountant General 
may not be aware of that date at the time the last>pay certificate is prepared. 
In such cases, the Accountant General should send to the officer a document in 
the Form D, Appendix B, leaving the 5th, 6th, 8th, and 9th spaces on the face 
of the form blank, and should forward a duplicate of it to the Accountant 
General or Treasury Officer at the port at which the officer intends to embark. 
Before the officer’s departure from his station, the officer in charge of the 
treasury from which he last drew pay should fill up the 6th space on the face 
of the original form, and fill up and attest the certificate at the end of that 
form. The Accountant General or Treasury Officer at the port at which the 
officer intends to embark should follow the instructions in the letter to his 
'address on the back of the form, and having copied in the duplicate form the 
entry in the 6th space on the face of the original form and the. entries and 
signature in the certificate at the end should return *the original form to the 
absentee. If he be an Acconntant General, he should forward the duplicate 
form to the Local Government for transmission to the Secretary of State, and 
send a copy of the ccrtifiaite at the end of the form to the Accountant General 
of the absentee’s presidency with a letter in the Form K, Appendix Bj but if 
be be a Trcasuiy* Officer, ho should forward the duplicate Form D to the 
Accountant General of his oivn presidency, who will send it on to the Local 
Government for transmission to the Secretary of State, and forward a ooiy of 
the certificate at the end of the Form D to the Accountant Gc&eral of the 
absentee’s presidency with a letter in the Form L, Appendix B. 

Case III. 

The Accountant GeneraFwill give the officer a certliicate in Form A, 
Appendix B ; but if the officer is proceeding to a place within the qjune 
presidency or province, the tenth space in the form may be loft blank. 

Case IV. 

The officer should obtain a certificate iu the Form M, Appendix B. If he 
be employed at the station of the Accountant General of bis presidency, the 
certificate should be given by that officer. If he have to pass throu|^h that 
, station on his way to his now presidency, the certificate should be given by 
the officer in charge of the treasury from which he last drew pay and counter* 
signed by the Accountant general. If he be not employed at, and Hkve not 
to pass throng! I, the Accountant General’s station, the certificate should 
be given by the officer in charge of the treasury from which he last drew pay, 
and a duplicate of it should bo forwarded by the Treasury Officer to the 
Accountant General for countersignature and transmission to the Accountant 
General of the transferred officer’s new presidency. 
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Cass V. 

The officer should obtain a last-pay certificate in Form M from the officer ”*• 

in charge of the treasury from which he last drew pay. *

CHAPTER XII. 

Retubw to Doty. 

Section 24 . An officer who remains absent after the eml of Ovorntay of leave, 
his leave is entitled to no allowance for the period of such 
absence, and he ceases to have a lien on any appointment, if his 
leave was furlough, immediately, and, if it was special or privilege 
leave, after a week. 

_ 1. An officer on furlough or special leave in Europe may not rctyrn to rermimion to return to 
India without obtaining the permissioip of the Secretary of State. 

2. The grant hy the Secretary of State to an offi^c^ on leave of per- 
mission to return to duty by a particular steamer, is cipiivalent to an extension 
of leave without prejudice to the officer’s appointment until the date the 
steamer arrives. 

3. A gazetted officer returning to duty must report his ref, urn to the 
Local Government. An officer of the Bengal Covenanted (fivil Service 
returning from furlough must report his return to the Government of India 
also. 

4. An officer permitted to return to duty licforc the end of his leave 
should have the unused part of his leave formally cancelled by the authority 
which granted it ; but this is not necessary if his return from leave is sepa- 
rately notified in the Gazette. 

6. The Local Government may exempt an officer from loss of appoint- 
ment under this section, if it considers that his default was due to circum- 
stances beyond his control. 

6. If the appointment of an officer is changed during furlough or chimgc of appointment 
special leave out of India, dr upon his reporting his return, he must join },ig ^ 
new appointment within the subsidiary leave allowed him. Nothing in 

excess of the allowances admissible for subsidiary leave can be passed to In’m 
until he joins his new office. 

7. If the appointment of an officer is changed during fiwlough or special 
leave in India, he must join his now appointment witiiin the leave. But 
the Local Government may give him joining-time, if he have not had sufficient 
notice of the change. 

8. An officer the head quarters of whose office are not fixed at one 
station most, at the end of his leave, rejoin his office wherever either the 
bead quarters of hv office or his locum knens, may actually be; but the 
Government or other authority which granted the leave may, for public 
reasons, permit or require the officer to rejoin elsewhere. 

9. An officer begins to draw pay and acting allowance from the day on 
which he assumes the office (substantive or officiating) to which he may have 
been appointed, or on which he may have a lien. But if his leave or joining 
time end on a Sunday or holiday, and he take charge on the first working 
day after such Sunday or holiday, his assumption of office and the re-arrange- 
ment of appointments (if any), consefjuent thereon, shall be held to have taken . 
place on jffie day after that on which bis leave eudcxl : I’rovided that such 
re-anangement (if any) does not involve the transfer of any officer to another 
stsition, or the formal appointment of any officer to a new office. 

10. If ehar^ of an office is transferred after noon, the transfer does not 
aflfect allowanoes till the next day.

Definitions. 

j the following rules, “ actual service” includes the period during 
which a Judge is carrying on his duties in a High Court,* also periods spent on 
privilege and subsidiary leave, and periods of vacation dui’ing which the Judge 
18 not on “ furlough (fr extraordinary leave.” 

“Extraordinary leave” means any leave granted otherwise than under 
these rules. 

Furlough. 

One year’s furlough shall he placed to the credit of each Judge after 

the completion of every foiir years of actual service. 

IXi. ^Except under Buies VI and VII, no furlough shall he granted until 

at credit under Buie II. 

Provided that any Judge who may have been already in the service of 
the Government at the time of taking office in the High Court, and who was 
at that time entitled, under the rules applicable to the branch of the service 
to wliich he belonged, to furlough, without medical certificate, may be granted 
furlough for a term not exceeding that to which ho was so entitled upon the 
condition that such furlough shall not be taken until the completion of two 
years’ actual* service in the High Court, and shall not exceed one year. 

IV.— Except under Buie VII, furlough shall not be repeated untjL^ 
the completion of throe years’ actual service from the date of the last fwfe: 
from furlough or extraordinary leave. 

V B.—Tho words ‘'furlough or extraordinary leave” in the above rule mean furlough under th 
rules or extraordinary leave giUintod to an officer siuoo ho has* been a Chief Justice 
Judge of a High Court. 
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y. — The maTi miim term of fiirlough to be taken at any one time shall be 
fifteen months. 

VI. — Under medical certificate, furlough may be granted before it is at 
credit under Kale II. , 

VII. — On urgent private affairs, furlough may be granted before it is at 
credit under Rule II, and although three years of actual service "have not 
been completed since the last return from furlough or extraordinary leave. 

Provided that furlough under this section shall not exceed six months, 
and shall be granted only once during the whole period of a Judge’s service in 
the High Court. 

VIII. — The aggregate amount of all furlough which dan be granted to 
a Judge during the whole period of his service in the High Court shuP not 
exceed two years and a half. 

IX. — Furlough taken in India shall be reckoned from the date of the 
Judge’s quitting his office to the date of his return thereto. Furlough taken 
out of India shall be reckoned from the date of embarkation to the date of 
return. 

In the event of the furlough being taken partly in India, and partly out 
of India, the commencement and termination of the furlough shall be respect- 
ively determined by the above rules, according as the furlough begins or ends 
in or out of India. 

X. — For the interval elapsing between the date of quitting his office and 
the commencement of furlough out of India, and between the termination of 
furlough out of India and resuming his office, a Judge may be allowed subsidiary 
leave not ordinarily exceeding thirty days, which in special cases may be 
extended. 

XI. — A Judge, when on furlough or subsidiary leave, shall receive allow- 
ances at the rate of Rs. 833-5-4 per mensem in the case of leave taken in 
India, or £1,000 per annum in the case of leave taken out of India. 

XII. — Except under medical certificate, the number of furloughs to be 
granted at any one time, and the grant of furloughs to individual Judges shall be 
subject to, and limited by the exigencies of the service, which exigencies shall 
be determined exclusively by the authority granting the furlough. 

XIII. — If, owing to the exigencies of the service, it may be necessary to 
place any limit on the number of Judges who may bo absent on furlough at 
the same time, applications not supported by. medical certificate will be granted 
in the following order ; 

The Judge to whose credit the greatest amount of furlough remains under 
Rule II, shall have the preference. > 

If two or more applicants are on an equality in this respect, the preference 
shall be given to the applicant whose actual service in a High Court is longest, 
reckoning, in the case of a Judge who has not taken furlough or extraordinary 
leave, from the date of his commencement of service in the High Court, and 
in the case of a Judge who has taken furlough or extraordinary leave, from the 
date of his last return from such furlough or leave. 

If two or more applicants are equal in both respects, the preference alinl] 
be given to the senior in the Court. 

Privilege Leave. 

XIV. — Subject to the exigencies of the service, a Judge who has completed 
11 months’ continuous duty, inclusive of vaca+iuns, may, if the (lovern. 

satisfied that there is an urgent necessity, but not otherwise, be granted 
•qfTmilfege leave for one month without deduction from his salary or acting 
allowances, ° 

XV. -*-lu the same manner and under the same conditions an additional 
month of privilege leave shall bo held to accrue to a Judge after each further 
period of 11 months’ continuous duty. 
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Xyi. — Frivilege leave shall not be taken in instalments, but any balance 
of privilege leave that may not have been taken shall be added to the next 
privilege leave which may accrue. 

Provided that the whole privilege leave taken at any one time shall not 
exceed th^ months, and that any accumulation of privilege leave beyond 
that period shall be forfeited. 

N, jB.— F inancial Eosolution of the Government of India, No, 401, dated 24ith April 1869, shall not be held 
to apply to a Chief JuHtiee or tJud^e of a Hi^^h Court, even thouf^h, under Rule XXIII, he mav 
elect to abide by former rules.

Section 14 . — The rules for —

are those contained in Sections 22 and 23 of the Code, and 
the rulings subjoined. But to a Chaplain going on furlough to 
England, an advance of the first quarter’s allowances may be 
made, and the advance shall not be recoverable in the event of

1. A Chaplain <Jn leave in any of the British Colonies may draw his 
leave allowanocs there through the Control Pay Master in the same manner 
as a military oiKccr. But the requisite authority to pay must first be given 
by the Government of India. 

Section 15 . — ^Applications for leave are to be dealt with as 
the Governor General in CouncU may from time to time prescribe ; 
and priority of claim is determined in accordance with Section 
26 of the Code. 

1. The following rules have been prescribed by the Home Department 
with reference to applications for leave from Chaplains on the Bengal eccle- 
siastical cstuhlishment, and from Chaplains on other establishments serving in 
the Diocese of Calcutta. 

I. — Subject to the exigencies of the public service, Loc.xl Governments 
and Chief Commissioners arc empowered, with the concurrence of the Bishop 
ol‘ Calcutta, to grant any furlough or si)ecial leave authorized by the rules tt» 
Chaplains serving within their n'sjiective jurisdictions. But the Government 
of India alone grants leave to Chaplains of the Church of Scotland serving 
in the Bengal Presidency. 

II. — If a Chaplain applying for furlough or special leave belong to the 
Madras or Bombay ecclesiastical establishment, the Local Government or 
Administration under which he is serving will, if the furlough or leave be 
granted, inform the Government of Madras or Bombay as the case may be. 

III. — ^Thc Bishop of Calcutta is empowered to grant privilege leave to 

Chaplains under Section 12, subject to the exigencies of the State, of which 
the Bishop shall be the judge. But the grant, cancclmcnt, or extension of 
such leave should be reported to the Local Government or Administration 
concerned. • 

IV. — All ajiplicatioDs for leave or furlough should be accompanied a 

certificate from the Locsd Accountant General, showing that the applicant is 
entitled to the leave asked for, and should, as a general rule, be forwarded, 
in the first instance, through the proper channel to the Bishop of Calcutta, 
who will transmit applications for furlough or sjieeial leave, with His Lordship's 
remarks, to the Local Government or Administration concerned, and wUl 
himself dispose of a])]»licationH for privilege leave. But iu cases of urgency, 
leave on medical certificate may be granted by the Local Government or 
*Chief Commissioner iu autici{Hition of the concurrence of the Bishojj, uiho 
should, however, be informed without delay. , 

V. — Except under orders of the Secretary of State, tlie term of fiirlough* * 
or special leave cannot he altered without the jiermissiou of the Government 
or Administration by which it may have been granted. 
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VI. — Every Chaplain who obtains leave or furlough shall supply himself 
with a last-pay certincate, and with a statement showing the pay which he 
is entitled to draw while absent. It shall be the duty of the Local Account- 
ant General to furnish these documents, and no leave allowances will be 
payable without their production. 

YII.— A quaiierly statement of Chaplains absent on furlough or special 
leave, with the dates of jthe grant and expiry of such furlough or leave 
brought up to the Slst March, SOth June, 80th September, and Slst Decem- 
ber of each year, shall be punctually furnished by Local Governments and 
Administrations to the Government of India in the Home Department. 

VIII. — From these quarterly returns, a register will be compiled and 
kept at the Office of the Secretary to the Government of India in the Homo 
Department, of all grants to Chaplains on leave or furlough, of all extensions 
of leave or furlough, and of all returns to duty from absence. Tha register 
will be published quarterly in the Gazette of India. 

IX. — Every Chaplain returning to duty shall report his return to the 
Bishop, and to the Local Government and Administration by which his leave 
or furlough may have been granted. 


X. — If any Local Government or Administration shall see fit to refuse 
a furlougjh to any Chaplain on the ground of the exigencies of the public 
service, it shall report such refusal for the confirmation of the Government 
of India.

Preuminaiiy. 

1. —Leave of absence from duty may be granted spnii.,, 
under the following rules to ofideers who have substantive appoint- 
ments on permanent establishments under the Government and 
who are not entitled to leave under any of tlie other rul^ in 

this Code or its Supplements. The rules apply fully only to those 
whoso pay is not less than Us. 100 a month, but may be applied 
in their general spirit, to officers whose pay is less than Jtu! 100 
a mouth. 

1. Officers and men of the Army, and oflicers in the Subordinate Medical 
Department, are under Military ruhw, and these rules do not aj)ply to them. 

The leave of members of the Pilot Service is also governed by B])ecial rules. 

2. OflScers appointed as probationers for a certain period, prior to 
formal appointment, arc entitled to the same leave as if they held substantive 
appointments. 

3. Officers holding temporaiy or officiating appointments only, are not 
entitled to leave of any kind; but a limited amount of leave may be allowed 
to s^ch officers under the conditions hereinafter stated. 

4. Service in a capacity to which the leave rules do not apply does not 
qualify for leave under them, in the event of the officer afterwards coming 
under them. Service under a Local Fund of the kind meutioned in Civil 
Pension Code, Section 28, may qualify for leave under the rules, but the 
allowances given during such leave must be disbursed from the Local Fund 
and from general revenues in the proportion in which the salary has been 
paid from these sources during the period qualifying for the leave. 

2. — In these rules, “ pay" means substantive pay ; Pay, and 
.ysalaky" means the sum of pay and acting allowance. 

L Personal allowance is to be taken as part of an officer's substantive pay.

Section 16 («). — Leave may bo granted to an officer by 
tbo authority whose duty it would be to fill up his appointment 
if vacant. The Local Government may empower heads of 
departments to grant privilege leave to officers under their orders, 
who are appointed by Government ; but if the officer, to whom 
leave is granted, be a gazetted officer, the grant of leave must be 
reported to the Local Government.

1, [a ), — Applications for leave, or extension or commutation of leave, 
on medical ccrtificule, must be accompanied by a statement from the applicant's 
medical attendant, distinctly stating from personal observation the nature 
of the illness, its symptoms, causes, and duration. 

(i). — A certilioatc must also be submitted from the chief medical officer 
of the station or district, or, if the ollicer is at the presidency, from a 
Vresidenoy Surgeon, to the effect tbali, after careful personal investigation, 
he considers a certain perio<l of absence absolutely requisite for the restoration 
of health. 

(c).— If the leave bo for more than six months, the papers must be 
submitted for countersignature by the Deputy Insjector General; and if the 
leave is to b(‘ taken out of India, by the Principal Inspector General also, 
unless danger be iiicarred by the delay. 

{<f ). — If the appliciint be already on le.ave out of India, the certificate 
under clause [a) must slate the period during which the Surgeon or physiciau 
has attended iho oflioer, and it must be countersigned, after personal exiimina- 
tion, by the Medical Hoard of the India Oflice, or by the principal medical 
authority of the colony or country where the absentee may be. 

(c) .-—The forms of certificate prescribed in the Code, Section 25, Rule 2, 
may be used as far as applicable.

Section 4. — ^If an absentee draws no part of the pay of his 
appointment, another officer may be appointed thereto substan- 
tively, for a time only, on full pay, without disturbing the lien of 
the absentee.

1. In the case of an acting appointment made with eficot frombefme 
1st November 1869, or of a reversion to an acting appointment held before the 
date, the officer is entitled, in addition, to one-tenth of the first Rs. 2,000 of 
the pay of the appointment or grade. 

[Note.—" Beveraion” means a return to an appointment under tho operation o*f 
the rales, and without formal reappointment.] 

2. In the North-Western Provinces, when a settlement officer officiates in Betuansat ooom. 
an appointment in another Department, his salary shall be calculated as if his 

pay were the pay of the ordinaily grade next below the standing which he 
oocupies in the oetllement Department. 

Explamtion . — ^An officer officiating in a class divided into 
grades will officiate in the lowest grade unless it be otherwise 
specially ordefed. 

ITlMration.—ii., is Magistrate in the first grade of Nuddea. is 
Magistrate of Midnapore, the senior in the second grade.

Section 6 (a).^An officer without suhstautiye apporntmeEt 
is entitled to an acting allowance of half the pay of any a^jnt- 
ment in which he officiateB, and to subsistence allowance. » 

Ir For rates of subsistence aHowanoe, see Civil Leave Code, Section 11, 
Buie 1. 

(d). But an officer, whoonthetst July 1868 dras absent 
onleavf, without a substantive appointment, or had returned 
from furlough and had not obtained a substantive appointment, < 
is entitled, till he again holds a substantive appointment with pay 
not less than that of the substantive appointment which he last 
held, to an acting allowance of three-quartors, instead of half, of 
the pay of .any appointment in which he officiates. 

1. No officer who did not retura from furlough before the 2Srd Novem* 
her 1869, may under this clause draw more salary than he would draw 
if the substantive appointment which he last held were restored to him. 

2. An officer may decline the special acting allowance provided in clause 

{b) of this section, and take the ordinary acting* allowance under clause 
(a). In this case, the limitation prescribed by the precedmg rule will 
not operate. • 

8. If an officer who draws acting allowance under clause (b) of this 
section takes furlough, the clause will continue to apply to him on his return 
from that furlough, unless the circumstances are such that if he had had a 
substantive ap 2 )uiutment, he would have lost it by the operation of the rules. 

4. An officer drawing allowances under clause (b) of this section should 
be appointed to the first appointment (uot being a special one) suitable to his 
rank and qualifications which may become substantively vacant.' If its pay 
is less than that of the substantive appointment which he lost held, he should 
be promoted as substantive vacancies occur, until his pay is equal to that of the 
substantive appointment which he last held. Until he regains this position, 
he may draw, unless the local Government declare him unfit to be restored to 
his former rank, such personal allowance as will raise his salary to the amount 
which he would draw under this clause and the rules explanatory of it.

Section 10 («()• — In cases 4, 5, and 6 the salaries are calcu- 
tated by military rules : any excess of the consolidated pay of 
the substantive appointment in case 6, over the military pay and 
allowances or the staff corps pay of the officer, being treated as a 
staff salary. 

(i). — The military rules referred to are as follows - 

(1) . — For officers who have elected the rules of 1868 — 

An officiating officer will draw half the staff salary of the appointment 
and half the staff salary of his substantive appointment, if he have one :

Section 13 (a).— An officer with a substantive appointment, 
officiating in a higher class or in another appointment, is entitled 
to an acting allowance, in addition to his pay, of one-fifth of the

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(d.)^A civil pfficer without a suLstaative appointment is 
entiued to an acting idlowance of the civil pay of the class 
or appointment in well he officiates. A military officer, withoiit

as will maJee the total equal to the sum of the assuxned subsistence 
allowance stated in Section 8, plu^ half the civil pay bf the class 
or appointment in which he officiates. 

Explanation.-— 'fhe civil pay of a graded class is the averagb 
civil pay of the grades (calculated without reference to the num- 
her of appointments in each grade) ; but the officiating officer’s 
salary shs^ not exceed the pay of the lowest grade. 

1. The net military pay of an officer of the Boyal Engineera u not taken 
-into account in calculating acting allowances. He is entitled to this pay 
independently of any other allowance. 

Section 14.— In the following cases, special allowances are 
given, on sanction by the Local Government, or, if the appoint* 
ment be under a Chief Commissioner or an Agent to the 
Governor General, or under \he Resident of Hydarabad, or the 
Superi nt of Port Blair, by the Government of India : 

(a).— 'A subordinate officiating as an Executive Engineer is 
allowed Bs. 100 a month in addition to his pay, provided that the 
aggregate does not exceed the pay of an Executive Engineer 
of the 4th Grade. , 

(&).— A subordinate officiating as. an Assistant is allowed 
Bs. 50 a month in addition to Ms pay. This allowance is not 
admissible on the mere circumstance of the subordinate holding 
a charge formerly held by an Assistant, but only when the 
charge involves duties and responsibilities which, in character 
or extent, are such as are not usually imposed on subordinate 
officers. 

(c). — An Accountant officiating for a Cont^Uer •or Depuly 
Controller is entitled to draw an allowance of Bs. 100 a month 
in addition to his pay, provided that the aggregate dc^s not 
exceed the pay of a Deputy Controller.t

(J). — An officer with a substantive appointment officiating in 
an appointment to wliich clause (a) does not apply, and of which 
the pay is not less than Rs. 100, is entitled to an acting allowance 
of one-fifth of the pay of the appointment : Provided that no officer 
may, under this clause, be appointed to officiate in a higher grade 
of jiis own class. 

1. In the Pul die Works Department no increased allowances are admis- 
sible to an officer of the Up])er Subordinate Establishment, or to a Sub- 
OvlTseer, for performing duties previously entrusted to one of a higher grade 
in either of the Sulwrdinate Establishments.

Umplanation.— The pay'of an appointment which belongs to Graded appointniimti, 
a graded class and is not sucb as is doscrikid in clause (a) of this 
section, is the average pay of the grades, calculated without .

CHAPTER VIII. 

Plural Appointments. 

Section 23. — The salary of an officer holding substantively, or 
officiating in, two or more independent appointments at one time, 
shall be regulated as follows : 

(a). — He shall draw the highest salary to which he would be 
entitled if he hpld, or officiated in, any one of the appointments 
alone. 

(A).— For the other appointment or appointments, he shall 
draw sueh allowances as^ the Local Government may fix, not 
exceeding, for each appointment, half the salary which he would 
draw if he held or officiated in it alone. 

(c).— Provided that his aggregate salary shall not exceed the 
pay which he would draw in the most highly paid of the appoint- 
ments, if he held it substantively and alone. 

1. Tliis proviso may be dispensed with, if the Local Government declared 
that, for special reasons (to be communicated to the Supreme Government), it 
is necessary, on public grounds, to entrust to the one officer the duties,of the 
several offices at once, and that the salary to which he would be limited 
by the proviso is insufficient. 

[Illusiraliou . — A Covenanted Civil Servant holding a substantive appoint- 
ment, A, of which the i)ay is lls. 1,000, is appointed, without being relieved 
of his own duties, to officiate in two iijipointracnts, B, of which the pay is 
Rs. 1,600, and C, of which the pay is Rs. 2,200. “

If he held A only, he would draw ... ... ... 1,000 

If he officiated in B only, he would (lra\y pay Rs. 1,000, 

and acting allowance Rs. 400 ... ... ... 1,400 

If he officiated in C only, he would drawn pay Rs. 1,000,

And but for proviso (c) he would be entitled for B and A to such allow-

But in consequence of that proviso, his aggregate salary must be limited 
to Rs. 2,200 (the pay of appointment C), unless the de^Uration prescribed in 
Rule 1 be made.] 

Section 24 (a). — Section 23 does not apply to the case of an 
officer officiating at the same time in two or more appointments 
which are ordinarily hold substantively by one individual. , In 
such case, the two appointments shall, for the purpose of calcu- 
lating acting allowances, bo treated as one appointment upon the 
aggregate pay. 
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(6). — ^Nor to the case of an offioer discharging the duties of 
more than one appointment in the same office, or on the same 
establishment. 

Examples. — One Under Secretary discharging the duties of a fellow 
Under Secretary in the same olHce or departmenlTas well 
as bis own. 

A Joint Magistrate appointed, in addition to his own duties, to officiate 
ns Magistrate of the District. Jn this case, he gets allow- 
ances only as Officiating Magistrate of the District. 

A District Judge deprived of the help of an Additional or Assistant 
Judge, and therefore doing the Additional or Assistant 
Jv^lge's ^ork. 

A Joint Magistrate doing t,he work of a second Joint Magistrate in tlic 
District as well as his own. 

A clerk doing the duties of another clerk in the same olfice. 

(c). — Nor does the section affect “local allowances ” given for 
the performance of separate duties. 

1. Tlie allowances ‘for tlie additional charge of an ap;)oinlinent of the 
kind specified in Section 11, arc regulated by military rules and not by this 
Code. 

Section 25 ( a ). — An officer appointed, without being relieved of cnmni 
of his own duties, to be in charge of the current duties of an 
office, is ordinarily not entitled to acting allow^anco. 

{h ). — Bui when an offictir is appointed to be in charge of th(‘ 
current duties of a judicial office, or of a gazetted office in the 
Police Department, and the charge, in the opinion of the Local 
Government, entails a substantial increase of responsibility, 
besides some additional work, he is entitled to a charge allowance, 
to be fixed by the Local Government, not exceeding one-tenth of 
the pay of the office. If the office is open to, and may in practice 
bo held by, a Covenanted Civil Servant or an officer of the Army, 
the charge allowance may not ho less than Rs. 100 a month. 

1 . * For a suboi’ditiatc judicial officer in charge of the current duties of a 
district judgt?s office, the charge allowance is fixed at Rs. 1 >>0 a month. 

(c ). — An officer of tlie Engineer Establishment of the Public 
AVorks Department, appointed, without being relieved of his own 
duties, to be in charge of ‘the current duties of an office of higher 
class than his own, is entitled to a charge allowance of one-tenth 
of the civil pay of the class. But the cases must be reported to 
the Government of India for confirmation. 


CHAPTER IX. 

Appointments on pRoauBssivE Pay. 

Section 26 (a). — When an officer is first appointed (whether Rule fiuiUuiJf 
the appointment be ’substantive or officiating) to an office ofnS/'* 
which the pay is progressive and the minimum pay is not less 
than Rs. 100, the pay of the appointment shall, for the purpose 
of calculating his salary, bo ascertained by counting towards the 
increments any excess over one year in tlie period immediately 
preceding the date on which the appointment takes effect, during 
which the officei's pay continuously — 

(1) if progressive, has been at its maximum, and 

(2) has been not less than the minimum pay of the ap- 
pointment. 

Provided that not more than a year can be counted under 
this section. 
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(J).--If the minimum pay of the appointment is less than 
Ks. 100, no time can be counted towards the increments before 
the date on which the appointment takes effect. 

had since the 1st July 1S70 been drawing the maximum pay 
(Rs. 600) of his appointment. On the 1st December 1871, he was appointed 
officiate in an office the pay of which rises from Rs. 600 to, 800. Under 
this section he counts five months out of the seventeen intervening between 
the 1st July 1870 and the Ist December 1871. This section, however, does 
not fix his salary, but only determines otic of the elements necessary for its 
calculation. 

Sectwn 27. — After an officer’s first appointment, the pay of 
the appointment shall, for the purpose of calculating his salary, 
be ascertained by counting towards the increments (in audition to 
any time admissible under Section 20)— 

i. Any time, whether continuous or not, during which lie 
has officiated in the appointment, and during which— 

(1) his pay, if progressive, has been at its mavimnn), and 

(2) his salary has been not less than the minimum pay 
of the appointment. 

ii. Any time during which he has substantively held the 
appointment. 

Example . — A (the officer in the example under last sectior) will, under 
this section, count the time subsequent to let December 1871,* during which 
he is officiating in the appointment. But this section, like the last, does not 
of itself fix his salary. 

B^forerieutaUiiff Scotiotl 2S {a) . — If the officer is officiating in the appoint- 

ment, his acting allowanco shall be calculated on the mean pay 
of the appointment ; his maximum salary shall he the jay of the 
appointment as fixed in accordance with Sections 26 and 27 ; and 
his minimum salary shall be half the mean pay of the appoint- 
ment. 


{b). If the officer holds the appointment substantively, his 
pay shall be the pay of the appointment as fixed in accordance 
with Sections 26 and 27.

If he officiates only, he gets lls. 740 (». e. Rs. 600+^^*’), limited at first to 
Rs. 600, after the Ist July 1872 to Rs. 650, and alter the 1st July 1878 to 
Rs. 700. ^ But after the Ist July 1874 he will draw the full Rs. 740, as the 
limit is then Rs. 750.

1 . The following special rules apply to the Post Offiue Dupartmeut 

(a). Unless otherwise specially ordered by the Director General, an 
officer can count time only under Section 27, and can count under part i of 
that section only so much as is continuous. 

(5). An increment of salary accruing in any other month than March 
must be postponed until the Ist of March next following. 
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Section 29. — An officer may, by excluding a previous ap- 
pointment, count a subsequent appointment as the ‘‘ iirst’* ap- 
pointment under these rules. 

JSpa«tpfe.— A officiated from the 1st January 1872 till the Slst^March 
1872 in an appointment the pay of which wap progpressive, but his own pay 
%ot being at the maximom, ho was not entitled to count any time under 
Section 26. 

He is again appointed to officiate on the 1st January 1874, but his pay 
having for some time been at the maximum, and the other conditions being 
fulfilled, the circumstances are such that, if this were his first uppointmont, 
he would be entitled, under .Section 2G, to count nine months towards the 
increments. ' 

As this is more advantageous than it would be to count under Section 27 
only the three months of his first olficiating tenure, he would, by this section, 
exclude the first officiating tenure, aud count the second tenure (beginning on 
the 1st January 1874) as the first. 

The three months, of course, cannot be afterwards counted under 
Section 27. 

Section 30. — In Departments in wbich the pay is regulated 
according to classes, an officer may count, under Section 27, any 
time during which ho has officiated in a higher class, as if he had 
during that time officiated in any lower class. Time thus 
counted cannot be afterwards counted towards an increment in 
the higher elass. 

Section 31.-— Time spent on leave with allowances counts Ti«e«pont on 
towards increments in the same manner as if during it the officer 
had actually held or officiated in (as the case may be) the appoint- 
ment on which he has a lien. But an increment accruing while 
an officer is on leave does not affect his allowances until he returns 
to duty. 

Section 32. — Time passed under suspension docs not count subpomioii 
towards increments, if the suspension is a penalty for misconduct ; 
but an officer, in directing reinstatement of a person who has 
been suspended, may declare that the time shall count. 

Note . — The rules in Sections 26 and 30 were first promulgated in the 
Acting Allowance Code dat#d the 1st August 1871. 

Section 30 may be applied in fixing tlie s.'ilaries of officers in the appoint- 
ments wljich they were holding un«1he 1st August, but no b.ack ])!iy before the 
1st August can be drawn in consequence of the permission given by it. 

Section 20 can be applied only in fixing the salaries of officers in apjioint- 
ments made on or after the 1st August, but any officer holding an appointment 
on the 1st August 1871 may count that appointment as if it had been “ first'^ 
mode on that date. 


CHAPTER X. 

Exceptional Cases. 

Section 33. — ^The allowances of an officiating Ordinary Mem- vramh.« ..f 
ler of the Executive Council of the Governor General, or of tlie 
lovernor of Madras or Bombay, are regulated by Act of Parlia- 
Qcnt, Sectioh 27 of 24 & 25 Vic., Cap. 07. 

Section 27. — If any vacancy shall h.a])j)en in the office of an Ordinary 
Jember of the Council of the (Jovemor Geueral, or of tlie Council of either 
f the Presidencies, when no jierson provisionally ajipointed to succeed thereto 
[lall lie then present on the spot, then, and on every such occasion, such 
acancy shall be supplied by the apixiintment of the Governor General in 
louneil, or the Governor in Council, as the case may he j and until a successor 
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shall arrive, the person so nominated shall execute the office to which he nh«U 
have been appointed, and shall have all the powers thereof, and shall have, and 
be entitled to, the sidary and other emoluments and advantages appertaining 
to the said office during hie continuance therein, every such temporaiy Member 
of Council foregoing all salaries and allowances by him held and enWed at 
the time of his being appointed to such office ; and if any Ordinary Member 
of the^Coundl of the Govcnior General, or of the Council of either of the 
Presidencies, shall, by any infirmity or otlierwise, be rendered' incapable of* 
acting or of attending to act as such, or if any such Member shall be absent 
on leave, and if any person shall have been provisionally appointed as afore- 
said, then the place of such Member absent or unable to attend shall be 
supplied by such person, and if no person provisionally appointed to succeed 
to the office shall be then on the spot, the Governor General in Council, or 
Governor in Council as the cose may be, shall ‘appoint some person to be a 
temporary Member of Council, and until the return of the Member so 
absent or unable to attend, the person so provisionally appointed’ by the 
Seeretary of State in Council, or so appointed by the Governor General 
m Council, or Governor in Council, as the case may be, shall execute the 
office to which he shall have been appointed, and shall have all the 
powers thereof, and shall receive half the salary of the Member of Council 
whose place he supplies, and also half the salary of 'his office under the Gov- 
ernment of Indi?, or the Government of either of the Presidencies, as the 
case may be, if he held any such office, the remaining half of such last-named 
salary Iwing at the disposal of the Government of India, or other Govern- 
ment as aforesaid: provided always that no person shall be appointed a 
temporary Member of the said Council, who might not have been appointed 
as hereinbefore provided to fill the vacancy supplied by such temporary 
appointment. 

Section 34. — ^An Officiating Chief Justice, or Judge of any 
High Court, or of the Chief Court of the Panjab, is entitled to 
the full pay of the appointment. 

Section 36. — An Officiating Law Officer draws, as acting al- 
lowance, the difference between the allowance attached to the 
appointment and the portion of it drawn by the absentee for 
whom ho officiates. 

1. The Government of Madras may apply this rule to an officer officiate 
ing as translator to Government.

llxtract ftOM the Telegraph Code, Chapter JD. 

82. The following Rules relate to the acting alibwances of officers of 
the superior establishment, the expression “ consolidated pay^* being in all 
cases understoo^as the pay fixed for a Civil Officer holding an appointment, 
even though the officq]* affected in the calculation of acting allowance bo a 
military officer. 

I.— Ah officer officiating in the Telegraph Department, who does not hold 
any substantive appointment, shall receive an acting allowance 
of half the consolidated pay of the appointment in which he 
may officiate. In giving acting allowance under this rule to 
a Military Officer nut holding any substantive appointment, 
who may officiate in the Telegraph Department, the allowance 
granted will be in addition to his military pay and allowances, 
up to an amount not exceeding what the officer would draw 
were he to be confirmed in the lowest grade of the class in which 
he may be appointed to officiate. 

tl.— An officer officiating as Director General shall draw a salaiy not less 
than Rs. 2,600 a month. 

III. --Except as provided in Rules I and V, an officer officiating in a 

grade immediately superior to his own, shall draw the minimum 
* consolidated pay of that gnule ; if he be a Military Officer, and 
the grade in which he is officiating carry staff allowances, he 
shall draw the same salary as he would draw were he pemianent* 
ly confirmed in the grade in which he officiates. 

IV. — Except as provided in Rules I and V, an officer officiating in a 

grade higher than that immediately superior to his own diall 
draw an acting allowance of one-fifth of the mean consolidated 
pay of the grade in which he officiates, provided that the whole 
salary drawn by him shall not exceed the minimum pay of the 
grade in which he officiates. If, however, he be a Militaiy 
Officer, officiating in a grade carrying staff allowances, he shaU 
draw, in addition to the staff allowances of his own grade, an 
acting allowance of one-fifth of the staff allowances of the grade 
in which he offlfciates, provided that the whole sidary drawn by 
him shall not exceed the maximum pay fixed for the grade in 
which he officiates. • 

V. — ^No Assistant Superintendent, when officiating for another Assistant 

Superintendout of a higher grade, shall draw any acting al- 
lowance. 

VI. — These rules are to be apjdicd to all officers. Military or Civil, offici- 

ating in the superior ajipointmcnts of the Telegraph Department 
in all cases, whether in an absolute vacancy or during the ab- > 
sence of the permanent incumbent on general or privilege leave, 
special duty, or field service. 

VlL— The acting allowance to the substitute of an officer on privilege 
leave will be paid by the State. 

VIII.— A Superintendent holding charge of two divisions will receive an 
allowance of Rs. lOU a month, and any Assistant Su{)erintendcnt 
in charge of two sub-divisions Rs. 50 a mouth. This, however, 
is only to be allowed tinder sjiecial circumstances, and as a tern- 
. poraiy arrangement, and must be reported to the Government 
of India for confirmation. 

96. No increased allowances arc payable to any officer of the upper or 
lower suliordinate establishment, or to any Sub-Inspector, for performing duties 
previously entrusted to one of a higher grade in cither of those subordinate es^i 
tablishmeutst 
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Extract from the Bulet of ike appointments, ^c., of Officers of the Forest Depart- 
ment under the control of the Government of India, 

XIJ.— As a rule, all officiating appointments will be made to tbe lowest 
grade of Assistant or Deputy Conservator, and to the lowest 
class of Conservator, and in such cases the salary of the officia* 
ting officer will be the pay of the lowest grade or class of the 
office in wliich he officiates. There being no fixed nnmlwr in the 
difierent grades of the Assistant Conservator and Deputy Con- 
servator, no officiating appointments in the higher grades within 
these classes will be permitted. 

XIII.— If in any special case an ofliciating appjintriicnt is ma^le otherwise 
• than to the lowest grade or class of Assistant or Deputy Con- 
servator, or Conservator, the salary of the officiating office will 
be regulated by the ordinary rules rcgaiding acting allowance, 
or will be fixed sjrecially by the Govcrniocut of India.

No. 666 P— Fort William, the Voih March nVZ.^Political.--Floiifieation.-\n continu- 
ation of Notification No. 1333Pof;i0tli June 1871, the Governor Geiieralin Council is pleased 
to notify as follows, regarding the declaration to bo made under Section 3 of the Natura- 
lization Act, 1870, by British subjects naturalized in the United States of America, in order 
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to nnonnce their status as naturalized American citizens and to resume British nation* 
ality:— 

WHEREAS by Section 8 of the Naturalization Act, 1870, it was provided as follows : — 

** When Her Majesty has entered into a Convention with a^ foreign State to the effect 
that the subjects or citizens of that State who have been naturalized as British subjects may 
divest themselves of their status as such subjects, it shall be lawful for Her Majesty, by Order 
in Council, to declare that such Convention has been entered into by Her Majesty ; and from 
and after the date of such Order in Council any person being originally a subject or citizen of 
the State referred to in such Order, who has been naturalized as a British subject, may, within 
such limit of tiino as may bo provided in the Convention, make a deelaration of alienage, and 
from and after the date of his so making such declaration sueh person shall be regarded as 
an alien, and as a subject of the State to which he originally belonged as aforesaid. 

‘'A declaration of alienage may be made as follows, that is to say— -if the declarant be 
in the United Kingdom, in the presence of any Justice of the PeaM j if elsewhere in Her 
Majesty's dominions, in the presence of any Judge of any Court of Civil or Criminal Juris* 
diction, of any Justice of the Peace, or of any other Officer for the time being authorized by 
law in the place in which the declarant is to administer an oath for any judicial or other legal 
purpose ; if out of Her Majesty’s dominions, in the presence of any Officer in ths Diplomatic 
or Consular Service of Her Majesty.” 

And whereas, in pursuance of the said section. Her Majesty entered into a Convention 
with the United States of America which was signed at London, May 13th, 1870, and the 
ratifications of which were exchanged at London, August 10th, . 1870, to the following 
effect o 

"Her Majesty the Queen /)f the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and the 
President of the TJnited States of America being .desirous to regulate the citizenship of Bri- 
tish'subjccts who have emigrated or who may emigrate from the British dominions to the 
United States of America, and of citizens of the United States of America who have emi- 
grated or who may emigrate from the United States of America to the British dominions, 
have resolved to conclude a Convention for that purpose, and have named as their Pleni- 
potentiaries, that is to say — 

"Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, the 
Right Hon’blc George William Frederick, Earl of Clarendon, Baron Hyde, of Hindon, a 
Peer of the United Kingdom, a Member of Her Britannic Majesty’s Most Ilou’ble Privy 
Council, Knight of the Most Noble Order of the Garter, Knight Grand Cross of the Most 
Hon’ble Order of the Bath, Her Britannic Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs j 

"and the President of the United States of America, John Lotbrop Motley, Esq., 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of the United States of America to Her 
Britannic Majesty ; 

" who after having communicated to each otlier their respective full powers, found to be 
in good and due form, have agreed upon and concluded the following Articles : — 

"ARTICLE I. 

" British subjects who have become, or shall become, and are naturalized, according to 
law within the United States of America, as citizens thereof, shall, sutject to the provisions 
of Article II, be held by Great Britain to be in all respects and for all purposes citizens of 
the United States, and shall be treated as such by Great Britain. 

" Reciprocally, citizens of the United States of <Amcrica who have become, or shall 
become, and arc naturalized, according to law within the British dominions, as British 
subjects, shall, subject to the provisions of Article II, be held by the United States to be in 
all respects and for all purposes British subjects, and shall be treated as such by the United 
States. 

"ARTICLE II. 

" Such British subjects as aforesaid, who have become and are naturalized as citizens 
within the United States, shall be at liberty to renounce their naturalization and to resume 
their Briti:«h nationality, provided that such renunciation be publicly declared within two 
years after the twelfth day of May 1870. 

" Such citizens of the United States as aforesaid, who have become and are naturalized 
within the dominions of Her Britannic Majesty as British svbjects, shall be at liberty to 
renounce their naturalization, and to resume their nationality as citizens of the United 
States, provided that such renunciation be publicly declared within two years after the exchange 
of the ratifications of the present Convention. 

" The manner in which this renunciation may be made and publicly declared shall be 
agreed upon by the Governments of the respective countries. 

"ARTICLE III. 

" If any such British subject as aforesaid, naturalized in the United States, should 
renew, his residence within the dominions of Her Britannic Majesty, Her Majesty’s Govern* 
meat inay, on his own application, and on such conditions as that Government may think fit 
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to impoBO, re*admit him to the character and privileges of a British subject, and the United 
States shall not in that cas eclaiin him as a citizen of* the United States on account of his 
former naturalization. 

** In the same manner, if any such citizen of the United States as aforesaid, naturalized 
within the dominions of Her Britannic Majesty, should renew his residence in the United 
States, the United States’ Government may, on his own application, and on such conditions 
as that Government may think fit to impose, re*admit him to the character and privileges of a 
citizen of the United States, and Great Britain shall not, in that case, clhim him as a British 
subject on account of his former naturalization. 

"ARTICLE IV. 

" The present Convention shall be ratified by Her Britannic Majesty and by the Presi- 
* dent of United States, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate thereof, and the 
ratifications shall bp exchanged at London as soon as may be within twelve mouths from the 
date hereof. , * 

" In witpess whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed the same, and have 
affixed thereto their respective seals. 

" Done at London the thirteenth day of May in the year of our Lord one thousand, 
eight hundred and seventy.

— AND WHEREAS a further Convention, supplementary to the foregoing Convention 
was signed at Washington, February 23rd, 1871, (the ratifications being exchanged at 
Washington, May 4th, 1871), and was to the following effect : — 

“Whereas by the second Article of the Convention between Her Majesty the Queen of 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and the United States of America, for 
regulating the citizenship of subjects and citizens of the contracting parties who have emigrat.* 
ed or may emjgrate from dominions of the one to those of the other party, signed at London 
on the 18th of May 1870, it was stipulated that the manner in which the renunciation by 
such subjects and citizens of their naturalization, and the resumption of their native allegi- 
ance, may be made and publicly declared, should be agreed upon by the Governments of the 
respective countries; Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland and the President of the United States of America, for the purpose of effecting such 
agreement, have resolved to conclude a Supplemental Convention, aud have named as their 
Plenipotentiaries, that is to say. Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, Sir Edward Thorn^'on, Knight Commander of the Most Hon’ble Order 
of the Bath, and Her Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to the United States 
of America, ffkid the President of the United States of America, Hamilton Fish, Secretary 
of State, who have agreed as follows 

ARTICLE I. 

“ Any person being originally a citizen of the United States, who had previously to 
May 18th, 1870, been naturalized as a British subject, may at any time before August 10th, 
1872, and any British subject, who at the date first aforesaid had been naturalized as a citizen 
within the United States, may at any time before May 12th, 1872, publicly declare his renun- 
ciation of such naturalization by subscribing an instrument in writing substautially in the form 
hereunto appended, and designated as Annex A. 

Such renunciation by an original citizen of the United States of British nationality 
shall, within the territories and jurisdiction of the United States, be made in duplicate, in the 
presence of any Court authorized by law for the time being to admit aliens to naturalization, 
or before the Clerk or Prothonotary of any such Court ; if the declarant be beyond the 
territories of the United States, it shall be made in duplicate before any Diplomatic or Con- 
sular Officer of the United States. One of such duplicates shall remain of record in the 
custody of the Court or Officer in whoso presence it was made ; the other shall be, without 
delay, transmitted to the Department of State. 

** Such renunciation, if declared by an original British subject, of his acquired nation- 
ality as a citizen of the United States, shall, if the declarant be in the United Kingdom rf 
Great Britain and Ireland, be made in duplicate, iu the presence of a Justice of the Peace; if 
elsewhere in Her Britannic Majesty’s dominions, in triplicate, in the presence of any Judgp of 
Civil or Criminal Jurisdiction, of any Justice of the Peace, or of any other Officer fot tiM 
time being authorized by law in the place in which the declarant is, to administer an oath for 
any judicial or other legal purpose ; if out of Her Majesty’s dominions, in triplicate, in the 
presence of any Officer in the Diplomatic or Consular Service of Her Majesty.

“ The contracting parties hereby engage to communicato each to the other, from time to 
time, lists of the persons who within their respective dominions and territories, or before 
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their Diplomatic and Consular Officers have declared their renunciation of naturalization, 
with the dates and places of making such declarations, and such information as to the abode 
of the declarants, and the time and places of their naturalization, as they may have furnished. 

« ARTICLE III. 

“ The present Convention shall be ratified by Her Britannic Majesty and by the President 
of the United States, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate thereof, and the 
ratifications sliall be exchanged at Washington as soon as may be convenient.

Mr. Bernard moved that the Bill to amend the Calcutta Port Improve- 
ment Act, being Act V of 1870 passed by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal 
in Council, and to amend Act XXTI of 1850, the clauses of which were settled 
at the last meeting, be passed. Tlic Bill as settled by the Council had been 
published and bad been fully considered, and as nobody had any amendments 
to propose as far as be was aware, lu; would now move that the Bill be passed. 

The motion was agreed to, and the Bill passed. 
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EMBANKMENTS AND WATER-COURSES. 

Mr. Schalch moved that Mr. Robinson bo added to tl\o select committee 
■ on the BiU to provide for embankments and water-courses. 

The motion was agreed to. 

MOFUSSIL MUNICIPALITIES. 

Mr. Berna;bd moved that Mr. Beaufort be added to the select committee 
on the Bill to amend and consolidate the law relating to municipalities. 

The motion was agreed to. 

PROVINCIAL FINANCES. 

His Honor the President said that before adjourning the Council he 
would announce to the members to-day that ho proposed, at tlie next meeting 
of the Council, to make the finamiial statement — tlio statement which was 
prescribed by the resolution of the Govoi-nmen'fc of India commonly known 
as the financial decentralization resolution, a statemimt of the kind being 
by that resolution appointed to bo made by ('aeh of tho local Govern- 
ments in their respective Legislative Councils. On that occasion he should 
take tho opportunity of cxphiiniug and n'viewing the mode in whicih 
tljf trust committed to us, tho mode in wliicdi the money committed to the 
administration of the Goveriiinont of Ih'iigal hy ihat ri'solution, had been 
administered in tho year which was now expiring; and ho would take the oppor- 
tunity to lay before the Council tho nna'le in which W(' j>roj)Offt;d to meet the 
financial reejuirememts of the ensuing year, lie would also take occasion 
to explain his Amiws regarding our linancial position, and the reasons which had 
guided him in distributing tlu; funds at his dis])Osal in tlu; various departments 
of the State. 

The Council "was adjourned to Saturday, the 2Pid instant. 


Preparations in Cuttack for receiving the late Viceroy. 


No. 925 A, dated Cuttack, the 20ih Feliruary 1872. 

From—T. K. llAVhNslLVW, lisQ., Comniis.'-iDiicr of llic Orissa Division. • 

To— The S.crctary to the Goveriiincnt of General De|iart;nent. 

I HAVE the honor to report that in accordaiieu willi oflieial and dctni-ollicial instructions 
the following preparations had been made iu Orissa in aiiucipaliun of His Excellency the late 
Viceroy’s visit. 

2. The annexed progr.atnmc and stution order was issued, and every 
' ’ detail of arrangement had been carefully attended to. 

3. Government ollieers, European residents, fajahs and zemindars, as per statement 

appended, hud been invited to attend «lurbar. Among tho rajahs and 
“ ® ■ zemindars the utmost enthusiasm prevailed, and, with very few exceptions, 

'every individual was, in obedience to the summons, present at Cu’.taek. I should note that the 
list, as submitted, was not ])rej)aicd witljout reference to the exact order of precedence. I intended 
to have revised it in com miinicution with His Honor (he Lieutenunt-tidvernor, and with the 
Foreign Secretary to Government of India previous to the proposuib (rurb.ar. 

4. In addition to the rajahs and zemindars 1 had, in aeeoi dance with the wishes of Bis 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, secured the attendance with their rajahs of deputations from 
every indigenous tribe and race to be found in the bill tracts ui Orissa. There was a large and 
a most interesting gathering. 

6. 1 proceeded to False Point, and was there awaiting arrival of His Honor the Liente- 
nant-Governoi^ when a steamer arrived, bringing Culunel iiuudu.' from the Andaman Islands 
with intelligence of His Excellency the Viceroy’s assassination. Understanding that another 
steamer had been despatebed direct to Calcuttik, 1 returned without a moment’s delay to 
Cuttack, and arrived on the morning of 14tU. Telegraphic information had pi-eeeded me. The 
to\rn, though crowded with people, was in a stale of the deepest sorrow and depression ; an 
' ominous and death.likc silence and stillness prevailed in the bazars, and the conduct of the 
’ native population was expf’essive of the greatest sorrow and sympathy. Perfect order and quiet 
was preserved. 

6. On the 15th roy house wa^ crowded from morning to night by groups of anxious 
inquirers and gympatbizers : meetings were held among the European and native residents and 
visitors ; addresses of condolence were voted. 
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7. On 16th I invited all the rajaha, zemindars, and native gentlemen who had been 
summoned for durbar to attend a meeting at my private residence. Seats were provided for 
about 200, andiat the same time the verandah and compound were filled with an immense 

Marked c c^owd of people. I had prepared a translation of the enclosed address, which 

^ ’ was read out amidst the most profound silence. It would be impossible 

adequately to describe the sympathy, distress, and regret exhibited by the native rajahs and 
people. Many of them shed tears ol genuine grief; and 1 feel confident that in no part of 
India is there to be found a more thoroughly loyal population, or a people better affected towards 
tiie British Government, than in Orissa. , All their hopes had been set on Lord Mayo’s antici- 
pated visit, and the personal repute and noble character of our lamented Viceroy will, 1 am 
confident, remain permanently impressed on the minds of Orissa chiefs and people. 

8. 1 personally explained to the rajahs that the presentation of khillats would be post- 
poned, and I am bcund to state that this was in precise accordance with their ideas; indeed, 

many of them intiAiated that the dispensation of presents at such a season was deemed 

impossible,** 

9. On the 17th I received deputations from the hill tribes, beaded by the Boad Khonds 

and Keonjliur Jlhoovas. To these also I carefully gave audieiuje, explaining in simple language 
the circumstances of the ViciToy’s assassination; their expression of loyalty and sympathy were 
loud and sincere; and on reference to the presents prepared ft»r thorn, they unanimously repudi- 
ated any possible wish to receive them, staling How can we take gifts of joy at a time of 

sorrow?” ami knowing, as 1 do, these wild people’s predilections for red cloth and beads, I feel 
that tiiey ])aid no ordinary compliment to the Viceroy’s memory, 

10. Letters of eondoloncc have been forwarded tlirough the Private SeoreWry to the 
Countess of Mayo from tiie European and native residents and rajahs. Another memorial, 
exj)ressive of regn t and loyalty, enclo&iiig co|)y of the addre.ss prepared by the rajahs and 
zemindars to be preseulcd on Lord Mayo’s landing at CiitUck, has also been submitted 
to Goveinment. 

11. ^ A largt? meeting of natives, including all the tributary chiefs, was held, at which a 
Mayo memorial was ynivA to take the form of educational endowmoiUs. Subscriptions to the 
amount of lls. lt,019 were raised on the spot, and a Committee will be formed to carry 
out the scheme. 

12. ^Kinally, I have to report that the Viceroy’s horses, the .toslickhana superintendent 
wiili th(» propertii'S sent for duibar, thedurlKir and other tents and furnitures, were despatched 
to False P-iut some davs jcjo, under supervision of the Collector of Cuttack, for transmission to 
Calcutta per steamer Cvleiihj. 

L‘}. 'fhe lajal's, zemimiar.^^. ami people, assembled at Cuttack for this occasion have all 
quietly and sorrowfully dispersed. 

Station Onnuts. 

Tur following arrangement.'^ liave boon made Idr tJie ViriToy’s visit to Ori.ssa. 

Th(i Viceroy, accompanied by the Countess of Mayo, Maj»>r ami the Hon’ble Mrs. Bourne, 
Mr, AiMdilsvn, Colonel llundall, and two Aides-de-camp, will arrive at False Point on Wodnesuay, 
l llh February. 

• Ills lI<)nor the Liinronant-Cidvernor of Bengal, Colonel Haig, Mr, Bcadon, and Aides-de- 
camj^, will al?%o arrive at. Itdse Point al)out the same time. 

Tiie Viceroy’s and Lieutenrint-Uovenior’s party will disembark and proceed up the 
Mahanuddy river in the steamer Kod to jMarsagliai, and thence by canal steamers and boats to 
Kendoupatna, arriving mi the evening of lllh, 

Tlmrsday, 1 5t li February. lt\ the uioriiing canal distribiitarios will be inspected, after which 
the party will proceed up the K ndraparali canal, vij^iliug the liead works on Beripa river and 
entrance to high-level canal and I\rahanuddy anicut, arriving at Jobra ghsU at 1-30^ P.M. 

Frida)^ IDtli February. His Execlleney will ride uj) to Naraje and return by river, reaching 
Cuttack befofe noon. Pnbii** ius;il.utioiis will then be visited, and a durbar will be held at 1 P.M. 

Oil Saturday, 17th tebru.iry, the Viceroy and party will proceed to Bhpobunessur and 
Khundgir(»e, visiting and iiispeeiing tiie caves and anii(|uities, returning to Cuttack the s^e 
evening, and start afier dinner on tlie return journey towards Fal.«:e Point. 

' 18th. Embark on at 1 iMr. for Calcutta,- which is to be reached on the afteynoon 

of 19th. 

Details for carrying out the above programme will bo arranged as follows 

Ihe Superintending Engineer and his staff will un iertake provision of necei?sary steamers 
and boats for the river and canal trip in communi(?ation witli the Colh'ctor of Cuttack, who has 
been desired to place all available boats at the Sujiminlcnding Engineer’s disposal ; the Master 
Attendant bus been wriiteii ti>, ami informs that tlic AW, river steamer, will be sent to PaLo 
Point without delay, aiul the two canal steaincrt, will be supplemented by the Gemify, which is 
being sent down. 

Each boat is to be jirovided as far as possible with the best accommodation, crews, and 
stores procurable. 

The Gemini, and Pioiirer, s^camor.s, will proceed to False Point, leaving the Ofga and 
smaller l»oats at a little below Maisagliai entrance of tlio Kendrapara canal; cargo boats will 
be in attendance at the part to receive baggrge, and will be towed up by the Koel to Marsaghui. 
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Every canal steamer and boat will be provided with all requisites in the way of crew and 
stores before leaving Cuttack. 

Transit from False Point to Cuttack will be under the Superintending Engineer’s special 
control and management, and all officers of other departments are requested to render the 
utmost possible assistance. 

A special d&k will be laid between Cuttack and Marsagbai by the Collector of Cuttack, 
and d&k boats from Marsagbai to the port will similarly be supplied with extra men, so as to 
facilitate early receipt and despatch of letters and information ; for this duty the Collector of 
Cuttack will.be responsible. » 

A full supply of coolies will be needed at convenient stages all along the canals for lowing 
boats and to facilitate transit to and from Cuttack ; the Superintending Engineer will arrange 
for this with the Executive Engineer in charge of canal, who will also do his utmost to make 
suitable arrangements for the night’s halt at Kendoopatna. 

In consequence of dclleicncy of boat accommodation, and the difficulties of the route, it 
will he impossible to give the Viceregal party a proper reception at the port, whefb he will be 
met by the Divisional Commissioner and Superintending Engineer only; the Eendrapara 
sub-divisional officer and Revenue Superintendent of Canals should be in attendance at Kendoo- 
patna. 

On reaching Jobra gh&t at Cuttack, where the arrival of Ilis Excellency may be expected 
about 4 P.M., he will be received by a guard of iionor provided by the Oificer Commanding 
Cuttack. Guns are ex])ected, and the usual salute will be fired on His Excellency’s landing. 

Official and non-official residents of Cuttack will be invited to be in attendance at the 
gb&t and to receive the V iccroy on arrival 

Carriages will be in attendiauce to convey the party to Lnll Baugh ; the Collector of 
(/'attack, in communiciitiuu with the District Superintendent of I’olicc, will be responsible that 
the perfect order and absence of confusion prevails at i.he landing gb&t, and that an abundant 
supply of carriage and coolies are in attendance to cmivey I lie personal baggage to its destination. 

On landing His Excellency will be met by Ibe official and non-official residents^ and an 
address may, if desired, be presented in suitable terms by the native inhabitants, rajahs, and 
zemindars, welcoming His Exeoileiicy to Orissa. 

The Viceregal party will be escorted from the landing gh&t to Lall Baugh by the chief 
officers and residents of the station, proceeding over the Jobra and Taldundah Canal bead sluices 
and by the road skirting the south bank of the canal to Bridge No. 1 ; thence past Munglabag 
and the Commissioner’s office through liuxee Bazar, past the jail and Judge’s office through 
Baloo Bazar to Lall Baugh house. 

The Viceroy and suite will make their head-quarters at Lall Baugh , the Lieutenant- 
Governor and suite at the circuit house. 

Early on the morning of the 1 (ith February the Viceroy will ride to Narnjo ; arrangements 
for inspection of the works and return by river will be made by the Superintending Engineer. 

On the afternoon of IGtli hVliruary a durbar will beheld at 4 i’.M. ; all Government 
gazetted officers, civil and military, will attend. The Commissioner and Superintendent of 
Tributary Mehals will issue notice to rajahs of tributary states whose presence is .equired, and 
will arrange with district collectors for i.<sue of cards of admission to pcslikush rajahs, 
zemindars, and official and non-official residents. 

The Assistant Superintendent of Tributary Mehals and the Assislaut Superintendent ofOurjat 
Police will sec that all all the tributary rajalis are duly in att3ndanee ; similarly, district 
collectors will secure the timely attendance of all the native officers and zemindars of their 
respective jurisdictions. 

Durbar arrangements and order of precedence will be adjusted and settled by the Secre- 
taries to Government, and each rajah or zemindar will occupy the place assigned to him. Special 
instructions will issue on this subject hereafter. 

The Magistrate of Cuttack will see that an adequate police guard is on ibe spot to keep 
the ground clear in front of the durbar, and will settle all details with the District Superintendent. 

* Colonel Lanes, Commanding Cuttack, will arrange for a proper guard of hmor to meet His 
j^cellency on arriwal, to be in attendance at Lall Baugh and at the durbar. 

Seats will be provided for ladies to witness the ceremony. 

iTbe durbar will open and close with usual salutes. ^ 

If the native residents an^d gentJetnen desire to have an exhibition of fireworks or any other 
demonstration of welcome and loyalty, it may take plaoc under arrangements to be made by the 
Magistrate and District Superintendent of Police. 

On the morning of the 17th the Viceroy and party will go to Bhoobenessur ; boats will be 
provided at Lall Raugb by the Superintending Engineer to cross Katjoorcc river to Poorce gh&t, 
where carriages and horses will be in waiting to drive and ride to Tankpanee. The Collectors of 
Cuttack fpid Pooree will be asked to arrange to the utmost of their power for speedy transit to 
Tankpanee; and it is requested that all who are able to aid iu lending carriages knd horses will 
do so.

1 BAva called yon together in accordance with the wishes of His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Goveraw of Bengal, in order to inform you that His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor. 
General, of India is dead. He was on bis way from Rangoon in British Barmab to Cattack, 
and oalled at the Andaman Islands to inspect the penal settlements, where criminals sentenced 
to transportation b^ond the seas, are detained. His Excellent^, in the cootM of his inspeo* 
, !H<m, visited Hope Town, and was returning after dark to his ship, not far from the ghkt, vniei] 
n 1tfc>priaoaer nmned Sbere Ali, a Cabnllee, armed with a pointed weapon, .broke tbroogh the 
gomd and aitabbed the Viceroy in the back : he fell, and expired in a few moments. 

‘ The assasnn was immediately arrested, and will be dealt with' in aocordanee with law. 

No jreoaon or oaose* whatever is assign^ for so deep and desperate a crime which deprivei 
In^ <^ a iu^)]emaB of high rank wad ability, the trusted friend and able repieMntative of the 
Gneen of Ewland and Bindooetan. Lord Mayo's good qualities are too well known to re^oirc 
'if . xepetitMm.^ oe was indMatigable in carrying oat the details of Government, and abo in via^g 
poitiOB U this VMt empire. It was w» Excellency's intention to have received yon all at 

^ i '»l. .-1 1 . 
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a durbar at Cnttaek, aad vwj preparation had beep made. You all lo 7 all 5 r and promptly 
responded to the call to attend, and were assembled, ready to welcome our lamented Vioeroy^a 
arrival on the shores of Orissa. Bis death has deprived you of an opportunity of showing your 
devotion and loyalt;;^ to the British Oovemment^gualities which tne rajahs and aemindars of 
Orissa have never failed to exhibit, and 1 feel confident yon will, in retwning to your ki^hs 
and hemes, hear in mind the fact that Lord Mayo met his death in discharge of his duty, and 
that his last object in life was to visit Orissa, and to meet the officerf of Government, the 
nyahs, zemindars, and people of this erreat province, thereby testifying to the constant interest 
and ears Government takes in the progress and prosperity of Orissa and its people. 

Yon have already prepared a formal address of condolence with Lady Mayo, and I feel 
assnred that if it be possible to mitigate the sorrows of a widowed heart, they may be in a 
measure soothed by tlie knowledge &at her noble hnsband. Lord Mayo, died in the execution of 
bis duty andjjp possession of the confidence of his Queen and of the people of India — a noble 
instance among many on record of the devotion with which all who serve the British Govern* 
ment swerve not from the path>of loyalty and duty. 

The durbar which wjs fixed for this date is postponed, and deeply as I regret the sad cause 
of its postpo&emept, 1 sh^l hope on some future and more auspiciDus occasion to meet you 
again assembled in Cuttack.

pose of repaying at due date from time to time the 
several loans contracted or debentures issued by 
the Justices.

Bengal in Council, as provides for the registering 
and licensing of jute warehouses; and whereas it 
is expedient to provide for the organization and 
maintenanoeof a Fire-brigade; It is hereby enacted

(5.) Imposing and summarily realizing a fine 
not exceeding one week’s wages from any member 
of the brigade who may infringe these bye-laws. 

(6 ) And generally for the maintenance of the 
fire-brigade in a duo state of efficiency. 


17. On the occasion of a fire, the chief or 
other officer in charge of the 
fire-brigadeon the spot may 
remove, or may order any 
member of the brigade to remove any persons 
whose presence shall interfere with the due opera- 
tion of the brigade; and generally, he may take 
any measures which may appear necessary for the 
preservation of life and property; and ho shall 
have power by himself or by his men to break into 
or through or pull down any premises for the 
purpose of putting an end to the fire, doing as 
little damage as possible ; and he may also cause 
the mains and pipes of any district to be shut off 
so as to give greater pressure of water in the place 
where the fire h^ occurred. He may also call on 
the officer in charge of the Port Commissioners’ 
fire-engine to render such assistance as may iie pos- 
sible in the ease of any fire occurring near the 
river bank. The chief officer on the spoi in charge 
of the briga/^le may verbally nominate and depute 
one or more officers of the brigade to act at a 
distance, and such officer or officers shall have for 
the time being the like powers as the chief officer 
himself possesses under ^his section.

Statkment^f OnjKCTs and Rkasons. 

Tdeue arc at present' fcmr difl’erent laws, 
besides several amending Acts, under which 
inunicij)alitics in •Hengal arc administered. The 
present Bill has been framcdi with the view of 
consolidating tliesc differi nt enactmeuts into a 
single* law. Opportunity has beey taken to 
enlarge the powers of Municipal Coininissioucrs ; 
'to lay less uuiiikipal wt)rk and responsibility on 
the shoulders of Magist^pites ; to make Municipal 
Commissioners elective; and in other ways to 
afford more scope for munieipal self-goveruinent. 
The Bill provides Ibr three classes of municipa- 
lities; in two closes the governing body will 
be Municipal Commissioners, while the rural 
townships in the third class will be adminis- 
tered by puiichaycts. Munieipal Commissioners 
will have power to adopt one or more of the 

S trdiuary forms of Indian municipal taxation, but 
or punchayets only one form of local taxation 
will be available. Mutiicipal funds will be devoted 
to police and to ordinary munieipal purposes; 
and it is proposed to permit of their expenditure 


on the maintenance of education and on then 
relief of exceptional distress. Village funds in 
third class Munmipahties shall, it is proposed, 
he applicable to the payment of chowkeydars, to 
the maintenance of patshalas or rural schools, 
and to the supply of drinking water. Power is 
taken for (lovernmcnt or its officers to intervene 
in eases where Municipal Commi.ssicuicrs or a 
punchayct may fail to maintain suilicient police, 
or where elementary education may not be avail- 
able at reasonable cost. Provision is made for 
mcmb(!rs of munieipal bodies sitting for the trial 
of petty offences committed within the limits of 
their townships . 

In respect of nuisances, 'of conservancy, of 
vacciflatiou, of town markets, and such like mat- 
ters, the Bill adopts the provisions of’existing 
Municipal Acts.

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Thr following Bill was read in the Council of 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal for the purpose 
of making Laws and Begulalions on the 9tb 
March 1872, and was referred to a Select Com- 
mittee who are to report therein in one month ; — 

A Bill to provide for the dne appropriafion of 
certain educational and ckaritahle endowments. 

Whereas there are at present endowments 
granted in money or in land 
Pwamble. for certain educational and 

charitable purposes, in res- 
pect of which either no person has been originally 
nominated u trustee, or there is now no trustee 
living o- capalde of being appointed under the 
instrument of endowment; and whereas it is 
expedient to provide for their due appropriation 
and managemenr; it is enacted as follows : —

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2. The Ireduotion in the estimate ’for River Police is accepted for the 
reasons explained *by the Committee. The alterations in the estimate for 
the District Police Force are explained in paragraphs 6 — 10 Of the Committee’s 
repoft. Regardidg the point raised in paragraph 6, the Lieutenant-Governor 
observes that in all provincial budgets a uniform system must be followed ; 
either we must estimate for a full strength, or we must deduct a lump sum for 
expected savings. The Lieutenant-Governor considers •it will be better to 
budget for full establishments in every case, unless they have been placed 
in abeyance by orders, and therefore will probably not be entertained in the 
year; the Government will of course reserve to itself the power of striking 
a lump sum off any estimate. But it would be best that all estimates submit- 
ted ta Government should be framed to provide for the full strength of the 
establishment sanctioned and entertained. Casual savings from occasional 
vacancies, &c., should not be considered. There are gpH&rally demands during 
the year which must be met. And at any rate for purposes of comparison, it 
is better to follow the i^stem hitherto adopted. In this view the lump’ sum of 
Rs. 50,000 for expected general savings which the Committee propose to strike 
out, must stand in the police estimates. 

8. Under the present plan, as explained by the Committee (paragraph 8 
of*their report', a conl^table gets Rs. 4 a year clothing money, and makes up 
out of his own pocket whatever his uniform may cost above that sum. Under 
such a system it seems best that contributions by policemen towards their 
clothing should not appear in the budget at all. The Rs. 60,000 on account of 
recoveries from policemen for clothing may therefore be struck out of both 
sides of tile budget. 

4. In regard to paragraph 9 of the Budget Committee’s report, separate 
orders will be issued. Inquiry will also bo made as to whether Patna city 
cannot and* ought not to pay for its own police. 

6. The reduction ip the cost of River Police by the transfer of three-fourths 
of the cost to the Port Cominissioners, results in an actual saving of Rs. 21,830 
only to the provincial budget, as the permanent assignment to Bengal has been 
reduced by Rs. 2,600, the difference between the amount of license fees of 
cargo boats and the per contra changes for survey and registry of boats. 

6. The grant for District Police will stand at Rs. 42,12,600 + Rs. 50,000 
— Rs. 60,000^Rs. 42,02,000, and the receipts will stand at Rs. 26,000 instead 
of Rs. 86,000, as proposed by the Committee. With these alterations the 
Committoe’s figures may be accepted for incorporation in the general budget ; 
and the figures will stand as follows ; —

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REDUCTIONS OF CHARGE FOR ASSISTANT DISTRICT SUPERIN- * 

TENDENTS OF POLICE. 


Fwt WHUami the 20<A March 1872. 

1. The Lieutenant-Governor considers that the demands ydiich axe now 
frequently made for Assistants to Di'trict Superintendents of Police are founded 
on the idea, which was till lately very prevalent, that the Police is to be a 
separate caste and service, and that no one but regular Assistant Superintendents 
can assist the District Superintendents. This mistake has already^ been pointed 
out on a former occasion, on which His Honor declared that it was not his,* 
intention that District Superintendents should have Assistants save in exertion- , 
ally heavy or difficult districts ; that the inspectors are their assistants •for most 
practical purposes ; ^d that when a District Superintendent goes out into his 
district, an officer of the rank of inspector should have charge of the current 
duties of his. office, and should submit reports of all important matters in the 
diaries, and information otherwise received, to the Magistrate as well as to the 
District Superintendent. Lately, indeed. His Honor had 'to remark on the* 
impropriety of a native inspector opening a confidential English letter addressed 
to the District Superintendent ; but it was at the same time pointed out that 
anything not intended to bo seen by the District Superintendent’s inferior,'' che 
inspector, should go to hie superior in the same department, the Magistrate. 
The Lieutenant-Governor therefore considers that Assistant Superintendents arA, 
as a rule, unnecessary. 

2. As to the other argument for their maintenance, viz. that there must be 
men training for the post of District Superintendent, His Honor is convinced 
that it is better they should not be a separate class, that they will be far more 
efficient and more reliable if they have some experience of the ordinary 
branches of civil employ. The Government of India, in directing the abolition 
of Assistant Superintendentships in Assam, expressed the same opinion, observing 
.that “ the training in judicial work which is desired for police officers might 
bo obtained by appointing to District Superintendentships from among the 
Assistant Commissioners.” 

3. As at present advised, then, the Lieutenant-Governor does not propose to 
appoint any more new Assistant Superintendents, but to absorb those vmo are 
fit for it in the Subordinate Executive Service of the regulation and non- 
regulation provinces. If in any district, under exceptional cii cumstances, it is 
necessary to employ an officer as Assistant to the District Superintendent, an 
officer of the Subordinate Executive Service may be specially so employed, 
and for the appointment of District Superintendent either officers of the Subor- 
dinate Executive Service or junior Civilians will be elifpble. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that in this way the police will become 
a branch of the general administration, working in complete harmony with it, 
instead of being an entirely separate department. Money will also be saved, 
and, if necessary, it may be expended in increasing the efficiency of the Subor- 
dinate Executive Service, in connection with the scheme for its wiaox organization 
now before the Government.

7. With reference to points which have arisen during the discussion of 

the budget, the Liautenant-Governor records the following further remarks t — 

Alipore Jail Press establishments. — The reduction hferein effect^ is 
satisfactory for the present ; but the Lieutenant-Governor relies on 
the Inspector-General and Dr. Lynch to effect further reduction as 
' opportunity occurs, and as cfjuviets become more fit for press work. 

Profits made hj jails in the interior. — The Lieutenant-Governor desires 
that the Inspector-General will watch this matter moirt carefully. 
It seems that.a great many jails earn very little indeed, while some 
(such 08 Jessore, Hooghly, and liungjjore) do veiy^ well. 

Public Works required by the Jail Department. — The Governmcht in the 
Public Work^ Department will settle what funds are available for 
. central jail buildings during the year 1872-73. But with reference 
• to Mr. lleeley’s note at the end of the Committee’s explanation of 
the 20th December, the Lieutenant-Governor directs that ^ a swn of 
one lakh be notified to the Public Works Department, instead of 
Bs. 60,000, as the amount which will be required for district jails 
and lock-ups during the year. 


MINUTE ON JAIL BUILDINGS. 


Aeteb having seen a good many of our jails, I am more than ever con- 
vinced of the great difficulties which wo have to encounter. It is evident that 
at some time or other a good deal of money has been spent on many of the jails, 
and substantial buildings still remain, showing that they were not bad jails in 
the old stylo and fashion, according to the lights of our predecessors. But 
partitions have been so universally cleared away, the enclosures have been so 
generally thrown into one, and all attempt at sepai'ation of prisoners in separate 
yards has been so completely abandoned, that, to introduce anything like the 
regular system prevailing in other provinces of India and other countries, wo 
must begin again from the very beginning. A Bengal jail, visited in the 
evening, when the prisoners have done tlujir work and are all at large in the 
common yard, is a complete liberty hall. One meets a murderer here, a State 
prisoner there, a prisoner under trial a little further on, — all wandering about 
in the freest and most unconstrained manner. One can hardly believe that this 
is a jail. And with such masses of prisoners all loose together, and the establish- 
ments and guards so weak as they are, I doubt whether wo could attempt to 
introduce anything like discipline without fear of outbreaks ; at any rate,; the 

guards must be strengthened as soon as we begin to keep prisoners tightejr. 

• « •. * 

The principal merit of the existing system soemn to Kayo been to render the 

f risoners so content that most of them have not been very an:riou8 to run away. 

am convinced that the very largo commission allowed to the jailors has had 
a domor&li/ing effect in one sense, and Ted them to consider picir charges as 
ry’Iiy manufacturing establishments, and prisoners as people to be encouraged 
and indulged so long as they keep the manufacture going. Nor have we the 
advantage of strict intra-mural confinement : it appears that extra-mural labor 
has been allowed whenever it is profitable. I find that the prisoners are constantly 
hired <iut to the municipality, to go <ibout the town doing couservan(5y and 
odd jobs ; sometimes they have even been hired to private persons. A stop 
should, be put to those j)ractices in all cases, except in those places where 
extra-mural employment of this kin 1 may be specially sanctioned, »>., in some 
remote stations whore la1x)ur is not to be had. 

I could hardly have believed that pi-isonors under trial could be allowed to 
mix fireely with the convicted prisoners : yet such seems to be the case in the 
majority of the jails of these provinces. Where there is an attempt to separate 
them, the common practice is to keep the under-trial and non-labouring 
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prisoners together^ But I find that th^e non-labouring prisoners are ibr the 
most part men confined as notorious bad characters ; that is to say, profesrional 
thieves, robbers^ and forgers, whose character is so notorious that they 'are 
kep! in jail in default of security. Otlier prisoners may be convicted of 
offences of every degree — some of great turpitude, some hardly involving moral 
turpitude; but these bad characters are the worst men to be found in this 
district, and .with nothing to do they are certainly the worst companions foT 
under-trial prisoners or for any other prisoners. It is absolutely necessary that 
immediate* arrangements should be made to keep the under-trial prisoners 
entirely separate, and I have elsewhere directed that some cells should be made 
available to confine, when necessary, newly arrived ‘prisoners in such a %ay 
that* thpy may hot have the opportunity of communicating with any others 
before they have been thoroughly examined. ^ 

I cannot gather that in working hours the convicted prisoners are classified 
with aqy reference whatever to their offences : they are only arranged with 
reference to their working capacities. At night they are necessarily- locked up 
in sei)arate barracks, and some attempt at classification sometimes is or may 
be made ; but this is of little avail if they arc all mixed up together tliroughout ■ 
the ^ay. 

2. I have separately noticed what seems to ^nio the want of discipline in 
. the paid turnkeys, and the practice of making over the prisoners too exclusively 

to pris(^ warders. I fiud too that some of the jailors live far from the the jails, 
and only come at working hours — a practice wliich cannot be permitted. 

3. • It is very difficult to remedy existing defects without proper buildings, 
and we are in this position, that wo have, for purposes of separation and 
discipline, as it were destroyed the present jails, while the new central jails are 
in a . rudimentary condition, very little advanced and progressing very slowly. 

I could wish that some of the old jails had been left as they were ; but now that 
the partitions have been pulled down, seeing how great the jail mortality has 
always been, and how little we understand these things, I shrink from taking 
the responsibility of going back. On the other hand, the effective puuisliment 
of crime is of all questions the most difficult and unsolved. Sanitation is a 
subject on which wo have not got beyond the stage of mere guess-work ; tho 
theories of to-day (jontradict those of yesterday, and will probably bo con- 
tradicted by those of to-morrow. I must • say tliat 1 do not like spending an 
(mtirely disproportionate amount of our limited provincial resources in the 
attempt to build, all over the country, jails constructed on flic sanitary views of 
the day, and to provide at the expense of every thing else for a system of 
pmiishment of offendevs which may not be very satisfactory after all. Already 
we are distracted, and^our work kept back by finding that every new authority 
(ifndthey are many in Indi^i) discovers that the plans of our (icntral jails ought 
to be altered ; while we are also told that they are being built at tho wrong 
places, Valero no wbrk can be found for the prisoners. Certainly they are all 
in the western^ and none are in the central and eastern districts. 

4. After fully and anxiously considering tl ic whole matter, I think that lipon 
the whole tjie best course will bo to push on i-ujiidly the ccntral.jails now in 
course of construction, to employ a large number ol prisoners on those Jails 
and on tho canal works at Dehree, and to do what we can to make safe and 
capable of disci])line the Alijjore Jail, which is in fact a great central jail 
without any of the appliances of a central jail. Far too great masses of dangerous 
prisoners are now herded together at Alipore, and they are employed in large 
numbers in ftie paill and on other works entirely outside the Walls. 'I’lie arrange- 
ments proposed would withdraw a large number of prisoners from the ordinary 
jails, and I would then take advantage of tho reduction of numbers to ’Inake the 
existing jails^ or as many of them as are in any way tolerable, serve our purpose 
for the present as well as may be, instead of attempfing to build new-fashioned 
jails all over tlie country at once. With reduced numbers we may at any 
rate p^o^dde separate wards toruiidcr-trial prisoners, and perhaps for one. or two 
other classes whom it is desirable to keep separate. 
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5. To carry on Hid central jails rapidly, as well as to provide 'the number of 

prisoners who can be utilized and for whom there is accohunodation of assort 
at Dehree, will occupy almost as many prisoners as can be accomniodated when 
the jails are completed, but very great care will <bo reqj^cS in making the 
necessary arrangements. Wliile none of these jails afford, and it will be long 
before they can afford, the means of separating the prisoners, the attempt to 
enforce order and discipline among the great gangs of men, who are to be 
collected in them, and who are most of them imprisoned for considerable term$, 
will require both firm and judicious treatment, and a sufficiently strong guard. 
Already there are symptoms that caution is necessary. There was an outbreak 
among the central jail prisoners at Bhaugulpore ; there seems to have been a 
threatening at Dacca ; and there was something more than a threatening in the 
great jail at Alipore. To-day a serious insubordination is reported from Sylhet. 
On the other hand, fr’was thought necessary to security to put most of the 
Bhaugulpore prisoners in irons. The Executive Engineer says that ho now gets 
very good work out of them ; but I understand that there has been 'a heavy 
mortality, which must bo carefully inquired into. » 

6. I have already indicated generally to the Inspector-General the classes of 
prisoners who should be sent to the central jails and public works. The great^t 
possible care and vigilance m.ust bo exercised in this respect, so as to exclude 
weakly men on the one hand, and dangerous and troublesome characters on the* 
other. None such should be allowed where great gangs are employed on 
out-door works, much of which must be outside the walls. I have had reason to 
fear that, while the commission system makes the jailors Ipok" on the 
prisoners as their workmen, it will require much vigilance to guard against the 
temptation to send away the worst and most useless men. I have separately 
ordered an inquiry into what appeared to be a shameful abuse— the sending 
totally unfit prisoners from a district jail to the central jail at Bhaugulpore, and 
I shall trust to the Inspector-General to be most careful, that such abuses do not 
occur. 

7. The Inspector-General of Jails will bo requested to submit detailed pro- 
posals for calling out the measures indicated in this minute ; and the Financial 
and Public Worlw Departments of this Government will be moved to find the 
money pnd the means to carry on the works as quickly as possible. The 
Inspector-General of Police will also be directed to place himself in communi- 
cation with the Insifector-General of Jails, with a view to determine the guards 
which are nocessaiy for security ; and they will state whether it is necessary to 
apply for further aid from the military at the Alipore or at any other jail.

, With reference to letter No. 627C, dated 18th December, from the Officiat- 
ing Accountant-General, submitting with remarks the budget of the Educational 
Department for 1872-73, 1 am directed to say that the Lieutenant-Governor 
observes with surprise and dissatisfaction that you have in no degree adapted 
your bud^t to the declared policy of the Government-

2. Alikoush for months past you have had positive instructions that the 
Berhampore College is to be reduced, you have entered the full establishment 
in^the budget for the ensuing year. 

5. Tou have raised your total demand for colleges from Bs. 4,89,717 — ^the 
actual expenditure of 1870-71 — and Es. 5,50,450 — the gross grant of 1871-72 — 
to Rs. 6,05,706 for 1872-73 ; and you have done this v^thout making the least 
• provision for the new engineering and surveying classes which the Lieutenant- 
Governor, has ordered. 

4. Similarly, you have increased your demandior the higher class English 
schoojs from Rs. 2,61,561 — the amount allowed in 1871-72 — ^to Rs. 3,04,197 for 
1872-70, again without any provision for the surveying classes which the 
Lieutenant-Governor hps ordered. • • 

5.. Tou are doubtless well aware that the sums placed at the disposal of 
this Government from the general revenue are fixed and inelastic, and that 
esilbept by supplementing our educational means by increased receipts or from 
local sources, our expenditure cannot be increased ; and you have been very 
distinctly told that it is not the policy of the Government to devote a dispropor- 
tionate amount of its funds to higher education. In the face of that declaration 
your proposal to increase the grants to the colleges and higher English schools, 
without any corresponding increase of receipts, is wholly unjustifiable. 

6. It has been made clear to you that beyond the obligation to deal justly 
viith the fynds at its disposal, the Government is far from wishing to discourage 
Englisi) education. On the contrary, the Lieutenant-Governor personally, 
considering the whole circumstances and present phase of the educational 
question* in these provinces, is anxious in every way to encourage English. 
He has also shown himself most ready and willing to devote all the funds that 
he possibly can to the,higher branches of education of a practical kind. 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor wishes to deal tenderly with existing insti- 
tutions, and would not cut them down in a sudden and injurious manner. He 
is also anxious not to raise tbu fees. At the same time he considers that the 
demand for English education is such that our higher schools and colleges, 
after having been fostered and reared by Government, should gradually become 
more and more self-supporting, and that funds should thus be set free for the 
promotion of education in the lower grades. 

* • 

8. The cost to G.overnment of each student instructed in English literature 
in bur colli ges is still enormously large, and must in some shape be reduced. 

* 9. The lieutenant-Govcmor has instructed you to propose a moderate 

* ^Bt foi; each Government school, to be supplemented by the feqs earned by 
each. This plan, should have been adopted in preparing the budget, and must 
now be adopted. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes tliat prosperous municipa- 
lities will be willing to contribute something towards the schools in their 
limits, and dhat the schools situated in such places will year' by year more 
nearly approach to self-support. I am therefore to request that yotii will 
carefully and industriously examine the circumstances of each of these schools, 
and show where reduction, instead of increase, of the Government grant, can be 
made without sudden shock and injury to the school. It has seemed to the 

• Ideutenant-Qovernor that the staff of masters in some schools is moje than is 
indispensably niicessary. 

• • 

10. The Lieutenant-Governor desires me to remind you that the Govern- 
ment is ‘entitled to look to you for active and energetic action to carry out its 
deliberate policy, and must, receive the fullest assistance from you. 

11. You are accordingly requested to revise your budget by the light of 
these ren^ks, and to adapt the allotments so that the demand for higher

2. The Director was instructf'd to revise his budget by the light of the 
emarks contained in the Government orders of tire 9tli January, so that the 
llotments to higiier education slihuld not exceed the above figures. He was 
Iso desired to expedite the submission of his plan for assigning a fixed Govem- 
lent grant to each liigher class Government school, under the system sanctioned 
1 Gov<irnr»ent orders, No. 25T, dated 28th October 1871. The Budget Oom- 
littee were at the same time instructed to report upon the amount of fees 
sceived in Government schools, and to clear up any doubt about the way in 
'hich feesTare credited at the Hooghly or other colleges. 

3. The Budget Cojnmitteo have reported that there will be no mistake 
bout the grant for colleges so long as it is clearly understood that the colleges’ 
rant is a gross (/rant, and tha't all fees and receipts are to bo credited to 
rovernment.

The Director, hoArever, points out that there will, if those sa-vftigs are 
footed, be no funds to pay fo» professors of physical science : he had iookOd 
le adds) to getting the vacant professorships filled by physical science 
en. The Director reports that the total of the sanctioned not grants (over 
id above fee teceipts) to Government higher schools is Es. 1,47,927, and 
lat he does not see his way to currying on these institutions with a lower net 
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grant than Rs. 1,25,Q00. The ne/ ^grants asked for by the several inspectors 
amount to Rs. 1,26,400, exclusive of the cost of surveying abd physical science 
classes. 

5. The Lieutenant-Oovemor accepts the report of ^he Budget Com* 
mittee, that Rs. 1,33,000 was last year the net Government expenditure 
on higher class English schools (exclusive of collegiate schools); and 
he is prepared to gVant towards these schools for the year 1872*73 the 
sum of Rs. 1,33,000 plus the total fee receipts. Out of this grant 
Rs. 1,03,000 will be a net grant for general education ; Rs. 80,000 wul be 
reserved for drawing, surveying and elementary science classes. Separate 
orders will issue directing that a scheme be drawn up for dutributing tl^p net 
grant of Rs. 1,03,000 among the several schools. The surplus fees of theHindoo 
and Hare schools must for the present be credited to Government, though the 
Lieutenant-Governor will be willing to consider schenies for* devoting a portion 
of the surplus to the improvement of these two schools or otherwise .applying 
the money. 

6. The grant for “ other Government schools” will stand for the present at 
Rs. 2,67,000, not Government grant, plus Rs. 40,000 foe receipts. But the 
Lieutenant-Governor is strongly of opinion that some saving in the Normal school 
establishments is feasible, and he desires that the Director will be good enough 
to set himself to review the Normal school expenditure. 

. 7 The grants for incorporation in the general provincial budget will 
remain at the sums shown in the first paragraph of this Resolution, excepting 
that thft grants for “ higher schools” will be taken thus —

8. The Lieutenant-Governor proposes that a proportion of the scholar- 
ships’ grant should bo devoted to the encouragement of the practical art and 
science classes. He roughly distributes the scholarships’ grant thus for the

But the details will be considered by a llommittee appointed to deal with genera 
subjects in connection with the educational budget. 

9. The total educational grant for the year 1872-73 will thus be 
Rs. 23,29,600, while the estimated receipts from school foes will be deducted 
from actual payments to schools. The school accounts will be adjusted at the 
end of each year, the gross grant being increased as fees increase. 

10. The rec^pts side of the budget will be taken at Rs. *8,75,900, the 
sum shewn* in the Accountant-General’s estimate.

, which it received cash payments. It will receive such payments no loi^ger ; and 
it requires a grant of Rs. 3,000 above the Accountant-General’s estimate 
to enable it to d« all this extra work. Unless reduction is possible in other 
directions, and there is nothing to shew that it is so possible, we tliink this 
extra grant must be given. , 

3. We observe that a grant of Rs. 400 is asked for Bengal Civil List, 
but no receipts uxq estimated for the sale of this work. Wo are aware that sale 
is effected, and wo estimate the receipts therefrom at Rs. 500. No receipts are 
estimated from the Ooriya Gazette. 
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4. Ofiie Bengal Secretariat budget may then stand thus

6. ^ The “ charges” of the Alipore Jail Press may be struck out of the 
“ printing” budget, for they have already, under GovemmOTt orderg / been 
included m the jail budget. But a sum of Rs. 2,05,000 must be sbowii on the 
expenditoe side as “ cost of printing done at the Alipbre Jail.” Credit has 

been taken for this sum in the jail budget : the 
money forms part of the Bengal permanent' assign- 
ment ; and if we did not show it as a disbursement 
under “printing,” tho provincial budget would be 
credited* with the sum twice over. 

6. Tho estimate of printing*to bo done at private 
presses by Government officers comes to Rs. 11,960, which after all is a small 
sum for the whole province. We propose to accept this estimate with the 
single exception of Rs. 2,000 estimated for the Inspector-General of^ Police. 
We find that the “ actuals” of 1870-71 show no expenditure under “printing” 
against this office ; and no grant was made for the Inspector-General’s printing 
during the current year. There seems no reason wliy tho Inspector-General 
should not got his “form work” done at Alipore, and his book work or circular 
work done at the Secretariat, just as the Director of Public Instruction, does. 
We would omit this item of Bs. 2,000 from the estimate.

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LOCAL ESTABLISHMENTS.* 


Fort William^ the 20^4 Mareh 1872. 

In the correspondence which ensued on the Board’s Land Revenue Report 
for the year 1869-70, it was stated more or less hroadly that district officers in 
Bengal, though fully as able and zealous as civil officers in other parts of India, 
did not, and, as matters stood, could not, know much about the internal af^irs 
of their diltricts. The Lieutenant-Governor then expressed an intention of 
administering \he Government of Bengal more activel)r, and that policy received 
the approval of Government of India and of Her Majesty’s Govemniont in 
England*. One cause of administrative weakness in Bengal was said to he 
the fact that few Magisteate-Collectors staved long in .tlie same district ; the 
Lieutenant-Governor hopes that transfers ol executive officers are now, and will 
continue Jo be, mucli rarer than heretofore. Buj: His Honor has himself observed, 
and he has learned from experienced Commissioners and others, that Bengal 
distnct officers afe at a very great disadvantage compared with similar officers 
elsewhere, from the absence of any local executive establishments corresponding 
to thg talookdaree, tehsildarco, or mamlutdaree officials of other parts of India. 
Improvements in law and system have made it less possible, and perhaps 
loss desirable, to employ the police in ordinary matters of district administration, 
and the Bengal Magistrate deprived of an executive police has no executive 
instruments at all. 

2. The establishment of sub-divisional officers, and their multiplication 
during the last fifteen years, has done a good deal towards effective control ; but 
the great addition has been to judicial rather than to administrative strength, the 
sub-divisiopal officers having no executive establishments. The transfer of rent 
suits to the civil courts, though it has given sub-divisional officers more time for 
administrative work, hag at the same time deprived them of an important 
source of information regarding rural affairs, and has involved a decrease in' the 
.number of the Subordinate Executive Service. The sub-divisional officers of the 
more populous districts- are still burdened with much judicial work, to which 
have been added troasuiy work and much office detail, so that they are not free 
to move about their sub-divisions ; to acquaint themselves with the country and 
the people ; superintend the details of settlements and Government estates ; to 
watch the working of municipalities ; to investigate cases on the spot ; to direct 
tlie road cess assessment ; to attend to local works ; and geilorally to carry on 
that active supervision and administration which the Lieutenant-Governor 
desires to ‘see carried put. A tehsildar, who is in fact the sub-divisional 
officer .of other parts o/ India on a smaller scale than in Bengal sub-divisions, 
hasf under his orders a naib, ^ho is well paid and is available for all executive 
.duties, and in some parts of India for pet^ judicial duties also. He has a 
canodugo,* who is the link between the Government collectoratb agency 
and the villcigo proprietors and accountants; he has a departmental cleik 
(mohurir) fqr excise work, for local fund work, for educational and 
other business; and lastly, he has several inferior officers (chupprasees), 
whose business it is to carry out orders in the various departments*. * Aidpd W 
this staff, the tehsildar can do whatever the Government requires of him. 
is not a merp collector of revenue ; he is the agent of the executive Government 
in all departments. He sees to the assessment, collection, and proper expenditure 
of local rates ; he looks after the excise ; ho effects petty settlements ; he manages 
‘small sequostrEted or wards’ estates ; he takes up land for public purpcilses, and 
arranges under tljo law for compensation ; and ho carries but all local works 
and repairs which do not reejuire special engineering skill ; he arraDge8«Suppli6s 
and carriage for the passage of troops ; he obtains and furnishes the statistics 
which it is very important to procure as a help to guide our administration, as 
well as being interesting in themselves. For much of all this business a special 
agency has to be entertained and paid in Bengal as occasion may require; 
oft»n it m\ist be created in each particular case,— ra system attended with much 
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loss in point of economy wd efficiency. The work conld, probably be much 
better done by , sub'diyisional officers if only they an executive 
establishment. 

' n 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor earnestly desires, then, to give district officers 
in Bengal some executive establishment of the kind described above. He also 
feels that the first assessment of the road cess, and the ascertainpaent of landed 
tenures which it involves, will, for some time to come, necessitate much labor, 
and that the result will not only be useful for the immediate purpose, but bene- 
ficial to the country in many ways. He is unwilling to burdmi the cess too 
heavily on account of the expenses involved in the first years, and will be glad 
if he can supply a Government establishment capable of dolUg the work with 
moderate assistance. 

t t 

4. Another very important object which the laeutenant-Govemor hopes 
to attain by the arrangements about to be detailed is as follows. He has found 
the^eatCst difficulty in efficiently filling the present Subordinate Executive 
Service, because there is no school in which young men inay bo trained by * 
experience, and in which their abilities may be tested before they are 
promoted to high office. Fitness for liigh administrative appointments 
m not so easily tested by examinations alone as legal cajiacity; and tHere 
is no such scliool for these appointments as the Bar affords for judicial 
appointments. Consequently it has been necessary to nominate to Deputy 
M^istracies and such like posts young men who have neither been 
trained to the work nor sufficiently tested, ^t seems to the lieutenant- 
Gqvemor that a Deputy Magistracy is a very high and hi^ly paid ap- 
pointment. Looking to the power exercised, and the position and influence of 
the appointment, and taking the comparative value of money, he thinks that it 
is an appointment at least corresponding to, and in fact in most cases (^nsidorably 
exceeding, the best County Court Judgeships and stipendiary Magistracies in 
England. Men of ripe experience and tried chai-acter are glad to accept 
these latter appointments ; and it does not appear to the Lieutenant-Governor to 
be desirable that the corresponding appointments in India should be filled by 
youths fresh from college. In fact, he does not think that efficient officers can 
be thus secured. Some may turn out well after being trained at the public 
expense; others arc not successful. As a Judge of the High Court, 
Mr. Campbell formed by no moans a high opinion of the judicial quali- 
fication of the some of the Deputy Magistrates and Deputy Collectors, and 
he is not sure that judicial deficiencies were always compensated by administra- 
tive activity and energy'-. The Lieutenant-Governor has now tried a system of 
examination, which shall test to some degree both merital and physical fitness, 
and he has just appointed ten new officers to the Subordinate Executive Service 
under this system. Still ho cannot have, and hfis not, any complete assurance 
that they are already well-fitted for the post of Deputy Magistrate and Deputy 
Collector, or that they will eventually turn out to be so. The spread of eouca- 
tipn in Bengal has now resulted in a great supply of educated young men ; the 
supply is in fact such that the market value of the best young tnen fresh from 
college is very far below that of a Deputy Magistracy. It. seems to the 
LioUtenant-Govemor not at all dqgirable that a few of many candidates should be 
selected to fill places beyond their experience and their years, wliile the others 
are stranded without employment. He thinks it would be far bettei that a larger 
number should have the ojmortunity of entering the public service in a lower capa- 
city, mqre nearly corresponding to that which the mosf educated yqpths of England 
and other countries are glad to fill, and that they should thence bo promoted 
accordmg to the practical capacity which they may show. * It is therefore his 
vish to take advantage of the crefition of appointments inferior to those held by 
the present gazetted moinbers of the Subordinate Executive Ser^dee, in order to 
open such appointments to the best young men available and he would make it 
the ordinary practice in future to promote to higher appointments from among 
those who have sc^ed efficiently in the lower grades. He would, in fact, 
institute a Native Civil Service on a wider basis than the present • Subordinate 
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ExecatiTe Service, and would encourage capable native youths to enter it i|t the 
bejnnning. In England a salary of £100 or £120 commands any number of 
yotmg inen of ‘the best education but without previous experience, aiid the 
Lieutenant-Governor thinks that in this country such young men might enter 
on Rs. 25 or 30 per mensem, with the prospect of promotion if they earn it. 

6. The Subordinate Executive Service and inferior establishments have not 
been included in the scheme of the resolution of the Government of India, dated 
14th December 1870, by which certain departments, with a proportionate assign- 
ment of funds, were made over to the local Governments, and there may be 
dif^culty in so arran^ng the services that part shall be paid &om imperial and 
part fi?(un provincial hinds. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that tho Govern- 
ment of India may perhaps consent to make over to this Government the funds 
assigned for the uncovelianted services, together with tlie estimated cost of the 
various, special and occasional duties, for which temporary establishments are 
so often entertained in Bengal ; and then he may bo able to weld the whole into 
onb Uncovenantfed Civil Service. With this view the whole schemo will bo 
submitted to the Government of India. Meantime the Lieutenant-Governor would 
try,to establish an organized service, supplcmcnbiry to the present Subordinate 
Ex^utive Service, On the understanding that it will be tho feeder of the higher 

d es of the service. To this end ho has, by anoconomical distribution of the 
8 at his disposal, succeeded in*making available a sum of two lakhs of rupees, 
which ^1 be set aside in tho ensuing budget arrangements for 1872-73 for 
local establishments, and with this sum ho hopes to obtain a large instalment 
of the o*bjects which ho has in view. 

6. The Lieutenant-Governor proposes then to make tho establishment 
now to be created subordinate to the present sub-divisional officers ; a suitable 
establishihent being also, when necessary, attached to tho head-quarter divisions. 
He would have three grades of subordinate establishments, namely:—

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IThe iRib-depulies will at some sii,b>diTisio]^ ^ vested. witl^JiDail qwgutertal 
powers, mid in w mattm they will he execiutiye assistonts under tho' snbrdivi^ 
sional offioers, and may be entrusted with the charge of treasuries and snoh like 
duties. The canoongo will be inmnly charged with the supervision the 
cess papers, iWr^e at surveyor he wiU not merely survey, lands, or roadi^ bpt wdl 
be empioyra to look after the execution of local works or projects, to superin* 
tend repairs, to conduct petty local inquiries, and .to make himself generally 
useful in respect of all matters under the sub-divisiohal bffi^r. In jbght sub' 
divisions but a small establishment will be required, and at head^qua^ divi^ 
sionS, when the present Deputy Magistrates are active and efficient, a third nlftna 
establishment will often suffice, with perhaps t^ addition of a few nliiMTiftiAn 
and such like inferior officers. 

7. Candidates for, or persons appointed to, any of the grades above 
mentioned will have to pass in drawing, surveying, and certain engineering 
tests; meanwhile candidates who have passed such tests will be preferred 
Details regarding the qualiftcations of candidates, and the Arrangements tc 
examination in the subjects just mentioned, will be notified hereafter, meantim 
something like the following scheme may be adopted: — 

For the post of a juniof canoongo and head measurer candidates mm 
. be either men of approved Government sendee of not less than three yeai 
standing, or young men who have passed the entrance examination, or a com 
sponding vomaciuar examination to be hereafter laid down as a temporar 
arrangement for Hindustanee candidates. Those who have obtained cevtmeati 
as suboverseers from the Engineering College, or passed a similar examinatioi 
will be preferred. 

For the post of canoongo and surveyor a candidate must either hav 
served and obtained credit in the lower grade just mentioned, or in othc 
Government service of not loss importance and pay, for three years at least 
or he must have passed the first arts examination and qualified in surveying 
&c., as above ; or he must have obtained an overseer’s certificate from th 
Engineering College or passed ah examination in physical and practical science 

To the post of sub-deputy, men will ordinarily be promoted firem the grad 
of canoongo and surveyor ; but until an efficient staff has been organized, me 
who are qualified for, and have passed the examination lately prescribed for th 
Subordinate Executive Service, or who have obtained certificates os assistar 
engineers from the Engineering College, will he eligible. Deputy Magistrate 
and Collectors will generally bo chosen from those wEd have rendered goo 
service in this grade. i. * 

In all grades the possession of higher attainments than those specified wi. 
be duly considered. ^ ' 

No man should be appointed to a Hs. 8 chuprassee’s place/vho cannot reai 
and write the vernacular and assist in measurements. 

'^All candidates for all appointments, high and low, must be ablb either t 
ride or to walk twelve -miles at rapid pace. 

8. " Appointm^ts to places, on -Rs. 2d per mensem and lower will be mad 
by Collectors subject to me foregoing rules ; rolls of persons nominated to th 
twenty-five rupee appointments being submitted for approval of Govemmeni 
After such ^approval the person appointed, if young enough and suffioientb 
well educated to be fitted to rise to the higher appointments, wi£ be enroUcN 
as a probationer in the Native Civil Service, and airer a year, on receipt of : 
favorabler,)report, he may he confirmed in that service.

work more than formerly, It is not improbable that from this and other olaaBeg 
go^ men may be obtained to supply urgent va^c^a, till young men 
otherwise weU educated quality in the special wbjecis required, in s^cimit 
nimibers. The lieutenant-Governor has also noticed with surprise and regret 
the small proportion of natives of Behar or Hindustanees generally in the 
l^her bran^es of the public service of these provinpqs. He looks on it as a 
great evU tW in^ an administration which comprises so great and populous a 
province, of Hindustan as Behar, besides some other Hindustanee-speaking 
iwtrict8,'the Hindustani race should be shut out of the service. Looking over 
the subordinate executive'lists, it seems to the Lieutenant-Governor as if the 
Kaits and other literate Hindoos of Behar were almost absolutely excluded. 
The lieutenant-Govemor thinks it probable that many men of tnese classes 
are in service in* the Nimrlh- Western Provinces and Central Provinces. On 
the . other hand, the completion of settlement operations in the Gangetie 
Doab may throw out of employment there mai^ persons who are possessed 
of% knowledra of surveying and experience of settlement, such as we are 
now particnlany in need of. For employment in Behar, men of that- province 
dnd of ihe adjoining and allied proVinccs of Benares, who have served with 
credit in* the North-Western or Central Provinces, may be considered to 
eligible: Therefore, till a supply of candidates qualified under the rules is 
available, *thp Government reserves ^e right of appointing men whose character 
and qual^cations are found to bo generally of the description required, such 
as the classes above mentioned. 

10. The scheme detailed in tliis resolution will be subject to modifications 
according to circumstances. The Lieutenant-Governor would hope that in 
course of time the local eslablishments may dovelope into a regular executive 
service filling very many high oflices, that educated young men of good 
character may enter in the lower grades and work up to Deputy Collectorsfaips 
and superior appointments, and that there may thus always be a supply of 
qualified trained candidates for the various posts of the subordinate executive 
service. If the plan succeeds, it will not hereafter be necessary to nominate to 
Deputy Colleclorships untried men who have had no experience in executive 
work, and regarding whose fitness little or nothing is known. *

Read ako CirSolar <d this Department, No. 4, dated the 12th ultimo, containing the views 
and orders of tne lieatenant-Govmmor relative to the future oonlrol and mflniigftTif>i>q t of 
the Road and Feny Funds in Bengal. 

Rmcluticn.-— I n the Resolution first above mentioned oilers have been 

issued as to the rivers, canals and rdads which are in future to be maintained 

from Trovineial Funds, and it has been ruled that all other rivers, fta-nala 
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roads, excepting isrigation canals, shall be maintamed at the cost of Local or 

District Funds. In the case qf the 16 districts 
marginally noted to which the provisions Act 
No. X of 1871, the District Road Cess Act, have 
been applied in the Notifications quoted at the 
head of this Resolution, it is hoped that the 
road cess will soon furnish funds for the mainte- 
nance and improvement of district roads, rivers, 
and canals. It remains to constiftite the several c‘ 
District Committees, and t 9 fix the datq firom „ 
which the cesses shall take effect, an^ the cess 
years shall run under Section II of the Act, In 
the remaining districts of those provinces, to 
which* the Act has not yet been extended, and in some of which the Lieutenant- 
Governor understands that the Road and Feny Fund Committees have fallen 
very much into disuse. His Honor is desirous that sufli(;ient provision shoidd be 
made by the appointment of Committees to manage the funds available firom 
qtlier sources and supervise the local works, and that the arrangement should 
be as far as possible assimilated to those under the District Road Cess Acf. ‘

• 2. In order, therefore, to give efk;ct to these views, tho Lieutenant- 

Governor has decided to constitute in each district a Committee, simikr to that 
contemplated by Part V of tho District Road Cess Act, of which the Magis- 
trate and Collector of the district will be ex-officio Chairman. 

3. In all matters relating to the outlay of funds, the transaction of business, 
and tho maintenance and improvement of works, the powers and functions 
of Committees formed under this order will be sirailai* to those of •Committees 
formed under the District Road Cess Act. 


4. In regard to tho formation of District Road Funds, vide Section 
T.XXXTT , the keeping of accounts, Section LXXXVII, and the prescribing of 
forms and rules, all orders of Government issued under the Distnet Road Cess 
Act will be held to be so far as is possible equally applicable to all Committees 
formed under these orders. 


5. Towards meeting the necessary outlay of the Committees, whether 
formed under the Di.strict Road Cess Act, or under these orders, the Lieutenant- 
Governor is pleased to make the following assignment of funds

the case of fendcs between adjoining districts the proceeds will be 
divided ; it will rest with tho Commissioner of the division to regulate the 
amou,nt which shall belong to each district. 

6. No increase in the rates of toll to be levied, either at ferries or toll 
bars, shall be made, fior shall any increase in the number ofitoll bars be made, 
unless under the sanction of Government. 


7, Tlie Accountant-General, Bengal, will be instructed to close in his 
books from the 31st March 1872 the Amalgamated District Road .Fund formed 
under the orders of this Government, No. 759, dated 30th April 1855^ and to

issue the needful instructions to the treasuiy o^cer of each district, to open 

fiom the 1st April 1872 a deposit account to be called thb “ ^District 

Road Account,” to which will be paid in all sums accruing from the above 
sources and such other sources as may be available, and against which all paj- 
ments will be made upon cheques drawn, as provided for in Section LXXaV 
of the District Road Cess Act. So soon as the road c^ss under the now Act 
shall be declared to be leviable in any district, the road cess collections other- 
wise made in the financial year then past will be paid over to the District 
Road Fund, a# required by Section LXXXIII of the Act. 

8. In respect to actual supervision and carrying on of works under the 
District Road Committee, as but few districts would be able to bear the cost of, 
or even to obtain, an .efficient staff of Engineers, the Tneutcnant-Govemor is 
prepared to take the needful steps for reorganizing the Public Worjcs Establish- 
ment of this province, so as to ensure that a “ Disfrict Engineer” of the rank of 
an Executive Engineer, or an Assistant Engineer, shall bo attached to each full- 
sized district, who will, together with the provincial work, undertake the 
executive supervision of all district road works under the general control of the 
District Road Committee, and under such special rules as may from time to 
time be issued in accordance with Section XCVH of the District Road Cess 
Act. The outlay on works carried out will bo adjusted upon a monthly 
schedule of charges to be submitted to the Committee by the District Engineer, 
supported by all needful vouchers. Separate orders will be issued regarding 
the appoiptmont of the Committees and the adjustment of the cost of establish- 
ments when*replie8 are received to the Circular No. 4 of 12th ull^o, read 
above, of which a copy is annexed to this Resolution. Meantime it is to be 
understood that the assignment to the District Committees of ferry and other 
funds under this Resolution is subject to such charge against those funds on 
account of the Engineer Establishment as the lieutenant-Govemor may find 
it necessary to impose. * 

9. In making over to the several District Road Committees the unexpen- 

ded portion of the assignment of the year 1871-72, together^ with road and 
ferry fund collections, as per paragraph 5 of this Resolution, it is expected that 
sufficient provision will be made for currying on all needful works till the close 
of the rainy season of the current year, mer which it is expected that in those 
districts where the District Road Cess Act of 1871 is in foiwe, cess collections 
will be available. In those ordinary and tolerably rich districts where the Act 
has not yet been enforced, it must be considered whether the source of income 
made over'under paragraph 5 of this Resolution will suffice for the present to 
carry (m needful worksf If not, the Commissioner should rcjpresent the matter 
in time, in order that the District Road Cess Act may be introduced as soon 
aspo^iblcj ^ 

10. If any of* the above classes of districts have spent all their allotments 
the current vear, and ai’(^ in urgent want of money to carry on to the rains 

works in actual progress, they may send u]) through the CommissioMcr of the 
division a statmnent showing —

11. There will remain the poor districts, such as some of those of Chota 
Nagporc, to wliicli the Lieubmant-Governor will be prepared to make special 
allSmouts so far as may be possible for the year 1872-78, on the receipt of 
special application. 
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• 12. As soon as possibly after the formation of the several District Com- 
mittees, or before the 1st July next at latest, an estimate of the income and 
expenditoe of the District Road Fund for the ensuing year should be pre^wed 
as required by Section LXI, and dealt with in accordance with the provisions 
contained in Section LXXI of the District Road Cess Act.

13. His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor has been pleased to rule that qll 
correspondence connected with the District Road Cess Act of 1871 shall, so far 
as it relates to the levying of cesses and the appointment of Committbes, be con- 
ducted by Commissionera of divisions in communication with the General Branch 
of this Secretariat, and so far as it relates to the execution of wa)rk8, the establish- 
ment to bo oinploved thereon, the forms of accounts and4,he expenditure.of funds, 
with the Public Works'Branch of this Secretariat. 

14. The Lieutenant-Governor tliinks that it might bo very desirable that 
the works of large Municipalities which em))loy jrofessional agency should be 
brought under the same system as the district works, ^nd begs tha^ the 
Municipalities may be consulted mid their views reported.

RESOLUTION. 

Tori ^Yilliam, ihc 2iMh March 1872. 

The Lieutenant-Governor desires to review what has been don? and what 
is doing for the introduction of pliysicai science and technical instruction 
classes into the schools and colleges of Bengal. 

2. The Engineering College and the School of Art at Calcutta, also the 
chair of natural science, at the Presidency College, have been in existence for 
some years, and their usefulness is incrcas‘ing. The total outlay of public funds 
on these institutions, and the scholarsliips pertaining to tliem, is about 
Es. 76,000 a year. During the past season arrangements' were made, and very 
successfully carried out, for an extra and .special class attached to tlve Eno-ineering 
College, at which the special sulgocis now required for the public service were 
taught to pupils, of wliom a large proportion liave already by tliis channel 
obtained admission to the service. Arrangements have been made ^o continue 
this class with, it is hoped, increasing ofticieucy and success. 

3. In the Education Budget for the year 1872-73, provision is made for 

the full cost of these institutions, and the Lieutenhnt-Governor has also set aside 
lls. 20,000 for physical science and surveying in collogf^s, and Rs, 30,000 foV 
drawing, surveying, and physical geography classes in. schools. Ho has 
directed that out of the total grant of Rs. 1,28,000 for scholarships in Ben‘»al, 
scholarship's to the valu(5 of about Us. 50,000. be assigned to students in 1110 
draviin^,' surveying, and elementary science classes. A comruittce, of which • 
thh Director of Public Instructioji and the Principal of the Presidonev Colle'u; 
are members, is silting to consider and report upon the liest scheme for 
spending the Rs. 60,000 granted in the budget for science and .shrvty classes, 
and also upon the distributiou of scholarships to the value of Rs. 00,000 to 
studenirs in these classes. * 

4. Meanwhile some arrangements have already bceil made ; a teachiT 
of surveying on Rs 1 07 per mensem has been allowed to the Cuttack Hio-h School, 
And a competent native teacher from the Engineering College has alreadv joined at 
Cuttack. Two scholarshiji-holders of the Engineering College hdVe been appoint- 
ed as teachers of drawing and surveying, on probation, at the Dacca and Patna 
Colleges; tliese men had served for nearly a year as apprentices on public 
works in or near Calcutta, and they are able to teach drawing and surveying 
mensuration, and the use of building or road materials. They are under orders 
to join their appointments at once. A contingent grant of Rs. SO'O has also. 
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been made to eajh of these two college’s to 'cover tbe\5ost of instraments and 
expicnses of tlie survey class during the next open season. It is hoped' that 
simyar arrangements will 8l)ortly be made at the Hooghly and other colleges. 

6. It is under consideration whether arrangements can be made for teach- 
ing in the Presidency College th(5 sciences now included in the alternative 
standard for uuivcMsity dcirrces, but it is apprehended that it will not be 
possible to establish at prcstnit a complete course of the kind in the other 
colleges unless sosne of t lie existing professors may be able to undertake the duty. 

C. The iieutenant-Governor understands that the Engineering College at 
Calcutta can furnish a sufficient number of men who will accept moderate 
salalies, and wilPbc able to touch di-nwinir, surveying, and the use of building or 
road materials in our ‘schools. All these Engineering College students are 
men who have passed Uie Entrance Examination of thfe Calcutta University, 
and they will be able to teach cither in English or in Bengalee. None of the 
Calcutta Engineering College men arc Uindoostanoes ; though most 'of them 
camtalk, ami perjiaps teach, in Himloostanee. For vernacular survey classes in 
Beliar, it may thereforo be mieessary to obtain teachers from the Koorkee 
College. 

• *7. As soon as possible, or at any rate as soon as the Committee whose 
appointment has been referred to in the first paragraph of the Jlesolution 

'make their report, arrangements vfill he made for sending teachers of drawing 
and sufveying to the Hare School and to the Bhaugulporc, Chittagong, and 
Gowhatty schools, and to such of the zillah schools as the Committee and the 
local odtceys may recommend. Mcauwllile sfiecial rewards havij been offered 
to induce masters at zillah schools to qualify as teachers in sui^eying and 
physical geography. Under this last head mav be comprehended an elementary 
and popular knowledge of this globe, and of the things that grow or cr 'atures 
tliat live upon it, such as is now taught under this desiguaiion in 
many Europeim schools ; and the Lieutenant-Governor proposes to introduce 
pijfsical geography in this wide sense into our schools generally, as a first 
instalment of popular science. 

8. Eor schools or classes in practical arts little has yet been done 
outside the School of Arts at Calcutta, and the Lieutenant-Governor has doubts 
whether the Calcutta school is not too much devoted to ornamental as distin- 
guished froifl practical art. Apprentice classes have however been, or are being 
opened at the Dehree workshoj)s on the Soane canal ; a scheme for an indus- 
triaV sjchool of a practical kind is promised from Dacca, and the Licutenant- 
Goverii'in hopes that before the end of another year real schools of practical 
art will be in existence*. 

♦ 9. Miianwhiie, until the number of seholar-ships assignable to physical 
science and survey scholars * 1)0 finally settled and lias had time to come into 
opefatioiT, the Lieuicuant-Governor desires that the Director of Public .Instruc- 
tion will noiify,that any iirescnt holder of a junior-grade scholarship, who lias 
passed the Entrance Examination, may elect to take the practical science 
course at the Presidency College, or any other college where such a school is 
established, ’without prejudice to the tenure of his scholarsliib: Such a 
scholarship-holder, unless he studies for th» full Engiuoeriug College course, 
must continue to attend the English language, history, arithmetic or algebra, 
and mathematical classes up to tlie First Arts standard, but ho need not 
attend the Sanskrit and logic or moral philosophy classes ; and he therefore 
need not pa^ the Eirst Arts examination, though the Lieutenant dGovemor 
hopes that majfy will do so. But measures will he taken to ascertain his 
proficiency in the obligatory subjects. Similar rules wil/bo applwsA to tho 
holders -of vernacular aud minor scholarships at schools, and of senior scholar- 
ships by 8tud?lit8 who have passed the First Arts exafnination. Tho Lii'utcnant- 
Governor desires that early and full publicity be given to this order regarding 
the tenure of eristing scholarships. 

10. .The Lieutenant-Governor earnestly hopes that the Committee refer- 
red to above will finish their labors and submit their report with the least

Notick is hereby given that the sub-marine telegraph cable across the Straits of Sunda 
s laid down from Anjer, along the west coast of Java to Java’s 4th point, and thence in 
he direction North 64® West. 

Tho direcion o^the cable from Anjer to the 4tli point” is indicated by three white buoys, 
>n which is painted in black the word “ Kabel.” They have on the top a small flag with 
,he Dutch colours, and the word “ Telegraaf” in tho white.
